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RULES OF PROCEDURE AND FORMATION OF 
THE COMMISSIONS AND COMMITTEES OF THE Ith 
COUNCIL 


1. The heads of delegations, during their preparatory 
meeting on the eve of the meeting of the Council, elect the 
Chairman of the XIth Council and his two Vice-Chairmen. 
They adopt at this meeting, the Agenda, time-table and pro- 
cedure of work of the Council. 


2. The heads of delegations shall in their preparatory 
meeting elect a “Drafting Committee for the General Decla- 
ration of the XIth Council of the AAPSO” from among the 
members of the Council. The draft General Declaration shall 
be submitted in a closed session to the heads of delegations 
for discussion and adoption, and it shall then be read out in 
the closing session of the Council. 


3. The work of the XIth Council shall be carried out by 
seven specialised committees : 


1 — Committee on the Middle East and the struggle of 
Arab peoples. 


2 — Committee on Africa. 

3 — Committee on Indo-China. 

4 — Committee on Asian Issues. 

5 — Committee on economic emancipation, development 
and social progress. 

6 — Committee for Solidarity with Latin America. 

7 — Organizational Committee. 


The drafting committee of each of the principal com- 


mittees shall be composed of its Chairman, Vice-Chairmen 
and Rapporteur. 


4. In the preliminary meetings of the heads of delega- 
tions to the XIth Council of Solidarity, the heads of delega- 
tions shall elect : 
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The Chairmen, Vice-Chairmen and rapporteurs of 
the principal committees of the Council. 


5. Each delegation shall have the right to participate, 
through one member or more, in each of the Committees of 
the Council, on the basis that these committees are open to 
all members. 


6. Following a general debate in each of the commissions, 
the drafting committee of each commission shall submit a 
draft resolution to the plenary commission for examination 
and adoption. It shall thereby be considered final and as 
emanating from the Council with all its members. 


7. The Committee of Financial Control, composed of the 
representatives of Korea, Morocco, Pakistan and Mali shall 
meet to consider financial matters, as well as the budget of 
the Permanent Secretariat, and the budget of the programme 
of action for 1974, following which it shall submit a report 
to the Organisational Committee. 


8. Formation of the Executive Bureau of the XIth Council: 
1 — Chairman of the Council. 
2 — Secretary Genera] of the Organisation. 
3 — Members of the Permanent Board of Secretaries. 


The Executive Bureau is to be in continuous session 
throughout the meeting of the XIth Council of the Organiza- 
tion. It shall act on procedural and organizational measures 
in accordance with the Constitution and traditions of the 
Organization and in accordance with the resolutions of the 
heads of delegations’ meeting. 


9. Each delegation to the XIth Council shall have one 
vote. 


10. Each delegation to the Council has the right to deliver 
one address in the plenary meeting of the Council, provided 
it does not exceed ten minutes.

WORKING PAPER 


for the Middle East Meeting 
within the Framework of Arrangements 
for the XIth Council in Baghdad 


Preamble : 


The Permanent Secretariat has invited this 
working group to meet for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the situation in the Middle East, and of adopt- 
ing a document with a time-table for the work to 
be carried out by the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity 
Organization. We hope this document will incor- 
porate the various viewpoints and will unify our 
movement in bcth continents within the frame- 
work of the International movement of national 
liberation. 


AAPSO considers the cause of the Arab peo- 
ples, their struggle to achieve full withdrawal from 
the occupied Arab territories and the recognition of 
the national rights of the people of Palestine, most 
particularly their right to return to their home- 
lend and to determine their future on their own 
soil, one of the fundamental tasks in the activities 
and policy of the Organization. There is no doubt 
that the struggle for the liberation of the usurped 
territories and for wresting the rights of the Pales- 
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tinian people requires firm and courageous struggle 
against world imperialism and its ally, Zionism and 
Israel. The Arab masses are well aware of their 
enemies. They have pin-pointed them clearly, aud 
therefore their struggle against their conspiracies 
and their support for aggression on Arab soil will 
never cease. 


The battles of October 6 have highlighted the 
importance of unity between the national and pro- 
gressive forces in every Arab country, 2s well as 
the unity of Arab struggle against imperialism, and 
the militarit solidarity with the forces of liberation 
in the world, with the Soviet Union at the fore- 
front. 


The Arab unified stand has acquired exception- 
al significance through the effective participation 
on the battlefield of some Arab countries, such as 
Iraq and Algeria, and others with the Egyptian and 
Syrian armies and the forces of the Palestinian re- 
sistance, through the nationalization of the oil 
quotas of the countries supporting aggression, or 
complete embargo, and through the huge assist- 
ance offered by the Soviet Union, its supply of arms 
and by its firm political stand. 


The October 6 war, furthermore, proved the 
combative ability of Arab soldiers and strengthen- 
ed their confidence in ultimate victory. Further- 
more, it emphasized the importance of Arab-Soviet 
solidarity and foiled all imperialist moves to isolate 
the Arah liberation movement from its ally. 
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This war simultaneously revealed the fallacy 
of Israel’s claims of secure boundaries which it used 
as a pretext for pursuing its aggression and for 
threatening the security of the peoples of the area, 
while it smashed the Zionist myth of Israel’s invin- 
cible army. 


Meamwhile, the Arabs achieved important poli- 
tical success in their moves to explain the justice of 
the Arab cause. Besides, the African and Non- 
Aligned summit Conferences came to crown this en- 
lightened move, when most African countries sever- 
ed their relations with Israel, while most of the 
countries of Asia and Africa condemned Zionist 
aggression, a situation which led to the isolation 
of both Israel and the US, because of their policy 
of aggression, whereas the Arab cause received a 
great deal of support, understanding and consoli- 
dation. : 


It is worth noting that the October war has 
left its indelible mark on the course of political life 
inside Israel herself, and has violently shaken Is- 
raeli society. 


The Arab liberation movement in its entirety 
bas agreed that its basic task in its confrontation 
with imperialism, Zionism and Israel is the elimi- 
nation of the sequels of the aggression of June 9, 
1967, by restoring all the usurped territories and by 
restituting the national and legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people, most particularly their right. to 
return to their homeland to determine their future 
on their own soil. 
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All military.and political confrontations as well 
as all popular and governmental activities should 
Serve this noble objective which all the Arab peo- 
ples are unanimously bent on achieving. 


The Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organiza- 
tion affirms that all international efforts whether 
on the political, military or economic levels, as well 
as popular struggle should converge towards the 
realization of this common national goal. 


AAPSO, aware of how explosive the situation 
was at a very early stage, has in all its declarations 
warned against the deterioration in the situation 
which posed a threat to world peace as a result of 
Israel’s conceit and its expansionist ambitions 
which were backed by the US. In all spheres, the 
Organization supported Arab right while it effect- 
ively contributed to many of the conferences and 
seminars which were held to explain the dimensions 
of the Arab cause. In collaboration with the na- 
tional committees and the World Peace Council, it 
held a number of meetings, the most prominent 
being those of Bologna, Italy, Helsinki, and Svfia 
as well as the Oil Seminar in Baghdad, and the 
meeting of Eisenstein in the German Democratic 
Republic. The Secretariat furthermore contributed 
to the International Moscow Congress for Peaca 
Forces, which set up a special commission to exam- 
ine the M.E. issue. Mr. Leonid Brezhnev, Secretary 
General of the Soviet Communist Party, expressed 
his support for Arab right and condemnation for 
Israeli aggression in a long and important speech in 
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which he explained Soviet policy vis-a-vis the issue 
of world peace. 


From our observation of the events through 
which the Arab world is passing the following 
major points come to the fore:

The Soviet Union and the Socialist coun- 
tries are the friends of the Arab nation who 
have and still offer effective support in 
repelling Israeli aggression, a situation 
which makes it necessary to reinforce Arab- 
soviet relationships.

The moves to strike at and liquidate the 
democratic forces, constitute 2 move 
against national unity which should be de- 
nounced, condemned, and fought out so that 
national unity may be achieved in every 
country on firm bases against imperialism, 
Israel and their stooges. 


The necessity of safeguarding the social 


gains achieved by the progressive Arab 
countries.and of promoting. them. 


We consider the Cyprus problem as a part 
of the whole Middle East proolem. Impe- 


rialist forces organised internal strife so as 
to maintain the control of the Island as a 
stronghold against Arab people. We confirm 
also that the Arab nation cannot feel safety 
with British bases in Cyprus and the Ame- 
rican monitoring stations. No constant 
peace can be established in the area so long 
as British bases exist in Cyprus and Ame- 
rican espionage continue in the island 
against the interests of the Arab nation. 


12) The necessity of increasing cooperation 
with the African countries, of giving them 
every support and of working towards iso- 
lating Israel and boycotting it on the poli- 
tical, economic, diplomatic and cultural 
levels. To work towards the establishment 
of political relations between the African 
countries and the Palestinian revolution, and 
to strengthen cooperation and exchange be- 
tween African and Asian liberation move- 
ments and the Palestinian Liberation Orga- 
nization. 


OIL AND THE MIDDLE EAST ISSUE 


The Arab world possesses two-thirds of the 
world oil reserves, with the result that oil has come 
to constitute the corner-stone of the policy of this 
part of the world. With every passing day, the stra- 
tegic importance of oil rises, as it constitutes the 
nerve-centre of industry in modern times. 
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‘This resource has for long years bcen plunder- 
ed and drained as well as systematically and an- 
pallingly exploited by international oil monopolies, 
which stood between the oil-producing and oii-cvn- 
suming countries, imposing low prices on oil and 
exhorbitant prices on the consumers, with the re- 
sult that these monopolies made fabuwlous profits. 
Not only did they fail to develop the cconomy of 
the producing countries or help them promote their 
industry or to build their economy on scientific 
bases, but they often went as far as to hatch con- 
Epiracies against the oil-producing countries and 
peoples. 


The aspirations of the Arab world and their 
ambitions to achieve national independence, welfare 
and prosperity as well as their right to use oil as a 
weapon to repel the aggression perpetrated against 
their territories by Zionism and colonialism have to 
be respected. 


It is, therefore, natural that the Arab nation 
should place all its potentialities and energies in its 
struggle for liberation against Zionism and world 
imperialism with the US at the forefront. 


The Arab nation has used his weapon in the 
October battle against its enemy, either through na- 
tionalization of US and Dutch quotas as in Iraq, 
or through production cut-backs in the rest of the 
Arab countries and total embargo against these two 
countries which support the enemy... For oil and 
military operations are interlinked and go side by 
side. 
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Imperialist oil monopolies, particularly in the 
US, seized the opportunity of the Arabs’ use of oil 
as a weapon to depict them as being exploitative 
and indifferent to the civilizational needs of the 
world. The Arab nation does not look upon oil as 
a purely material commodity, but as a means which 
could be mobilized and invested in forging human, 
economic and political relations between the oil- 
producing and oil-consuming countries, for the sake 
of world prosperity and the progress of human civi- 
lization. 

The use of oil as a weapon should take into ac- 
count the Western European attitude of indepen- 
dence from US imperialism, an attitude which should 
be encouraged. It should furthermore take into ac- 
count the requirements of progress in the Third 
World and cooperation with the countries of the So- 
cialist group. 

To use oil effectively in our battle for libera- 
tion the Arab nation has to place this weapon under 
its control by all possible means, particularly 
through nationalization as was the case with Iraq, 
or effective participation like Algeria, or any other 
means, so as to put an end to oil monopolies and 
liquidate the oil cartel, one of the most odious forms 
of neo-colonialism not only in the Arab area but 
also in Africa, Asia and Latin America. 


In conclusion we must emphasize the following 
points : 


— The right of the Arab peoples and the duty 
of their governments to control their oil re- 


sources by all possible means, particularly 
through nationalization and the estahlish- 
ment of direct and equitable relations he- 
tween the oil-producing and oil-consuming 
countries. 


—— Ban oil from all the countries hostile to the 
Arab nation which support Israel’s aggres- 
sion, Or which practise racial discrimina- 
tinn, making light of UN resolutions and. 
principles such as Portugal, South Africa 
and Rhodesia. 


— National oil companies in the Arab countries 
should work towards the establishment of 
oil industries, including prospection, drilJ- 
ing, production ‘and transportation as well 
as the construction of a tanker fleet to en- 
sure the supply of oil to the consuming 
countries. 


— It is necessary to withdraw the assets ac- 
cruing from oil and deposited with Western 
banks, and to invest them in development. 
projects on Arab soil and in the African and 
Asian countries which have long suffered 
from exploitation and colonialism and which 
adopt an attitude of support vis-a-vis the 
Arab cause. 


-— To mobilize the Arab masses, enlighten them 
and work towards the realization of a better 
political, social, economic and cultural life 
for them, so that they may be able to defend 
and safeguard their natural wealth. 


THE PALESTINE PEOPLE 


The core of the Middle East issue still remains 
the Palestinian people and the denial cf their right 
1o legitimate sovereignty over their country. This 
has been the crux ever since the first Zionist ag- 
gression against their country, which culminated in 
the creation of the Israeli state in 1948 cn part of 
the Palestinian soil. as a result of which the people 
were rendered homeless, were expelled from their 
homes and forbidden by armed strength to exercise 
their legitimate national rights, particularly their 
right to self-determination over their territory. Fur- 
thermore, Zionism and colonialism tried by all un- 
ethical and illegal methods to wipe out the Pales- 
tinian character and entity. In addition, the Israeli 
leaders have on more than one occasion made of- 
ficial declarations to the effect that the Pales- 
tinians do not exist. But the people of Palestine 
and through them the Palestinian armed struggle, 
which this year commemorates its ninth anniver- 
sary, have been able to assert their presence and 
their entity, and to wrest the legitimate recognition 
cf the right of the people of Palestine to determine 
their future, and to affirm the inadmissibility of 
examining or settling the Palestinian cause in the 
absence of the participation of their legitimate re- 
presentatives. They were able to turn their issue 
from one of refugees as colonialism and Zionism 
seek to depict it, into one of national liberation just 
as the Palestinian people legitimately want to be. 
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These nine years have teemed with important 
events in both the life of the people of Palestine 
and of the Arab nation. For during this period, 
Israel hatched numerous plots and contrived coun- 
tries manoeuvres to tame the people of Palestine 
within the occupied territories and to bring them to 
surrender to its will and domination. It set out to 
destroy their homes, annex their land, build settle- 
ments in the occupied territories while it drove the 
original citizens away to the neighbouring Arab 
countries. 


It, furthermore, practised physical liquidation 
against hundreds of militants, while thousands of 
others are still languishing in its prisons where 
they are exposed to the most atrocious kinds of sup- 
pression and torture, actions which have been con- 
demned by more than one UN specialized committee 
as well as by other committees affiliated to inter- 
national organisations and associations. 


Israel’s true nature and its aggressive policy 
have been unmasked increasingly its isolation on 
the international level. A considerable change has 
come over the world in favour of the Arab cause. 
Many voices were raised in the world and within 
Israel itself revealing its aggressive pclicy and 
racist methods in dealing with Arab citizens, as 
well as with eastern Jews, and unmasking its ter- 
rorist policy and barbaric actions against the Pales- 
tinians at all levels. 


Israel launched aggression after aggression 
against the Arab countries neighbouring Palestine 
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as well as against the refugee camps in these coun- 
tries. Its agents, furthermore, carried out dubious 
operations against the Palestinians. This was evid- 
enced in Israel’s terrorist activities which were 
revealed on many occasions and which are today 
being unmasked by the investigations carried out in 
Norway into crimes committed with the collabora- 
tion of diplomats of Israeli nationality. 


But Israel was not alone in standing against 
the Palestinian revolution, for US imperialism put 
all its weight against it as well, by mobilizing its 
agents in the Arab nation, a situation which drove 
the Palestinian revolution to surge in self-defence 
more than once and to take up arms when exposed 
to liquidation on Arab soil. 


Nevertheless, Israel moves and conspiracies as 
well as those of colonialism and their stooges to 
liquidate the Palestinian revolution were smashed 
against the rock of Palestinian steadfastness em-: 
bodied in the Palestinian revolution and backed by 
the Arab masses and the progressive forces in the 
world. 


As a result, the Palestinian resistance succeed- 
ed in asserting its existence and in merging with 
the Arab Liberation Movement in particular. 


This was evident in the rise of an Arab front 
which supported and participated with the Pales- 
tinian Revolution, thereby proving that the Pales- 
tinian National Liberation Movement is an integral 
part of the Arab National Movement. The Pales- 
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tinian Liberation Movement furthermore succeeded 
in integrating into the world anti-colonialist, and 
anti-Zionist movement of liberation. 


The Palestinian entity came in the limelight 
particularly through the meetings and visits paid 
by the leaders of the Palestinian Liberation Organ- 
ization to the Arab and Socialist countries, and 
particularly to the Soviet Union which offers sub- 
stantial political and material assistance to the 
Palestine cause. The meetings and conferences held 
throughout 1973, came as an indication of greater 
understanding and support for the Palestinian re- 
volution. The Arab Summit held in Algeria further- 
more constituted the corner-stone of this support 
when it decided to consider the PLO as the sole 
legitimate representative of the people of Palestine. 
The resolutions passed by the Non-Aligned Con- 
ference greatly strengthened the support for the 
Palestine cause. It, therefore, clearly appears how 
far the US and its protégé Israel are now facing 
isolation, most particularly that the PLO is now re- 
cognized by more than 80 independent countries. 
In addition, the occupied territories of Palestine are 
today witnessing mounting political and military 
activities against the forces of occupation. This was 
evidenced in the rise of the Palestinian National 
Front within the occupied territories and its strug- 
gle against Zionist occupation. This was further- 
more indicated in the large-scale movement of na- 
tional. revival, a step which dispelled the illusion of 
the Israeli circles as to their capacity to liquidate 
the Palestine revolution. 
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The Permanent Secretariat therefore empha. 
sizes the following points to support the Palestine 
revolution in its just and legitimate struggle : 


1) The Palestine issue is not: and has never 
been a problem of refugees, but, basically, 
the problein of people forcefully deprived, by 
a minority of colonialist settlers, from fun- 
damental rights. The Permanent Secretariat 
emphasizes that these rights should be re- 
stored to the Palestinians who will never 
relinquish them and it simultaneously af- 
firms that they have the right to resort to 
all forms of struggle to wrest these rights, 
foremost among which is the right to re- 
turn to their homeland and to determine 
their future on their soil. 


2) The Palestinian Liberation Organization 
together with its Nationa! Council and Exe~ 
cutive Committee is the sole legitimate re- 
presentative of the Arab people of Palestine 
and the embodiment of their wil! and the 
expression of their aspirations, 2s weil as 
their official spokesmen. The Organization 
therefore deems it inadmissible to examine 
or settle the Palestine cause in the absence 
of its people and of its genuine representa- 
tives. 


3) Israel constitutes a US imperialist wedge ir 
the heart of the Arab area, whose existence 
was designed to strike at and obstruct the 
aspirations of the Arab nation towards

unity, freedom and progress. Israel pre- 
sence was furthermore intended as a means 
of plundering the wealth of the Arab nation 
as well as an imperialist base fcr infiltra- 
tion into and dominating the peoples of Asia 
and Africa. 


The Palestinian revolution, as an integral 
part of the Arab and International Libera- 
tion Movement, positively and effectively 
contributes to the struggle of the Arab peo- 
ples against Zionism, and world imperial- 
ism. Therefore, supporting it materially, 
morally and effectively is a militant obliga- 
tion on all the Arab peoples and the pro- 
gress and freedom loving peoples in the 
world. 


The importance of national unity on the 
Palestinian scene this being 2 basic element 
in their attainment of their legitimate na- 
tional rights. 


All the Arab peoples are called upon to open 
their borders to the Palestinian revolution 
so that it may fulfil its duty sgainst the 
Israeli enemy. 


All the noble and progressive forces, headed 
by AAPSO committees, are called upon to 
work for the release of around 1,000 Pales- 
tinian detainees held in Israeli prisons where 
they are subjected to torture and physical 
liquidation. 


8) To condemn all the measures taken by Is- 
rael to alter the features of the occupied 
lands, by pulling down houses, and estab- 
lishing kibbutzim, and deporting citizens, in 
addition to all this taking place in Jerusalem 
where its features are being altered, in con- 
travention of international law. 


OMAN, THE ARAB GULF AND 
ARABIAN PENINSULA 


This area is facing the same imperialist schemes 
which seek to liquidate the revolutionary move- 
ments in the entire Arab nation, including the popu- 
lar armed revolution in Oman and the Arab Gulf, 
and to encircle the progressive regime in the Peo- 
ple’s Democratic Republic of Yemen and in the 
Iraqi Republic. 


Struggle in that part of the world is becoming 
more and more acute as imperialists seek to spread 
their influence on these oil rich axes, as a means of 
safeguarding their imperialist interests and keeping 
this region in a state of subserviance to US im- 
perialism as long as possible. 


US imperialism has drawn the morale of its 
direct involvement in Vietnam, with the result that 
it came to depend more and more on the forces 
which act in collusion with it in its spheres of poli- 
tical influence.

It has entrusted Iran, as a regional power to 
act. as the watchdog for its interests. This was clear 
in the Shah’s declaration, that their responsibility 
wes not only national and local but extended to the 
protection and defence of 60% of the world oil 
reserves. 


Thus, with a view to implementing these colo- 
nialist and reactionary policies, Iran set out to cc- 
cupy 4 Arab islands (Greater and Smaller Tunbs, 
Abu Moussa and Ghanam) thereby extending Iran’s 
territorial boundaries at the expense of Arab ter- 
ritorial waters, for the purpose of bringing under 
its control the most important straits in the world ; 
the straits of Hermes through which a tanker passes 
every 3 minutes, this being intended to safeguard 
imperialist interests first and foremost. 


As a result, colonialist moves became fiercer 
and fiercer in this part of the world taking explicit 
forms such as large-scale manoeuvres by the CENTO 
Pact in the Oman and Arab gulfs, in which Iran 
played.a prominent part for more than two weeks. 


The US Seventh Fleet, furthermore, carried out 
wide provocative actions on the borders of the Peo: 
ple’s Democratic Republic of Yemen, while mer: 
cenary troops were deployed on its northern borders 
in a- move to bring confusion to and besiege its pro- 
gressive. regime. 


These imperialist moves culminated in Decem- 
ber 20, 1973 when Iranian troops positioned in the 
Sultanate of Oman and the Arab islands conducted 
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a large-scale military operation in. the liberated 
areas of the southern province of Oman (Dhoffar). 
3,600 Iranian soldiers and 1,500 British commandos 
participated in this manoeuvre in addition to US 
experts in counter-moves against popular liberation 
movements. 


Tran’s intervention in this area constitutes a 
serious consecration of the US imperialist concept 
which aims at maintaining by force all imperialist 
monopolies through military intervention. This is 
the logical outcome of the dangerous policy adopt- 
ed by the U.S. in cooperation with Iranian and Arab 
reaction ; a policy based on attributing itself the 
right to act as an international watchdog which 
imposes its interests by force and which reserves 
the right to suppress the people of the area. 


This colonialist situation has been skilfully cal- 
culated with a view to coercing the people of the 
area, with the result that a large-scale campaign 
of arrests has been carried out against the people 
in the Oman and Arab Gulf areas. 


In the same way, world imperialism, particu- 
larly US imperialism, has pursued its moves to con- 
centrate its influence and domination threugh the 
establishment of aggressive military bases. In fact, 
it has been able to establish a naval base in Bahrein, 
but the people’s struggle in this area, particularly 
in Bahrein, has compelled the rulers to liquidate the 
US base. But it is certain that the US will never 
admit defeat, and will pursue its moves to restore 
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this imperialist base in the area by all possible 
means and methods. 


In addition, the success of national elements 
in the elections of the National Assembly held last 
December in Bahrein will reinforce the people’s re- 
jection for this imperialist base and contribute 
towards preventing its restoration while streng- 
thening the national demands of the people of the 
area. 


This area is at present witnessing concentrated 
efforts on the part of neo-colonialism to maintain 
it in a position of backwardness as well as a source 
of raw materials, particularly oil, a market for the 
goods of the imperialist countries and a source of 
the money capital which accrues from the exploita- 
tion of the oil wealth. 


This situation makes it imperative fcr the na- 
tional and peace-loving forces to stand in solidarity 
with the national forces here to defeat imperialists. 


The Permanent Secretariat affirms : 


1) The necessity of consolidating the struggle 
of the people of Oman and the Arab Gulf, 
so as to enable them to ensure full control 
over their political future and their national 
wealth. 


2) The necessity of demanding the evacuation 
of all U.S., British and Iranian military 
bases which threaten peace, and of cate- 
gorically rejecting all pacts, and colonialist

reactionary groupings whether implicit or 
explicit. 


The condemnation of Iranian itivasion of 
the liberated areas in Dhoffar and the call 
for its immediate withdrawal together with 
all other foreign troops from Oman.

Its provision of every form of solidarity 
and support for the People’s Democratic 
Republic of Yemen, as a means of unmask- 
ing all reactionary conspiracies which seek 
to encircle this progressive regime. 


Its demand that the national forces in the 
area unify and coordinate their efforts 
against the imperialist enemy. 


It pays tribute to the victory scored by the 
national forces in the elections of the Na- 
tional Assembly in Bahrein and its support 
for their struggle for the achievement of 
democratic life and the fulfilment of the 
aspirations of the masses in entrenching 
democracy and national independence. 
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WORKING PAPER 
ON PEACE, COOPERATION AND SECURITY 
IN ASIA 


Asia has been for a long time a scene of bitter 
conflicts and wars. The political and economic domi- 
nation of the colonial powers deprived the peoples of 
the countries concerned of the possibility to deter- 
mine their fate themselves. 


The revolutionary forces of Asia succeeded in 
overthrowing the age-long colonial rules. With the 
emergence of independent Asian governments, the 
pattern of international relations has been chang- 
ed. The aspiration for achieving peace and establishb- 
ing good neighbourly relations to carry out their 
plans of building new life, and to launch struggle 
against hunger and poverty found its expression in 
the activities of the Asian countries. This paved 
the way for creating favourable conditions and in- 
creasing the efforts of the. Asian States to build up 
cooperation among themselves and to work for their 
security. 


Imperialism and international reaction are able 
to exercise decisive influence in shaping the devel. 
opments of Asia. The new alignment of forces in 
the present-day world creates favourable conditions 
for triumph of the causes of peace. The powerful 
unity between the forces of national independence 
and social progress on the one hand and the Soviet 
Union and other countries of socialist community, 
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on the other, coupled with the activities of all 
peace-loving forces of the world, played a decisive 
role in making the impact of the forces of peace, 
socialisin, democracy and national liberation felt 
more than ever before. The objective basis of frus- 
trating the attempts of U.S. and other imperialist 
powers to commit aggression and interfere in the 
internal affairs of Asian countries has thus been 
created. 


The victory of the Vietnamese people, the most 
outstanding event of the recent period, proves clear- 
ly that it is impossible to subjugate the peoples 
who struggle for their freedom and independence, 
supported by the socialist countries and all the vro- 
gressive forces of the world. This victory is the 
victory of the forces of peace and reflects the spirit 
of realism and sanity. 


The emergence of Bangladesh as an indepen- 
dent and sovereign State is a big blow to the USS. 
strategy in the Indian Sub-continent in particular 
and South East. Asia as a whole. It is an important 
victory of the forces of peace and national libera- 
tion. 


The end of the war in Vietnam on the basis of 
the agreement signed in Paris on January 27, 1973 
provides favourable prospects for the final and just 
settlement of the South Vietnamese problem. The 
agreement for restoring peace and achieving na- 
tional concord in Laos is a new important step ia 
the normalisation of the situation in Indo-China. 
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The restoration of peace in Vietnam and Laos 
will, without any doubt, normalise the situation in 
South-East Asia and in the world. 


The course of events in the Middle Fast, Indo- 
China, Arabic Peninsula and in other parts of Asia 
shows as well that the forces of aggression and im- 
perialist interference can be curbed. 


The weakening of SEATO, due, emong other 
factors, to the withdrawal of Pakistan and the 
weakening of ASPAC, due to the withdrawal of 
Malaysia are positive factors. This shows hath the 
necessity and possibility of liquidating the aggres- 
sive imperialist military pacts. 


But imperialism has not reconciled with its de- 
feats in Vietnam and Bangladesh. Faced with its 
inevitable defeats, U.S. imperialism has changed 
its tactics. It is impossible for the imperialist powers 
to continue their domination in the same old way. 
They have, therefore, to take recourse to new 
methods to retain their political and economic domi- 
nation over the countries of Asia. The discarded 
policy of “Divide and Rule” has been put into oper2- 
tion once again in a new way. 


While the P.R.G. of the Republic of Scuth Viet- 
nam and the D.R.V.N. Government strictly respect 
and scrupulously implement the Paris Agreement, 
the United States and the Saigon administration 
continue to violate seriously and _ systematically 
many essential provisions of the Agreement. in 
Laos, in spite of the sabotage of the Vientiane 
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Agreement committed by the extreme rightest 
groups with the support and assistance of the Unit- 
ed States, the National Coalition Government has 
been set up in order to build a peaceful, indepen- 
dent, democratic, neutral, united and prosperous 
Laos. 


In Cambodia, the United States is continuing 
its aggression and interference into the internal 
affairs in an attempt to impose U.S. neo-colonialism 
on the country, thus making the war there grow 
fiercer than ever. 


The people of Korea have consistently been 
fighting for the reunification of their motherland 
which remains divided due to the U.!S. imperialist 
intervention. U.S. imperialism is interested in per- 
petuating the division of the country and creating 
(two Koreas) permanently. The Five-woint Pro- 
gramme of the People’s Democratic Republic of 
Korea has been rightly supported and hailed as the 
positive steps for the reunification of Korea. The 
solidarity movement fully supported the steps taken 
by DPRK and opposed all efforts of U.S. imperial- 
ists to create a permanent base in South Korea. 


The solidarity movement records its apprecia- 
tion of the constant struggle of the Japanese pecple 
against the U.S./Japan security treaty and for the 
elimination of the U.S. military bases in Japan and 
against the revival of Japanese militarism. 


The present situation in Indo-China resulting 
from the policy of aggression and interference by 
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U.S. imperialism into the internal affairs of those 
eountries is becoming increasingly sericus. The 
pecples of Asia and the world should continue their 
support to the struggle of the Indo-Chinese people 
in the new stage. 


The chain of imperialist military bases on Asian 
soil and the creation of military pacts involving the 
Asian countries pose serious threat to the indepen- 
dence and sovereignty of the Asian countries and 
endanger peace and security in Asia. The arrogant 
decision of the U.S. Government to set up the 
nuclear base in the Diego Garcia island in the In- 
dian Ocean in defiance of the protests of all the 
littoral countries, is not only a threat to the sove- 
reignty of the countries concerned ; but is a cal- 
culated device to throttle the liberation inovements 
of Africa and Arab Gulf states. The notorious U.5. 
Seventh Fleet which launched aggression against 
DRV entered the Bay of Bengal to crush the Ban- 
gladesh Liberation movement and to threaten the 
independence and sovereignty of India, the infamous 
U.S. Sixth Fleet that comes often to the rescue 
of the aggressive Israeli aggressors and poses a 
threat to the Arab countries, will now move freely 
in the vast area of Indian Ocean spreading over 
thousands of miles from the Simonstown kase to 
Australia. 


This danger is coupled with the existence of 
military pacts like SEATO, CENTO, ASPAC, AN- 
ZUS, etc. which have become political anachronisms. 


Flames of war have not yet been extinguished 


in the Middle East. Israel, in connivance with U.S. 
imperialism, still refuses to withdraw from all the 
cecupied Arab territories and to restore the legiti- 
mate rights of the Palestinian peoples thereby defy- 
ing the U.N. resolutions and world public opinion. 


Israel and the world imperialism headed by the 
United States are the enemies of Arab nation. The 
Arab masses will never forgive or forget the hostile 
stand of the U.S. imperialists. 


The Soviet Union and the socialist countries are 
the friends of the Arab nations. They continue to 
offer effective support in repelling Israeli agegres- 
sion. It is necessary to reinforce Arab-Soviet rela- 
tionship in the interests of defending the rights of 
the Arab peoples. 


The U.S. imperialists refuse to accept the right 
of the Asian countries to their natural resources. 
The united resistance by the Arab countries, using 
their oil resources as a weapon against imperialism, 
is a target to be undermined by the imperialist 
powers through various dubious means. They want 
to bring the Arab countries to their knees by using 
the threat of retaliation. 


The strengthening of the U.S. and British mili- 
tary bases in the Arab Gulf and Peninsula and the 
massive arms supply to Iran and other reactionary 
forces are aimed at suppressing the Arab liberation 
movement in this region. It is especially directed 
against Iraq, which gave a blow to the imperialist 
oil exploiters and pursues a progressive foreign 
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policy and introduce far-reaching internal reforms. 
This threat is also directed against the sovereignty 
of the People’s Democratic Republic of Yemen. 


Massive infiltration in various fields — poli- 
tical, economic, cultural, social — and direct and in- 
direct help to the reactionary forces in order to 
subvert the progressive regimes from within, have 
been intensified by the U.S. and other imperialists 
in almost all the countries of Asia. They are now 
determined to sow confusion in the minds of people 
by their illusive role of peace-makers whereas under 
the garb of a peace-maker the U.S. imperialists, in 
fact, are trying to restore their lost image in Asia. 
The real design is to drive a wedge between the 
anti-imperialist forces and between the friendly 
countries of Asia, and to undermine the ever grow- 
ing friendship and cooperation between the Asian 
countries, Soviet Union and other friendly socialist 
countries. 


Isolated and defeated, the U.S. and other im- 
perialists have now embarked on a dangerous 
gamble. 


The Asian peoples have, therefore, no other 
choice but to intensify their struggle for safeguard- 
ing peace, sovereignty and independence. Much will 
depend, at this crucial moment, in the life of Asian 
people, whether or not they will be able to consoli- 
date the favourable developments that took place. 
The Asian States are increasingly realising that the 
peaceful future of the whole continent can be gua- 
ranteed by their joint efforts only. 
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No single state in the modern world can feel 
secure if its security is not guaranteed by aU) other 
states. The U.S. imperialists remain the villain of 
peace and it is against the offensive of U.S. and 
other imperialists that the peoples of Asia have 
to exercise extreme vigilance. The Asian countries 


have to work out their own strategy for peace in 
this continent. 


While detente and expansion of cooperation 
between states with different social systems has 
been hailed as a welcome sign, it shouldn’t be for- 
gotten that the enemies of peace and freedom have 
not stopped their activities. People should never 
shut their eyes and relax their vigilance. The pecple 
of Asia, who suffered under colonial zegimes for 
centuries, know too well the cunning game of im- 
perialism. Asian peoples and governments have, 
therefore, been trying for a long to build up their 
unity and develop cooperation among themselves. 
The quest for peace has found expressions in many 
notable initiatives taken by the Asian peoples and 
governments at various times during the last few 
decades. Starting with the Asian Conference held 
in New Delhi on the initiative of Jawaharlal N ehru, 
the historic Panch Shoel and the Bandung’ prin- 
ciples opened up a new chapter in the history of 
relations among the Asian countries. 


The recent World Congress of Peace Forces 
held in Moscow in October 1973 put forward before 
the Asian peoples the clear perspectives for peace 
and security in Asia. Step by step the concept of a

collective security system in Asia gained popularity. 
The Indo-Soviet treaty for peace, friendship and 
cooperation, the treaty between U-S.S.R. and Iraq, 
the Simla and Delhi agreements between India and 
Pakistan, the Indo-Bangladesh treaty, the joint de- 
claration between U.S.S.R. and Bangladesh, the 
Indo-Srilanka joint declaration, are the most wel- 
come attempts to develop bilateral relations on the 
basis of equality and respect for sovereignty of the 
states concerned. Several other bilateral agreements 
between the countries of Asia, to promote trade, 
cultural and technical cooperation have already 
been signed. 


The prospect of peaceful solution of the prob- 
lems of Indian Sub-continent and normalisation of 
relations between India, Pakistan and Bangladesh 
has brightened with the proposed meeting of the 
Foreign Ministers of the three countries. It is a 
logical development, though belated, of the process 
that started with the Simla agreements and Indo- 
Bangladesh treaty. It is expected that the meeting 
will contribute the durable peace in the sub-con- 
tinent. While welcoming this positive development, 
one must remain vigilant against renewed U.S. con- 
Spiracies to prevent the normalisation of relations 
end prospect of peace in the Indian Sub-continent. 
Peace in the Sub-continent can be ensured by the 
united struggle of the peoples of the three countries 
against the machination of U.S. imperialism. 


The peoples of the Sub-continent value highly 
the friendship and cooperation with the Soviet 
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Union and the other socialist countries. They are 
the most dependable allies who genuinely vontribute 
to the relaxation of tension in the Sub-continent. 
The Soviet Union and the socialist countries con- 
tri¢ited substantially to the strengthening of the 
base of economy of the countries who otherwise 
would have been easy victims of neo-colonialism. 


Based on the experience of the Asian countries 
cver the decades, Asia has to decide its future in- 
dependently to get rid of the legacies of imperialist 
colonialist rule. The concept of non-alignment has 
undergone considerable changes. Non-alignment, 
today, is no longer equi-distance from both social- 
ist and capitalist camps. The recent Non-Aligaed 
Summit Conference at Algiers clearly spelt out che 
concept of non-alignment. Non-alignment has a 
sharp anti-imperialist edge. And close cooperation 
between the non-aligned countries and the Soviet 
Union and other Socialist countries is today an 
essential necessity. 


II 


A system of collective security and an adequate 
mechanism for peaceful political settlement of in- 
ternational conflicts can be the most effective 
answey to avoid the danger of war and internaticnal 
conflicts. 


The collective security in Asia is not an isolat- 
ed phenomenon. There are many difficulties. On 
the one hand, the imperialists seek to sow distrust 
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and estrangement, on the other hand, opposition to 
the idea springs from some quarters who are guid- 
ed by great chauvinism. The aim of the ccllective 
security system is to prevent war and armed con- 
flicts, imperialist aggression and elimination of all 
forms of colonialism — old and new, and te end 
the policy of military pacts and blocs, to dismantle 
foreign military bases. Once security is ensured, 
conditions will be created for unfettered develop- 
ment and mutual confidence will be restored. Col- 
lective security presupposes that the relations 
among the countries of Asia will be on the basis 
of the following principles : 


1) Renunciation of the use of force in relaticns 
between States. 


2) Respect for the sovereignty and _ inviola- 
bility of frontiers. 
3) Non-interference in the internal affairs. 


4) Expansion of economic, technical, cultural, 
scientific and other forms of cooperation on 
the basis of full equality and routual benefit. 


5) Inadmissibility of annexation of territories 
by way of aggression. 


6) Settlement of all disputes between nations 
by peaceful means. 


7) The right of every people to sovereign pos- 
session of natural resources and to carry 
out social and economic transformation ac- 
cording to their wishes. 


These principles do not contradict the right of 
every people to use all measures at their disposal 
for the liquidation of aggression. 


These principles are an elaboration of those 
eontained in the United Nations Charter. 


The peoples of world need security to satisfy 
their essential requirements. Asia is no exceviion 
to this. Asia needs it all the more in order to con- 
sclidate national independence and to secure better 
eccnomic and social progress. The concept cf se- 
curity is not limited to political sphere only, but 
covers all other aspects — cultural, economic, scien- 
tific, technological and other fields. it is only in 
the absence of tension and in an atmosphere of 
peace and good neighbourly relations that the Asian 
people can enjoy the benefits of the division of 
labour — regional or worldwide. It is possible to 
complete the economic projects, develcp industry, 
power resources, transport, explore and develop 
mineral resources, introduce many-sided sacia] ro- 
forms only in an atmosphere of security and peace. 
The squandering of resources for unproductive pur- 
poses cam be stopped and medical, educational and 
other facilities can be available to the population 
under such conditions. 


Collective security in Asia, therefore, corre- 
sponds to the aspirations and needs of the people of 
the Continent. It is whole-heartedly supported by 
our solidarity movement which is one of the streams: 
of the progressive public force. 
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The collective security system in Asia will 
frustrate the efforts of imperialism, wko are des- 
perately trying to revert the process of detente. 
Public opinion has contributed greatly te the defeat 
of imperialist game in various parts of the world. 
The forces of public opinion can no longer be ignor- 
ed. The ultimate victory of the people of Asia ensur- 
ing peace, stability and security is no longer a dis- 
tant possibility. The days of imperialism ere num- 
bered. If the people are united, the “inal victory 
can be ensured. 


INDIAN OCEAN 


The neo-colonialists are continuing their efforts 
tc cow the newly liberated countries of Asia and 
Africa and reduce their hard-won freedom to a 
mockery. British and United States’ War Depart- 
ment have entered into an agreement to convert 
Diego Garcia island of the colonial British Indian 
Overseas Territory into a big naval and air force 
base. This small island is fast being converted into 
a base for American destroyers and submarines 
armed with nuclear Polaris missiles. A large mili- 
tary airfield is also under construction. 


The Afro-Asian countries which constitute the 
littoral states of the Indian Ocean area are deeply 
concerned at this development which poses a very 
serious threat to peace and security in the region. 
This action of U.S. imperialists and neo-cclonialists 
is in defiance of the resolution of the United Na- 
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tions and proves how little the U.S. imperialists care 
about the littoral States’ concern for ketving the 
Indian Ocean waters as a zone of peace. 


Whereas the Soviet Union and the Socialist 
countries are helping the process of relaxation of 
international tension, the forces of the military- 
industrial complex in the U.S.A. which resist de- 
tente, are resorting to various subterfuges to defeat 
the success of the new climate. The creation cf the 
naval and air force base in Diego Garcia has to be 
viewed as a diabolical attempt in the same Cirec- 
tion. 


With a view to justify their blatantly agegres- 
sive act, the U.S. imperialists are dragging out the 
old shopworn myth of “Soviet menace” which is 
further dressed up with the possibility of the des- 
cent of a veritable Soviet armada in the Indian 
Ocean as a result of the possible opening of the 
Suez Canal in the near future. Various concoctions 
are used to divert attention of world opinion, and 
above all, of the peoples living around the Indian 
Ocean, from the real danger to the cause of peace. 


All these cannot hide the stark reality that 
Diego Garcia is being militarised with a view to 
show strength against the Indian Ocean and Per- 
sian Gulf countries with their wealth of oil deposits. 
ihe U.S. imperialist spokesmen have openly con- 
fegsed that such a military presence will provide 
them with a diplomatic lever in dealing with the 
countries of the Indian Ocean. 
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This new aggressive act of imperial*sts and 
neo-colonialists has to be viewed in the background 
of their traditional policy of keeping up military 
tensions in the Indian Ocean area. 

In an assessment of the Diego Garcia base we 
have to bear in mind the various treaty arrange- 
ments and territorial strategic possessions of the 
British in the region. These include some communi- 
cation and staging facilities and the use of an atr- 
field in the Mauritius under an agreement current 
upto 1974; the responsibility for the defence and 
internal security of Sychelles in the British Tucian 
Ocean Territory: the arrangement with South 
Africa of the British Government towards the end 
of 1970 to use the Simonstown naval base in Seuth 
Africa in exchange of British arms supplies to the 
Apartheid regime which had before it the set pur- 
pose of extension of NATO influence to the Indian 
Ocean area. 

Diego Garcia comes as a culmination of im- 
perialist conspiracies against the newly free Afro- 
Asian countries and becomes the starting point of 
further aggressive actions. Portugal has already 
agreed to provide a naval base to U.S.A. in Mozam- 
bique in exchange for aid in suppressing the libera- 
tion movement in Portuguese colonies. U.S.A.'s ally 
in Asia, Iran, is being encouraged to become a big 
naval and military power with an aid of 2 hilbon 
dollars from the U.S.A. 

In this context, the struggle for keeping the 
Indian Ocean as a zone of peace assumes yet greater 
importance and significance. 
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The struggle for keeping the Indian Ocean as 
a zone of peace has every prospect of registering 
success. In this context, the growing public and 
governmental support for the proposal to evolve a 
collective security system in Asia constitutes a sig- 
nificant pointer. 


The Indian Ocean can be a peace zone only as 
a result of unity and joint action by the freedcm 
loving peoples of Asia and Africa. On the state 
level, the littoral states of the Indian Ocean like 
india, Sri Lanka, Tanzania, Bangladesh and others 
are already up and active in the United Nations and 
in the Non-Aligned Movement. 


It, therefore, becomes a task of the greatest 
importance to mobilise public opinion in the littoral 
states of the Indian Ocean for the liquidation of the 
Diego Garcia base and keeping Indian Ocean free 
from warlike movements of U.S. naval ships and 
nuclear warheads. It is, therefore, of the utmost 
importance that the Afro-Asian Solidarity Move- 
ment join hands with similar other initiatives te 
keep the Indian Ocean as a Zone of Peace. The 
Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation should 
take all possible measures to give effective support 
to the initiative taken by the World Ccngress of 
Peace Forces and the World Peace Council for hold- 
ing an international conference for the Indian Ccean 
area to be a zone of peace. 


The AAPSO calls on all its member organisa- 
tions to organise actions in support of the following 
proposals :

homeland and to practice their rights for 
self-determination therein and to support 
their struggle to acquire these rights by all 
means. 

International campaign for the dismantling 
of foreign military bases, and the ahbroga- 
tion of imperialist military pacts. 


International support for the efforts being 
made for the peaceful reunification of Korea 
and for condemnation of the U.S. attempts 
to create two Koreas.

THE SITUATION IN AFRICA 


Contemporary World Situation 


The present world situation is characterised by 
the ascendency of the forces for anti-imperialism, 
anti-colonialism, anti-neo-colonialism, anti-racism, 
anti-Zionism, for national independence, peace and 
social progress. It is, no doubt, a stage of escalation 
in the final struggle against imperialism. 


The victory of the people of Vietnam, Lacs 
and Cambodia, the victory of the Arab people 
against Zionism, particularly during and after the 
October war, the victory of the national liberation 
movements so clearly crystallized in the appearance 
of the Republic of Guinea Bissau, and the invin- 
cible advancement in all spheres of popular forces, 
the successes and attendance of such international 
conferences as Rome Conference in support of strug- 
gle against Portuguese colonialism, Oslo Conference 
against Apartheid and colonialism in Southern 
Africa, the International Trade Union Conference 
against Apartheid in Geneva, the Moscow Congress 
of Wcerld Peace forces, the Addis-Abeba extraor- 
dinary session of Foreign Ministers, the Algiers 
Arab Summit Meeting, and growing unison of the 
world progressives in demand of peace and justice, 
are all strong factors manifesting the superiority 
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of the progressive forces over the forces of im- 
perialism. 


World imperialism is sustaining inevitable and 
irreversible defeats. Its viciousness and aggressive- 
ness should therefore be understood in terr:s of its 
desperation arising from countless setbacks. 


A.A.P.S.O. 


AAPSO, true to its objectives, has always been, 
and shall continue to be, on the side of those peoples 
that are waging valiant struggles against imperial- 
ism, colonialism, and for defeating racism, Zionism 
and oppression, in Indo-China, in the Portuguese 
colonies and in Southern Africa and in the Arab 
World. 


In pursuance of the decisions of the Fifth Con- 
ference and the 12th Executive Committee Session, 
AAPSO stresses the historic commitment te sup- 
port the African people who stand steadfastly in 
the face of attempts of. imperialist assassination of 
progressive leaders, invasion of progressive coun- 
tries bordering and supporting liberation muve- 
ments, and fully supports every movement of libera- 
tion in every part of the world, because AAPSO 
recognises the need for unity of all progressive 
forces. 


In Africa, AAPSO sees the united just anti- 
imperialist struggle waged by the continental people 
and supported by the world progressive forces, as 
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a struggle that is organically one thought fought at 
various levels, at the level of nationai liberation 
against colonialism, at the level of neo-cclonialism 
and as a struggle for profound socio-economic pro- 
£Tess. 


The National Liberation Movement -—— struggle 
against colonialism 


It seems an anachronism that at this age of 
human development, the problem of national libera- 
tion, essentially the struggle against colonialism, 
remains the uppermost problem for consideration 
by the peoples of Africa and Asia. All progressive 
peoples, organisations and governments in and out- 
side South Africa agree that colonialism should be 
ended in Africa, not only because of its ruthless 
oppression and exploitation of the African people 
in the still unliberated zones, but also because of 
the threat that it continuously poses for the inde- 
pendent African countries. 


Portuguese colonialism 


Portuguese colonialism in Angola, Mozambique, 
unliberated zones of Guinea Bissau and Cape Verde, 
Sao Tome and Principe is the most rabid and tyran- 
nical at a time when colonial dominaticn has been 
castigated as being repugnant to human conscience, 
and an international crime. The dastardly attitude 
of the rulers of Portugal who know no law, con- 
demned to inevitable defeat, the Portuguese fascists 
have resorted even to assassination and mass mur- 
der. Africa and the world have lost by this means 
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such outstanding leaders as Eduardo Mondlane of 
Mozambique and Amilcar Cabral of Guinea Bissau. 
Mass murders have been exposed in Mozambique. 


The Cabora Bassa and Kunene projects are des- 
perate attempts by Portugal and tne imperialist 
forces to entrench Portuguese colonialism in Africa. 


Republic of Guinea Bissau and Cape Verde {Islands 


AAPSO hails the appearance of this new Re- 
public as an important achievement of the libera- 
tion movement in Africa. The exercise of the right 
to vote by the people after years of denial, and 
the recognition that the new republic received from 
scores of countries were important victories for the 
world forces. The propound socio-economic changes 
already effected clearly demonstrate the important 
role that Guinea Bissau and Cape Verde is bound 
to play. 


Angola : 


The struggle in Angola has reached a new level. 
Already over 1/3 of the country is under MPLA, a 
territory that involves over one millicn people. We 
believe that the new-found unity will further ad- 
vance the struggle in this country. 


Mozambique : 


Frelimo is opening new fronts, and has com- 
pelled the Portuguese colonialists and their allies 
to augment their military potential, resulting in 
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Seuth Africa increasing its direct participation, 
militarily, on the side of Portugal. 


The General Assembly in its 27th Session has 
adopted a resolution affirming that the iiberation 
movements of MPLA in Angola, PAIGC in Guinea 
Pissau and Cape Verde Islands and Frelimo in Mo- 
zambique be considered as the authentic mouth- 
piece of their peoples, and that when problems deal- 
ing with these countries are discussed, these organ- 
isations shouid be represented. 


Zimbabwe : 


In Zimbabwe, where the armed struggle has 
begun and is developing, the illegal white settler 
regime has introduced apartheid style legislation to 
strengthen its oppression. The Smith regime does 
not hesitate, faced with popular upsurge. to resort 
to barbaric brute force copied, from its neighbour 
apaitheid South Africa. 


Namibia : 


Represents a special case cf colonialism for it 
has been illegally converted into a colony of South 
Africa. The United Nations shoulders much of the 
blame because it had special responsibility. The 
people of Swapo, faced with South Africa’s blatant 
refusal to withdraw, is mounting armed struggle 
against the occupationists, and has scored impres- 
sive victories. The transplantation of South African 
legislation in Namibia including the Notorious Ban- 
tusian Policy plus the continued imprisonment. of 
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Namibian patriots in Rokeen Isiand must be con- 
deraned. 


In South Africa : 


The present situation is characterised by mass 
political upsurge manifested in the militancy of the 
workers, students and professionals and the increas- 
ed underground activities of the ANC in prepara- 
tion for the battles that lie ahead. Racism has been 
Geclared an international crime and numerous in- 
ternational conferences against apartheid have been 
held. It is necessary to find means and ways of co- 
crdinating the resolutions of these Conferences. 


Somali Coast : 


The resistance movement ied by the Liberation 
Front for Somali Coast is growing every day despite 
the cruel repressions practised by the French coio- 
nialists and their stooges. 


Comoro Isiands and Seychelles : 


The just struggles of these people will be vic- 
torious. France, chief supplier of arms to 8.A. in 
violation of UIN resolution, must be kicked out cf 
this country. 


Spanish Sahara and Canary Islands : 


Spain continues to keep parts of the African 
Continent under its subjugation. World public 
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opinion must be aroused sufficiently so that the 
liberation movements in these countries could re- 
ceive sufficient attention. 


Eritrea : 


It is necessary to arouse world public opinion 
on this struggle so that the people of Dritrea could 
be afforded the right to self-determination viclated 
by United Nations. 


The political and social content of the National 
Liberation Movement has deepened opening new 
possibilities. 


AAPSO is ready to work with national and in- 
ternational organisations in order to formulate pro- 
gramme of action that would sive maximum help 
to liberation movements. Many gecd resolutions 
have been adopted by AAPSO and other organisa- 
tions, and by special international conferences. The 
need to implement them in a cocrdinated way has 
arisen. Within the framework of the decade to com- 
bat racism, a number of projects could be envisaged. 
Maximum material, political and moral support 
should be extended to the liberation movements. 


Struggle Against Neo-Colonialism 


AAPSO reaffirms the significance of the strug- 
g:e for the realisation of social and economic con- 
struction in the face of conspiracies and of neo- 
colonialist infiltration. It is important to mention 
in this respect that national independence which 
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many of our countries have achieved is to be. con- 
sidered only as a beginning of a long, arduous path, 
and it is our duty to struggle at every step of the 
way with full determination and readiness for sac- 
rifice, fully appreciative that we are on the threshold 
cf a thorny, and arduous task which is in no way 
secondary to the struggle for political independence. 


Aithough most developing countries have 
achieved political independence they are still far 
from attaining genuine economic independence. 
Their economies are still tied in many ways to the 
former master and this obstructs and limits their 
political activities directed towards the improve- 
went of the lot of their impoverished peopic. The 
often inherited monocultural economic structure, 
ewing to which demand, prices, and cther condi- 
tions of realisation are determined by the eccnomic- 
ally stronger consumption centres. Here it ccuid be 
said that the stand of the oil-producing countries 
shows one way out of the seeming impasse. The 
unity of the internal progressive forces wth the 
world anti-imperialist forces is an essential condi- 
tion if the internal reactionaries supported by taeir 
world imperialist masters is to be overcomed. 


The Role of Multi-National Companies ; 


Multi-national companies who are in many 
cases financially stronger than a number of smaller 
African countries are a main stay of obstructing 
the struggle to genuine political and economic in- 
dependence. The role of ITT in Chile is a glaring 
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example. It is necessary to curb the activities and 
latitude of these super-companies. 


The role of state sector must be tremendously 
increased so that it has the decisive influence in 
the economic life of the country. The liquidation of 
neo-colonialist type of domination cannot be achiev- 
ed without fundamental social reforms such 4s agra- 
rian reforms, democratisation of education. indus- 
trialisation under state sector and social ccntrol and 
bringing people into the decision making organs of 
the country. 


Non-Capitalist Road of Development : 


In order to achieve genuine political indepen- 
dence, it is necessary to move along the path of non- 
capitalism. 


The countries of Africa cannot develop by plun- 
dering the wealth of others, and subjugating whole 
peoples and nations as did most developed capitalist 
countries. The only road for developing countries 
is to harness all their national resources relying 
primarily on their efforts, and receiving the support 
of tie socialist countries. 


These countries by their stand infuriate im- 
perialism and the result, coups, plots, assassinations, 
economic sabotage — reducing the prices of their 
primary export product thus causing them adverse 
trade balance, increased national debts, shortage of 
consumers goods and the resulting political tur- 
moil. 
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Countries Bordering Unliberated Colonies : 


The dangers that the countries sharing borders 
with enemies of Africa face are great. Already at- 
tempts to invade countries like Guinea, Zambia and 
Tanzania have been repulsed. Maximum support 
should be given. These countries include Congo, 
Senegal and Zaire. 


Dangers of Zivnism : 

Zionism allied to the apartheid unholy alliance 
of Vorster, Smith and the Portuguese colonialists 
backed by world imperialism, particularly American 
and British, poses real dangers to our pecples. 


Israel has been allotted the same role in the 
Northern part of our continent that South Africa 
is playing in the region of Southern Africa. It 
continues to occupy Arab lands in violation of UN 
resolutions, and in defiance of the Organisation of 
African Unity Peace Missions that visited that 
country. The Palestinian people have been homeless 
and out of their country. Israel, condemned during 
the October War and completely isolated, found 
active support from South Africa Mirages sent 
to rescue fellow racists — and Portugal that allowed 
arms lifts through her airfields and norts. The 
enemies of Africa and the Arab people united in 2 
diabolical cause. 


Unity of African and Arab Peoples : 

ithe October War has played a positive role in 
more ways than the splendid victory scored by our 
Arab brothers over an enemy that had become in- 
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transigent and arrogant. It had come to believe its 
self-created myth of Zionist invincibility. 


The breaking of diplomatic relations by almost 
all independent African States with Israel opened. 
new fields of unity between Arab and African peo- 
ples. The Arab Summit Meeting declared an oil 
embargo on the enemies of the African people and 
promised financial and material support to African 
countries. Many possibilities which have always 
existed are being seized in the interest of the im- 
perialists’ oppressed people. Trade between two 
peoples which has always been exclusively through 
the metropolitan countries will now be direct. Com- 
munication links will be improved in order to pro- 
mote understanding and in the not so distant future 
the possibility of an African-Arab Summit Meeting 
cannot be excluded. The Arab and African peoples 
have found a new meaning in unity and they are 
not likely to relax. 


Unity of World Anti-imperialist Forces : 


The favourable new international situation de- 
mands, urgently, the need for broadening and 
deepening of the world anti-imperialist forces on 
the basis of the socialist countries, th: Naticnal 
Liberation Movement, and the progressive anti- 
monopoly forces in the imperialist camp headed by 
the working class. The struggle of the Arab people 
has shown that the enemies of freedom, though 
united when their individual interest is at stake, 
pull separately.

MEETING OF THE SOLIDARITY COMMITTEE 
IN THE SOCIALIST COUNTRIES 
Cairo, February 3, 1974 


This meeting of the Solidarity Committees in 
the Socialist European countries and the Permanent 
Secretariat of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity 
Organisation which is one in a series of regional 
meetings and visits was devoted to the preparation 
for the forthcoming XIth Session of the Council, 
in Baghdad, the end of March 1974. 


Such meetings and visits were envisaged as a 
‘means to secure full exchange of views on a regular 
basis and to examine the main problems which will! 
come up for discussion in the Council Session. Thus 
a delegation of the Secretariat made a tcur of 
Western Africa. Another delegation visited Japan, 
while a meeting was organised in Cairo between the 
Secretariat and the Solidarity Committees in Arab 
countries. 


The fact that this meeting is held reflects the 
real significance that AAPSO attaches to the role 
the solidarity committees in the Socialist Euro- 
pean countries play in the Afro-Asian Solidarity 
Movement. The role of the Socialist countries was 
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appreciated by AAPSO since its first inception in 
1957. It is not an exaggeration to say that the con- 
tribution of the Solidarity Committees in the So- 
cialist countries in the pclitical, moral and material 
fields has been one of the main bulwarks of AAPSO 
and has helped to enhance the movement’s effec- 
tiveness. 


The value of this role derives from tne historic 
stand of the Soviet Union against imperialism and 
colonialism and all their manifestations whether 
in the form of political and economic exploitation 
in the ugly policy of racism and discrimination. 


The success of this great Revolution and the 
emergence of the U.S.S.R. had their deep effect on 
the liberation movements in Africa and Asia. With 
the support of the U.S.S.R. and the Socialist Coun- 
tries, the liberation movements were able to score 
many victories and the strongholds of imperialism 
and colonialism began to crash one after another. 
The mutual support between the Socialist Coun- 
tries, and the liberation movements was based on 
the belief in and adherence to the common prin- 
ciples of struggle against imperialism and cclonial- 
ism, and the efforts to wipe out all the vestiges of 
this system. It was a commitment which is not 
derived solely from the feelings of brotherhood and 
friendship, but also'from the ideological commit- 
ment of the USSR and the Socialist countries to the 
struggle against imperialism and to the support for 
people to gain their independence and further to 
consolidate it in the face of any new efforts of im- 
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perialism. The relations between the socialist coun-~ 
tries and the National Liberation Movements are 
reftecting common aims. 


Apart from the assistance which these commit- 
tees render to AAFPSO, they have in the recent 
years embarked upon a series of seminars in co- 
operation with the Secretariat. In 1973, there were 
two such seminars, one in GDR on neo-colonialism, 
and a second in Bulgaria on cooperation b-ctween 
the socialist countries and the Arab progressive 
forces and a third is now under preparation in Hun- 
gary on the role and significance of the unity of 
progressive forces against imperialism and for so- 
cial progress. What characterises these seminars is 
their direct relation with the main problems of the 
peoples and countries of Africa and Asia, and their 
combination of both the theoretical and practical 
aspects of their respective problems. These Seminars 
give a different perspective to the role of the So- 
cialist countries in the Afro-Asian Solidarity Move- 
ment. 

This support to the liberation movements takes 
different forms : 

1) Disinterested economic aid. 

2) Political assistance based on commitment 
to the anti-imperialist struggle as well as 
mutual support. 

3) Educational, scientific and cultural aid in 
the form of training of cadres te enable 
them to carry out the process of social and 
‘economic development on a strong basis. 
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The meeting of the XIth Session of the Council 
comes at a time of great significance. Thus, the 
people of Vietnam have scored a historic victory. 
While the Paris Agreements on Indo-China were 
concluded, there was the success of the peace initia- 
tive. The principle of peaceful co-existence was put 
into practice and definite steps towards the estab- 
lishment of peace were taken. Concrete steps were 
taken to guarantee European security. 


The Middle East issue has gone into a new 
stage after the historic victory of the Egyptian and 
Syrian armed forces who have proved the com- 
batant capability of the Arab soldier, as well as 
Arab ability to impose a just peace, effect the 
liberation of occupied land and restore the rights 
of the Palestinian people. 


But the international detente as a concrete step 
towards a permanent peace was not meant, as alleg- 
ed by certain quarters, at the expense of the libera- 
tion movement or the struggle for national inde- 
pendence. The unequivocal support, military, econo- 
mic and political of the Soviet Union was a proof 
of this. It showed clearly that a detente is not and 
cannot be incompatible with the struggle for inde- 
pendence and liberation. 


Apart from the aid that was dispatched on a 
governmental level, the Solidarity Committees of 
the Socialist European countries sent plane-loads of 
assistance, blood plasma, food, medicine, clothes 
and other material essential in war. Hundreds of 
thousands of resolutions were adopted in factories, 
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schools, and universities in the socialist countries, 
in support of the just struggle of the Arab people 
against imperialism and Zionism. 


While the war of October 6th, 1973 was a real 
test of the indomitable stand of the Socialist coun- 
tries behind the Arab liberation movement, it was 
also a clear proof that the will of a people to strug- 
gle for freedom can never be weakened. 


The World Congress of Peace Forces held in 
Moscow turned to be the culmination of all aspira- 
tions of mankind for the establishment of a just 
and durable peace. The Congress did not leave any 
subject relating to peace untouched, and some very 
important reports came out of it. It is our task in 
AAPSO, together with Solidarity Committees in So- 
cialist European countries, to follow up this great 
conference and to make full use of its deliberaticns 
and reports. 


One very important fact that emerged in this 
conference, was the whole-hearted support to all 
freedom fighters in Indo-China, in the Middle East 
and in Africa. 


The Congress made clear that the struggle for 
peace and the struggle for liberation and indepen- 
dence were one and the same thing. The establish- 
ment of peace will escalate the struggle for inde- 
pendence, indeed both are two sides of the same 
coin. 


Another important aspect of the world situa- 
tion is the intensification of the struggle in Africa 
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against imperialism, colonialism and racial discri- 
mination. The liberation struggle is gaining momen- 
tum, and some marked gains have been scored. 
Perhaps the most important is the declaration of 
Guinea Bissau’s independence and her admission 
into the OAU as a full member. This declaration of 
independence came as a result of the zallant fight 
of the people of Guinea Bissau and the assistance 
of independent African and Socialist countries. The 
contribution of the Solidarity committees to the 
freedom struggle in Guinea Bissau, Mozambique, 
Angola, South Africa, Zimbabwe and Namibia is too 
well known to need recounting. This assistance will 
no doubt continue both for the struggie and for 
the process of reconstruction. We know that the 
baitle for reconstruction is no less important than 
the armed struggle, and the building of cadres is 
of no less value than the training of soldiers. 


Another new development is the unification of 
popular movements supporting the liberation strug- 
gie, as well as close cooperation between these move- 
ments on the one hand and the U.N. and O.A.U. on 
the other. Important three-cornered meetings have 
been organised such as the Namibia Conference in 
Brussels and the Oslo Conference on Racial Discri- 
mination. In both these Conferences, AAPSO Per- 
manent Secretariat participated and played quite 
an important role. Now the Secretariat is participat- 
ing in the preparatory meetings for the Interna- 
tional NGO’s Conference on Racism and Apartheid 
to be held in Geneva, on 1-4 September 1974. The 
Secretariat is on the working group and has been

charged with the preparation of one of the main 
papers for the conference on the role of mass media 
in the struggle against racism and apartheid. 


The defeat of the aggressive imperialist forces 
in Indo-China and the Middle East in addition to 
easing tension in Europe have created favourable 
conditions for the establishment of a system of col- 
lective security in Asia. 

The bonds of friendship and cooperation he- 
tween the Asian countries were strengthened. Nor- 
malizing relations within the Indian Sub-Continent 
and the desire to unify the Korean people on sound 
bases, in addition to the bilateral friendship agree- 
ments signed by the USSR and the Socialist and 
non-aligned countries in Asia and Africa, all these, 
were positive steps in this direction. 


It is clear that the Permanent Secretariat has 
embarked upon a new phase of its activities which 
is characterised by an accelerated mobility -— in the 
form of trips and tours in Africa and Asia — as 
well as a more effective and frequent participation 
in international meetings and conferences and UN 
and OAU meetings. This new phase, if it is to be 
successful, entails great political and material re- 
sponsibilities. It involves improvements and develop- 
ments such as expanded headquarters, improved 
equipment, increased services, new and well-equip- 
ped library, enlarged budget and guaranteed air 
tickets. 


While solidarity committees have been contri- 
buting regularly both in the form of finances and 
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services, there is still need for coordinated action 
and organization on their part, to guarantee the 
success of this very important phase. 


In the light of this exposé, we propcse the fol- 
lowing topics for full discussion : 


1. The development of a joint pian and the 
adoption of organisational steps for unified 
assistance to the liberation movements 
which struggle and which are carrying out 
the process of reconstruction. Such a plan 
should be drawn up and organisational steps 
should be taken in the light of the actual 
requirements, in equipment and _ cadres, 
scholarship, etc... 


2. In this respect, the proposal for the estab- 
lishment of a Centre for Afro-Asian Re- 
search and Information should be given tho- 
rough consideration. This centre should be 
responsible for the preparation of researches 
on the different African and Asian coun- 
tries, as well as the training of cadres. The 
assistance of the solidarity committees in 
European socialist countries is needed, both 
for the initial establishment of the Centre, 
for drawing up its programme and for its 
running. It is necessary to set wp a working 
group so that by the end of 1974, it would 
be possible to lay down a full plan incor- 
porating all the objectives and work pro- 
grammes, sources of funds and cadres, in 
addition the scientific, financial and admi- 


nistration orientation and on other details 
concerning this centre. The centre should 
also act as a source of information of scien- 
tific reference and should have its regular 
publications and news services. 


The organization of further seminars in So- 
cialist countries and the Afro-Asian coun- 
tries on topics of direct interest to the prin- 
ciples of the Afro-Asian Solidarity Move- 
ment and to member countries. Such Semi- 
nars can be part of a common programme 
of action between the committees and the 
Permanent Secretariat. Such Seminars 
should be followed by the publication of th 
proceedings as part of a publications pro- 
gramme. 

The role of AAPSO on the internaticna! 
scale to ensure its participation as well as 
that of friendly organizations in the meet- 
ings of the non-governmental organizations. 
To search for effective means for expand- 
ing and deepening relations with interna- 
tional organizations such as the U.N., the 
O.A.U., and the League of Arab States. In 
order to guarantee participation of AAPSO 
in the meetings of such organisations, the 
possibilities of the solidarity committees in 
the Socialist European countries should be 
explored.

The movement of the Afro-Asian Solidarity 
being part of the integral whole of the 
world anti-imperialist front and conducting 
the joint struggle with all the peoples 
throughout the world for the national and 
social liberation, independence, freedom, 
peace and security, considers the struggle 
of the peoples of Latin America against im- 
perialism and reaction as an inseparable 
part of its own struggle. 


The current international situation is char- 
acterized by the total offensive of the ideas 
of peace, democracy and progress, strength- 
ening of forces conducting the struggle 
for the relaxation of the international ten- 
sion, sovereignty and security of the peoples. 


The fascist coup d’état on September 11, 
1973, in Chile resulting in overthrewing the 
legal government of President 8S. Allende, 
violent military provocations of the Saigon 
puppet government against Vietnamese pat- 
riots, aggressive actions of Israel in the 
Middle East witness that the forces of im- 
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perialism and reaction have not refrained 
from their attempts to stifle the struggle of 
the peoples for the liberation, independence, 
democracy, peace and social progress. 


At present, the democratic forces in Argen- 
tine, and the democratic process in Peru, 
Panama and other countries of Latin Ame- 
rica are being threatened. 


The democratic elections, three years ago, 
which brought to power in Chile the gov- 
ernment of popular unity headed by Presi- 
dent S. Allende dealt a heavy blow at reac- 
tion both Chilean and foreign. After Cuba 
that highly raised the banner of liberty in 
Latin America following the road of the 
struggle for the liberation of the country 
from the rule of the U.S. monopclies, the 
Chilean people has chosen this same road. 


The government of popular unity undertook 
deep-going social changes which it conduct- 
ed in accordance with the traditions of the 
country, its constitution and laws. The main 
aim of these reforms was to free the coun- 
try from the domination of foreign capital, 
to raise the standard of living of the mil- 
lions of workers in industry and agricul- 
ture. This choice of the people went against 
the desire of Chilean reaction which is link- 
ed with the interests of foreign moncpolies. 
Throughout the three years there was a con- 
tinuous escalation of the opposition of the 
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reactionary forces to the policies of the legal 
government. 


The enemies of the Chilean revolution open- 
ly violated Jaws and constitution by organ- 
izing political, economic sabotage and 
terror. But they came to realize that they 
would not manage even by such methods, 
to dispute the triumph of the popular unity 
block. Facing their complete defeat the reac- 
tionaries went to a forcible overthrow of 
the democratic system. Behind them were 
the very forces which organized the blockade 
of Cuba, and invasion of San-Domingo, 
those who retain the military bases in Guan- 
tanamo, Panama and Puerto Rico against 
the will of the peoples. Now it is evident 
that U.S. imperialist quarters were involved 
in encouraging the anti-government coup in 
Chile. 

The people of Chile are not alone in ‘ts 
struggle. The cause of the Chilean people is 
near and dear to every man of goodwill on 
the earth. The revolution in Chile set an 
example not only to the people of Latin 
America but for Afro-Asian peoples as well 
as the progressive forces in the developing 
countries. 


To stop and to eliminate fascism in Chile 
means to inflict a decisive blow upon the 
world imperialism and reaction. This is the 
paramount duty of all the world progres- 
sive forces, a task of historic importance.

To coordinate actions of solidarity with the 
Chilean people, with the internationa! Steer- 
ing Committee and the International Tri- 
bunal on the Chilean problem, established 
by the International Conference of Solida- 
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rity with Chile held in Helsinki, and with 
the information bureau of the “Naticnal 
Unity” established in Rome and Algiers, 
respectively, and to keep direct and regular 
contact by sending informations to AAPSO 
so that the latter may disseminate them on 
an Afro-Asian scale. 


To appeal to the non-aligned countries to

To launch a public campaign demanding 
from the governments of Asian and African 
countries to sever diplomatic, political, 
trade, economic, cultural and other ties with 
the fascist junta in Chile. 
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To promote establishing the representation 
of Popular movement of Chile in the coun- 
tries of Asia and Africa. In this respect, 
it is necessary that AAPSO organize under 
its auspices, a tour for a Chilean delegation. 
in these countries. 


To invite a delegation from the “National 
Unity” of Chile, to participate in the forth- 
coming session of the Council, in Baghdad, 
and facilitate their participation in all the 
manifestations (congresses, conferences, 
etc.) to be organized by trade unions, pro- 
fessional syndicates, students and youth in 
our two continents. 


To study the possibility of bringing the 
OAU to address to the people of Chile a 
statement of support calling for the respect 
of human rights in Chile. 


To celebrate the 21st Anniversary of the 
Establishment of the CUP (Centrale Unique 
des Travailleurs) on February 12, by send- 
ing a message of support. 


To suggest to the Norwegian Parliament to 
posthumously award S. Allende with the 
Nobel Peace Prize. 


The AAPSO expresses its confidence that 
the just cause of the Chilean people will 
triumph. All the progressive peoples of the 
world are on side of Chile’s patriots.

Dear Brothers, 


I have the pleasure to present this report to 
the Eleventh Council of our Organisation. I am 
confident that what it includes of analysis, presen- 
tation and evaluation of the political situation which 
prevails today in Africa and Asia and the inter- 
national arena in general, and what it proposes for. 
the programme of political and organisational 
action, will meet with your approval and engage’ 
your attention. However, I present it as a working 
paper and a basis for study and discussion and I 
have no doubt that the fruitful discussions and dia- 
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logue which the Council and its committees will 
undertake, will contribute to the enrichment of the 
contents of this paper. 


In fact, this report includes a summary of the 
long and arduous efforts exerted by the Permanent 
Secretariat to prepare for this Council on the widest 
possible scale. 


The Permanent Secretariat has called for the 
convening of regional meetings for the working 
groups to undertake the task of paving the way to 
this meeting, defining the directions of its work 
and presenting it with the fruits of their efforts. 
It goes without saying, of course, that the Council, 
whether in its plenary sessions or in its specialised 
committees, can best decide how to make use of the 
results of this work. 


In this respect, four preparatory regional meet- 
ings, or specialised working groups, dealt with the 
causes of the Middle East, the causes of Indochina, 
Asian and collective security problems, the inter- 
national situation in general, cooperation with so- 
cialism and with the world democratic organisations 
in particular, and solidarity with Chile and Latin 
America. Besides this, the Permanent Secretariat 
has undertaken serious preparation in Africa where 
it sent two delegations, one to East Africa and the 
other to West Africa. The two delegations visited 
a large number of African countries and held im- 
portant meetings with the solidarity committees 
and member organs and held fruitful and useful 
discussions. 
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Hence, this report includes an exposé of the re- 
sults of these efforts which no doubt will be useful 
in your studies and deliberations. 

This present meeting follows the great Fifth 
Conference of our Organisation which we rightly 
consider a significant turning point and a notable 
Jandmark on the road which our Organisation has 
mapped for itself in support of the relentless strug- 
gle of our peoples. It also comes after the Twelfth 
Session of our Executive Committee, convened in 
Aden, in February of last year, which was charac- 
terised by the vitality of the discussions, profound- 
ness of the studies and analyses, and the serious- 
ness of the resolutions passed, a meeting which 
marked a transformation in our work and the devel- 
opment of our Organisation. 

Colleagues — allow me, to extend my deep gra- 
titude and sincere appreciation to the Iraqi Re- 
public and the National Council for Peace and Soli- 
darity in Iraq, and my special gratitude and appre- 
ciation to President Ahmed Hassan Al Bakr for the 
generous invitation which enabled us to convene 
our Eleventh Council in Baghdad, for the welcome 
with which we are everywhere received, for the 
genuine assistance extended to us and the unspar- 
ing efforts to create all the conditions necessary 
for the success of this session. 


FIRSTLY : THE POLITICAL SECTION 


AAPSO, as the General Declaration issued by 
our last Executive Committee made clear, consti- 
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tutes a crystallisation of the concept of unity against 
imperialism and the unity of all national progres- 
sive forces of the Afro-Asian world and their allian- 
ce with world socialism and the world democratic 
movement. 


The unity of anti-imperialist forces is a duty 
of prime importance in a phase of history as cri- 
tical as the contemporary phase is, a phase charac- 
terised by the uninterrupted progress being made 
by popular and liberation forces. 


THE MIDDLE EAST 


General Situation : 


Since the end of the XIIth Session of the Exe- 
cutive Committee which was held in Aden, the 
Permanent Secretariat of AAPSO gave the atten- 
tion to the serious events taking place in the Mid- 
dle East. 


We, together with the democratic and national 
forces in the world, were profoundly aware that the 
events taking place in this area were sufficiently 
serious to impose themselves on all the peoples of 
the world, and that the numerous forces which 
stood on each side of the conflict could be embroil- 
ed in it any moment, a situation which threatened 
world peace and security. 


We were aware that this explosive situation 
was the result of Israel’s intransigence and of U.S. 
imperialism and their repeated attempts to obstruct. 
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all the chances for just peace which had been of- 
fered by the Arab countries in the previous period. 


The tense situation in the Middle East was 
furthermore meant to be exploited by imperialist 
schemes to strike at the Arab liberation movements 
which with every passing day gathered momentum 
and won more friends who backed their just strug- 
gle against colonialist and Zionist forces. 


Throughout this period, that is since June 1967 
war, a number of basic points dictated the guide- 
lines of the policy of our Organisation. Foremost 
among these points was Israel’s withdrawal from 
all the usurped Arab territories, and the recogni- 
ticn of the legitimate national rights of the Pales- 
tinian people, particularly their right to self-deter- 
mination on their soil. Another point was incessant 
work to unify Arab ranks in these exceptionally ar- 
ducus circumstances through which the Arab libe- 
ration movement was passing as well as to unify the 
joint efforts of the Arab liberation movements and 
their allies the Socialist countries, with the Soviet 
Union at the forefront, which have and still offer 
all kinds of support to the Arab nation in its strug- 
gle against colonialism and Zionism. At this junc- 
ture we would like to emphasize that the manoeuvres 
conducted by imperialism and its agents with a 
view to undermining this friendship were all doom- 
ed to failure. For such a friendship cooperation 
was established on a civilizational and human basis 
and strengthened by common objectives between the 
Arab and Socialist countries which struggled 
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against all forms of imperialism, for the sake of 
edifying their society and ensuring prosperity for 
their peoples. 


However, the issues of Israel’s withdrawal from 
all the Arab territories usurped in June 1967 and 
that of the national legitimate rights of the people 
of Palestine reached new heights after October 6, 
1973. After that date, the issue in its entirety took 
off froma stage of stagnation to a stage of total 
military and political confrontation. Important posi- 
tive elements emerged in favour of the Arab cause 
as a result of the military and political losses sus- 
tained by Israel, a situation which drove it to re- 
consider its calculations, particularly with regard 
to the Arab combatant and his iron will, which when 
put to the best use could inflict the heaviest losses 
on the Zionist entity. 


The glorious October battles proved to the Zion- 
ist circles the futility of Israel’s theory of security 
which was based on aggression and expansion, and 
that there would not be any secure or defensible 
borders for any country in the world which did not 
adhere to a peaceful policy free from racism or ag- 
gression. 


For the first time, the importance of successful 
miljtary coordination between the Arab armies 
proved its worth during the battles of October 6. 
For side by side with the Egyptian and Syrian 
armies fought the Palestinian resistance as well as 
Iraqi, Algerian and Arab forces, all of which played 
an important role in these glorious battles. In ad-

dition, some of the Arab oil-producing countries 
which set out to nationalize the oil shares of the 
countries which stood in support of aggression as 
was the case with Iraq, while others banned it com- 
pletely from such countries. 


Meanwhile, the Arab cause gained further sup- 
port while the Arabs through their drives to explain 
the justice of their cause, succeeded in winning most 
of the African and non-aligned countries. This 
development was clearly evidenced in the African 
summits as well as in the non-aligned and Islamic 
conferences. The African stance, in particular, had 
a clear-cut impact on this conflict when all the 
African countries stood by their Arab sisters in 
their struggle against aggression and severed their 
relations with Israel who eventually came to suffer 
from political isolation together with the U.S., for 
the latter had stood in support of aggression by 
supplying the aggressors with all kinds of up-to- 
date weapons and all-out political support including 
the use of the veto, in addition to paying huge sums 
of money to sustain the ailing Israeli economy. 


It is worth noting that the period which has 
elapsed since the battles of October 6, though short, 
has nevertheless left a marked imprint on the Is- 
raeli society which has come to suffer a disintegra- 
tion unparallelled throughout its aggressive history. 


Israel’s trend of thought is apparently proceed- 
ing along two parallel lines. First, the Israeli gen- 
erals, after their failure in the October 6 battles, 
are now trying to gain time and to make ready for 
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a@ new aggression on the Arab nation. This is 
abundantly clear in the daily and countless battles 
raging on the Syrian front as well as in the estab- 
lishment of reinforced defence lines in the Sinai 
desert on the same pattern as the Bar-Lev line 
which in October was taken by storm by the Egyp- 
tian armed forces. This is furthermore evident in 
the hostile declaration of the Israeli Premier to 
the effect that Israel would not pull out from the 
Golan Heights and from some other Arab terri- 
tories. The second line of thought is clear in Israel’s 
attempts to sabotage and obstruct the Geneva Con- 
ference, and to protract it for as long as it can 
while working towards removing the Palestinians 
away from it. At this juncture, it is imperative for 
us to stress the importance of mobilizing all Arab 
military potentialities and of placing them at the 
highest degree of readiness, so that Israel may not 
for one moment think it is able to exploit the situa- 
tion. 


From a very early stage, the AAPSO has warn- 
ed against the explosive situation prevailing in the 
Middle East area. On all occasions, it gave a signal 
of alarm at the deteriorating situation which threat- 
ened world peace as a result of Israel’s conceit and 
expansionist ambitions which received the backing 
of U.S. imperialism. 


In this connection, the AAPSO fulfilled its duty 
when in numerous international and regional meet- 
ings and conferences, it stripped the aggressors 
naked while explaining the dimensions of the Arab 
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cause. It thus took part in the activities of the Con- 
ference on Peace and Justice in the Middle East 
which was held in Bologna, Italy, the Helsinki 
meeting as well as the Sofia Conference which 
gathered the solidarity committees both in the Arab 
and Socialist countries and the Eisenstein meeting 
which was held in Democratic Germany. The Per- 
manent Secretariat furthermore took part in the 
activities of the Moscow Congress for Peace Forces 
which devoted a special commission to the Middle 
Kast cause. In his inaugural speech, Mr. Leonid 
Srezhnev, Secretary General of the Centra] Com- 
mittee of the Soviet Communist Party, delivered an 
address in which he expressed his country’s support 
for the Arab cause in clear-cut terms and condemn- 
ed Israeli aggression. Finally, the Permanent Secre- 
tariat also participated in the expanded preparatory 
meeting of the Conference on Peace and Justice 
which was held in Rome, as well as the meeting 
of the World Peace Council recently held in Sofia. 
In addition, it held many press conferences and 
released political communiques on various occasions. 


EGYPT: 


Since the meeting of the Executive Committee 
in Aden, important developments took place in the 
Arab Republic of Egypt which with determination 
and steadfastness succeeded in counteracting all 
imperialist and aggressive pressures and in pursu- 
ing the building-up of its armed forces. Throughout 
this period it was furthermore making ready for 
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the strong blow which in close collaboration with 
Syria. and the rest of the Arab countries, it dealt 
to the enemy on October 6, 1973. The victories scor- 
ed by the Egyptian forces in close cooperation with 
the Syrian armed forces, together with the Iraqi, 
Algerian and Palestinian forces had a profound 
impact in turning the course of events, not only in 
the Middle East but.in the entire international scene, 
for they wiped out the myth of Israel’s invincible 
army and superiority while it switched the Middle 
East issue from a stagnant to a dynamic stage 
which imposed itself on international forums. 


Despite the intransigence of Israel and the 
forces of aggression, the victories scored by the 
national war of liberation in October, in close col- 
laboration with the socialist countries, at the fore- 
most of which is the Soviet Union, and with the 
national and progressive forces all of which played 
an important role in consolidating the Arabs’ just 
struggle, were all to impose the Arabs’ legitimate 
and inalienable demand that there was no alterna- 
tive to the withdrawal of the Israeli forces of ag- 
gression from all the Arab territories usurped on 
June 5, 1967, and to the recognition of the legiti- 
mate national rights of the Palestinian people, in- 
cluding their right to return to their homeland and 
to determine their future on their soil. 


It has become evident today how solid the 
Egyptian front is, with its people, government and 
armed forces under the leadership of Anwar El 
Sadat in defending and insisting on such a demand. 
Today, the primary results of this wise and firm 
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policy are becoming evident with the achievement 
of the disengagement of forces. This is so at a time 
when preparations are being pursued and full vigil- 
ance adhered to for any eventualities or develop- 
ments, and while the importance of proceeding with 
the Geneva Conference under UN auspices should 
be ensured with the participation of all important 
international forces, with the Soviet Union at the 
forefront, as a means of securing total withdrawal 
and the recognition of the national and legitimate 
rights of the people of Palestine on their soil. 


The Egyptian people side by side with the arm- 
ed forces played an important role in defending 
the homeland as well as in consolidating the home 
front against the subversion of the imperialist 
forces and forces in collusion with them. 


Moreover, the Egyptian masses with their 
long-standing past of glorious struggle are pro- 
ceeding ahead in their revolutionary march as plan- 
ned for by the leader of the Egyptian revolution, 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser, and pursued by 
President Anwar El Sadat with clarity of vision 
and liberality. Through his wise leadership he is 
entrenching the bases of democracy in collabora- 
tion with the alliance of the working forces of the 
people while socialist transformations are proceed- 
ing ahead for the benefit of the masses and for 
building a modern state, in sufficiency, justice, 
prosperity and security. 


Egypt, which has witnessed sixteen years ago 
the birth of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Or- 
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ganisation, will with the same enthusiasm continue 
to consolidate the organisation, close its ranks and 
unify its forces. 


SYRIA: 


In total coordination and cooperation with 
Egypt, Syria launched the October 6 war against 
the Zionist enemy, inflicting on it heavy losses. 
Besides, the integration of the home front with and 
its steadfastness behind the Syrian armed forces 
constituted a solid rock against which all Israeli 
attempts to erode the morale of the people failed, 
attempts which manifested themselves in the shell- 
ing of civilian targets such as hospitals, residential 
areas, schools and places of worship. 


And while the Syrian front is still aflame with 
daily fighting the declarations made by the Zionist 
leaders reflect their pursuit for expansion and am- 
bition in the Golan Heights, thus causing a deterio- 
ration in the situation. Our Organisation, while ccn- 
demning Israel’s irresponsible attitude, stands in all 
firmness by the side of the Syrian people and calls 
for Isracl’s immediate withdrawal from all the ter- 
ritories it occupies. It, meanwhile, appeals to all 
the democratic and national forces to extend all 
forms of support to the Syrian Government and 
to its valiant people who actively work to create 
@ prosperous life based on freedom and justice 
while effecting progressive changes in its economic 
system. 
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PALESTINE: 


The cause of the Palestinian people has mean- 
while scored resounding political victories in this 
stage of the history of its arduous struggle. In fact, 
the circle of governments as well as international 
and popular organisations which have shown their 
support for the Palestinian struggle by various 
means, has widened, while they have recognized 
their legitimate national rights, particularly their 
right to self-determination and to return to their 
homeland. The Palestine armed struggle ever since 
its upsurge at the outset of 1965 succeeded in 
breaking through the wall of indifference which 
overshadowed the Palestinian cause, as a result of 
the Zionist propaganda machinery whose _ vast 
potentials succeeded in deceiving large cross- 
sections of world public opinion, particularly in 
Europe, as well as a result of the absence of the 
Arab people of Palestine from the international and 
Arab political scene. These successes were more 
glaringly manifested in the support shown to the 
Palestinian struggle during the numerous popular 
and international conferences and meetings, most 
particularly the non-aligned and Arab Summit con- 
ferences held in Algeria, as well as the Islamic 
Summit recently held in Lahore/ Pakistan and in 
African summits. These successes were further- 
more evident in the numerous visits paid by dele- 
gations from the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
to the African countries, visits which enhanced the 
Palestinian entity, as embodied in the PLO, the sole 
legitimate representative of the Palestine people.

These successes were, however, met on the part 
of Israel with further drastic measures and coer- 
cion, which took the form of mass arrests against 
Arab citizens and the expulsion of numerous people 
who now live in the most heart rending conditions 
on the East bank of Jordan, in addition to the 
blasting of numerous houses and the confiscation 
of territories. 

This is apart from the hysterical declarations 
which deny the Palestinian people any right of 
existence or political presence in the area. 


At this juncture, AAPSO affirms that the core 
of the Middle East issue lies in the denial of the 
Palestinian people’s right to exercise their national 
and legitimate rights on their soil, a situation 
which climaxed in the rise of the Israeli state in 
1948 on the part of Palestine, and the eviction of 
the Palestinian people who were rendered home- 
less, and prevented by force of arms from exercis- 
ing their national and legitimate rights, particular- 
ly their right to determine their future on their 
own soil. Nevertheless, the Palestinian people 
through their armed struggle which has completed 
nine years, were able to assert their existence, bring 
into prominence their entity as well as to wrest 
the recognition of their legitimate right to decide 
their own future, and to stress the inadmissibility 
of examining or disposing of their Palestinian cause 
in the absence -of the legitimate representatives of 
the: Arab people of Palestine. They furthermore 
succeeded in depicting the issue as one of national 
liberation just as they want it.to be viewed rather 
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than. an issue of refugees. as.colonialism and Zion- 
ism sought to depict it. 


These nine years have teemed with important 
events in the life of both the Palestinian people 
and Arab nation. Israel, throughout this period, 
hatched a number of conspiracies and conducted 
manoeuvres to kring the people of Palestine on 
their knees in the occupied territories and to bring 
them to surrender to its domination, by pulling 
down houses, annexing land and building kibbutzim 
in the occupied territories. At the same time, it 
practised physical liquidation against hundreds of 
militants while thousands of others are still lan- 
guishing in prisons where they are subjected to the 
worst kinds of oppression and torture. Such ter- 
rorist actions have been condemned by more than 
one specialized international committee and expos- 
ed by many, both in the world and in Israel itself. 


However, Israel was not alone in striking at 
the Palestinian revolution, for U.S. imperialism 
placed all its weight behind it while it enlisted its 
agents in the area for the purpose of liquidating 
the Palestine revolution by force of arms. 


Yet the Israeli imperialist moves and _ con- 
spiracies to liquidate the Palestine revolution all 
broke against the rock of Palestinian steadfastness 
as embodied in its armed revolution which it re- 
ceived the backing of the Arab masses as well as 
of the progressive forces in the world. 


Furthermore, the Palestinian revolution suc- 
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ceeded in asserting itself and in integrating with 
the Arab liberation movement, in particular. This 
was abundantly manifested in the rise of an Arab 
front which participated with and supported the 
Palestinian revolution, as well as in the establish- 
ment of the fact that the Palestinian national libera- 
tion movement is part and parcel of the Arab Libe- 
ration Movement. It was equally able to integrate 
with the world anti-imperialist and anti-Zionist 
liberation movement, on the grounds that they con- 
stituted together an indivisible whole. As a result, 
the Palestinian entity emerged clearly in the meet- 
ings and visits conducted by the leaders of the PLO 
to the Arab and the Socialist countries, particular- 
ly the Soviet Union which is extending valuable 
political and material assistance to the Palestinian 
cause. The meeting which Mr. Yasser Arafat had 
with Mr. Andrei Gromyko, Foreign Minister of the 
Soviet Union, in both Cairo and Damascus at the 
beginning of this month constituted a clear evid- 
ence of this fact. 


Today, the occupied Palestinian territories. 
witness mounting political and military activities 
against the Zionist forces of occupation, a situation. 
evidenced by the rise of the Palestinian National 
Front inside the occupied territories and by its 
struggle against the forces of occupation. This is: 
furthermore clear in the large-scale national libera- 
tion upsurge which has dispelled Israel’s illusions 
and claims of its ability to liquidate the Palestinian 
revolution and eventually the very Palestinian 
existence. 
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IRAQ: 


Since the meeting of the Executive Committee 
of our Organisation in Aden and until this current 
session of our Council in Baghdad, important and 
decisive developments took place in Iraq. In the 
economic field, the socio-economic system tended 
to strengthen the deep-rooted economic steps al- 
ready taken while discarding the capitalist path of 
development and proceeding towards promoting the 
public sector which mapped out the guidelines of 
socialist development. Meanwhile, the economic 
relations between Iraq and the Socialist countries 
were strengthened in the various industrial sectors, 
while oil was nationally invested and the iraq Petrcl- 
eum Company nationalised (June 1972). In March 
1973, nationalization was brought to success and 
President Ahmed Hassan El Bakr, in one of his 
statements, paid tribute to AAPSO’s solidarity cam- 
paign with Iraq which helped bring nationalization 
to success. This gesture of tribute to the role of our 
organisation on the part of the Iraqi President was 
highly appreciated. 


In the October 6 war, during which Iraq im- 
mediately drove its forces to help Syria, Iraq na- 
tionalised the U.S., Dutch and Portuguese shares 
of the Bassrah Petroleum Company in view of these 
countries’ support for Israeli aggression. 


In the political field, the Charter of National 
Action was adopted as a basis for the activities of 
the progressive national front which was establish- 
ed in July 1973 between the Baath and the Com- 
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munist parties. This step constituted an important 
turning point in the march of the Iraqi Republic 
towards consolidating its domestic ranks and 
strengthening its national unity, while the gate was 
opened for the Kurdistan Democratic Party to join 
the front, with tremendous efforts being taken in 
this direction. 

In March 1974, the fourth anniversary of the 
historic March Declaration, self-rule was proclaim- 
ed for Kurdistan within the framework of the Iraqi 
Republic, according to the date fixed by this de- 
claration. The National Front submitted a plan for 
self-rule which was adopted by the Revolutionary 
Command Council, a project which constitutes a 
unique experience for the developing countries to- 
wards solving the national problems on just and 
democratic bases, and which will serve as an exam- 
ple to be followed for the solution of such problems 
in many African and Asian countries. 


To check Iraq’s revolutionary march, imperial- 
ism and reaction in the area, particularly U.S. im- 
perialism, are trying to create obstacles and diffi- 
culties in a bid to overthrow the Iraqi progressive 
regime. 

In this direction, Iran caused border provoca- 
tions with a view to creating problems in Iraq, al- 
though the latter had taken the initiative, during 
the October war, of liquidating all differences with 
Iran and of restoring diplomatic relations with it. 


Thus, solidarity with the Iraqi Republic, rein- 
forcing its progressive march, and national unity 
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will be one of the most positive achievements of 
our organization which will examine in detail the 
effective means to this end. 


MOROCCO: 


AAPSO has expressed its concern over the 
situation in Morocco in its Executive Committee 
Meeting in Aden, the People’s Democratic Republic 
of Yemen, February, 1973, by passing an important 
resolution against the acts of oppression, kidnap- 
ping, illegitimate arrests, unfair trials and the at- 
tempts of liquidation which the national and pro- 
gressive forces are exposed to since a long time. 


Since then and up till now, the situation has 
become worse. In one year’s time, arrests have in- 
creased, many trials have been held, various death 
and life prison sentences have been passed, the 
activity of the National Union of Popular Forces 
has been banned and 15 Moroccan militants were 
executed on the first day of last November. 


Our Organisation which is following with con- 
cern the events, developments and crises of Morocco 
expresses its profound sorrow for this worrying 
situation which dominates the political life of Mo- 
rocco and puts it in front of closed doors and 
serious probabilities. 


AAPSO has affirmed in many statements 
issued on Morocco since the trial of the militants 
of the National Union of Popular Forces in June,

1971 that the solution needed for the situation in 
Morocco is to respect the people’s rights, to adopt 
a democratic approach and. to respond to the de- 
mands of the national and progressive forces for 
total change for the sake of the interests of the 
‘country and the citizens. 


Our Organisation realises that the circumstan- 
ces of our Afro-Asian World necessitate the unity 
of all efforts and wills, their intensification and 
mobilization against imperialism, Zionism, colonial- 
ism and neo-colonialism and their stooges. 


ALGERIA AND LIBYA : 


Proceeding from the fact that the battle 
against Zionist colonialism is a national battle of 
destiny and that it needs the mobilization of all 
Arab capabilities in the face of the Israeli expan- 
sionist danger which threatens the whole Arab 
World, these two countries have stopped their devel- 
opment programmes and put all their potentiali- 
ties at the service of the battle and the states of 
confrontation. 


They have also sent important divisions of their 
army to the battlefield and they have nationalised 
the shares of the States which supported the ag- 
gression. The two countries have undertaken mas- 
sive political moves for the consolidation of the 
Arab cause proceeding from the unity of destiny 
and the common objectives hostile to colonialism 
and aggression. 
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SUDAN: 


The Permanent Secretariat asks for the con- 
solidation of democracy in Sudan and the freedom 
of the nationalists and democrats who are still ar- 
rested including some members of the Afro-Asian 
Solidarity Committee. It also asks for presenting 
a suitable atmosphere of freedom for the Sudanese 
political forces in order to consolidate the Sudanese 
interior front which enables Sudan to increase its 
participation in supporting the Arab States which 
confront the enemy on the battlefield and in facing 
colonialism and its conspiracy. 


THE ARAB GULF : 


This area constitutes an important part of the 
plans of American colonialism for its important 
strategic location and the oil reserves in it. 


The world colonialist forces have coordinated 
among them the domination of this area with the 
aim of keeping it under their influence for as long 
as possible. British colonialism has, after declaring 
its withdrawal from the East of Suez as a result 
of the successive blows dealt to it at the hands of 
the Arab liberation movement, delivered the area 
to the neo-colonialism which is known by its sneaky 
methods. 


American colonialism is making desperate en- 
deavours to hit the armed revolution in the area 
of Oman and the Arab Gulf with the assistance of 
Iranian forces which invaded the area after aggres- 
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sively occupying 4 Arab Islands in the entry of 
the Arab Gulf. This colonialism is fighting in the 
area against the forces of national revolution with 
the stooges and mercenaries of more than 3,000 
Tranian soldiers. 


This Iranian intervention in the area consti- 
tutes a serious mobilisation of the concept of Ame- 
rican imperialism which aims at keeping the im- 
perialist monopolies by force through the direct 
military intervention. 

This aggressive logic of American imperialism 
is made clear by the provocative moves of its 
Seventh Fleet on the borders of the Democratic 
Republic of Yemen and by collecting the mercenary 
forces to threaten this Arab country. 


The U.S. is also making attempts to establish 
military bases in Bahrein but we believe that the 
national forces which won the parliamentary elec- 
tions in this country with the Bahreini people will 
foil these desperate attempts which aim at main- 
taining the backwardness of the wheels of time. 


This area is witnessing a concentrated action 
by neo-colonialism with the aim of keeping it under- 
developed, a source of raw materials especially oil, 
a market for the products of imperialist states and 
a source of the capital resulting from exploiting oil. 


The Permanent Secretariat is affirming the im- 
portance of this area. We ask all the progressive 
forces to support the peoples of this area and to 
give them assistance in order to achieve their goals 
of freedom and progress. 
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OIL, ITS POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC ROLE : 


Recent events, particularly in the wake of the 
October 6 War, have highlighted the importance 
of oil, as a major source of energy vital to the in- 
dustrial development of the advanced capitalist 
countries. They furthermore proved that the oil 
weapon, if effectively used, could be considerably 
beneficial in our struggle against imperialism and 
oil monopolies. 


The slogan which calls for the nationalization 
of U.S. standard interests appears to be the most 
adequate at present to deal a deadly blow against 
the forces of aggression. 


In our use of the oil weapon, we should aim 
at isolating U.S. imperialism and at neutralizing 
Western Europe and Japan, while we should refrain 
from falling into the traps of oil monopolies whicir 
would exploit the situation to make fabulous profits. 


The Arab nation together with the countries 
of the Third World seek to harness this wealth to 
the development of humanity as a whole. If we 
have been compelled to use this weapon it is be- 
cause of the attitude of the imperialist forces which 
stood against the hopes and objectives of our libe- 
ration movement. 


The Permanent Secretariat seizes this oppor- 
tunity to recall the tremendous importance attach- 
ed by the Baghdad Seminar held in November 1972 
to the use of oil as a weapon. We deem it neces- 
sary to convene a scientific seminar this year to 
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examine oil developments in the light of the events 
of the last two years, as well as to consider the 
energy issue as a whole. Our Organisation ex- 
presses its readiness to organise such a Seminar. 


ON THE STRUGGLE WAGED BY THE PEOPLES 
OF INDOCHINESE COUNTRIES : 


The situation is more and more grave in Indo- 
chinese countries. It is a great anxiety to all peo- 
ples in Asia, Africa and people all over the world. 
It is also a deep and close attention of the Afro- 
Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation. 


These events have occurred in the said coun- 
tries in the past period, which prove that a steady 
peace is not yet restored. On the contrary, the 
situation there, is ever dangerous, which requested 
us that we must always hold vigilance and take 
many active and necessary measures to continue 
the vigorous support for the Indochinese peoples’ 
fight in a new stage. 


ON VIET NAM ISSUE : 


We warmly hail the signing of the Paris Agree- 
ment of Viet Nam. This is a political and juridical 
basis for the guarantee of the Vietnamese people’s 
national fundamental rights and the South Viet- 
namese people’s right to self-determination. This is 
a great victory recorded by the Vietnamese people. 
It is also a big success of the Asian and African 
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peoples, people of non-aligned countries and the 
progressive people around the world who are strik- 
ing against imperialism, old and new colonialism, 
for the sake of peace, national independence, de- 
mocracy and social progress. 


The Provisional Revolutionary Government of 
the Republic of South Viet Nam and the Govern- 
ment of the Democratic Republic of Viet Nam have 
strictly respected and seriously implemented all the 
provisions of the Agreement. 


On the contrary, right after the Paris Agree- 
ment went into effect, the United States and the 
Saigon administration have spared no efforts to 
violate, in systematic and serious manner, the key 
and important provisions of the Agreement. 


Through a past year of implementation of the 
Agreement with its realistic acts prove that the 
United States has still refused to give up its dark 
designs to turn South Viet Nam into its neo- 
colonialist base and perpetuate the partition of 
Viet Nam. Realizing this manoeuvre, it has con- 
tinued its military involvement and intervention in 
the internal affairs of South Viet Nam. It has con- 
tinuously and massively transferred the weapons 
and war means to South Viet Nam leaving tehind 
and sending tens of thousands of U.S. military per- 
sonnel disguised as civilians to elaborate the plan 
and directly command the war machine and police 
force of the Saigon administration against the ma- 
terialization of the Agreement. It has constantly 
carried out reconnaissance flights intruding the 
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air space, waters, and territory. of the Demccratic 
Republic of Viet Nam. Up to now, it has refused 
its contribution to the work of healing of the 
wounds of war and post-war rehabilitation of the 
Democratic Republic of Viet Nam as stipulated for 
in the Paris Agreement on Viet Nam. 


Supported and instigated by the United States, 
the Saigon administration has ruthlessly infringed 
and sabotaged many provisions concerning the 
ceasefire. In the past few days, it has ever more 
stepped up the land-grabbing operations with big 
forces and on a large scale against the liberated 
areas under the P.R.G. control. Meanwhile, it has 
carried out many massive and barbarous bombings 
and shellings against the civilians; thus causing 
a more fierce level of war in some places than be- 
fore the signing of the Agreement. It has still 
refused to release all and in time the captured and 
detained civilian personnel. On the contrary, it has 
brutally tortured the political prisoners in South 
Viet Nam. In its areas, it conducted many police 
raids to arrest tens of thousands. Democratic liber- 
ties of the population have been trampled upon 
grossly, particularly the freedom of movement, 
freedom of work and freedom of residence, causing 
many difficulties and obstacles to the people's 
norma! life. 


With their military acts and diplomatic moves, 
the U.S. imperialists and the Saigon administration 
have been doing their best to negate the reality 
in South Viet Nam : there are two administrations, 
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two armies, two zones of control and three pclitical 
forces. With their dark scheme, they have sought 
all ways and means to negate the existence of the 
Provisional Revolutionary Government of the Re- 
public of South Viet Nam. 


In face of the situation, since there is no other 
way, the South Vietnamese people and the Libera- 
tion Armed Forces must resolutely recount attack 
and smash the nibbling-operations. to defend the 
liberated zone, the Paris Agreement and Peace. 


We fully support the attitude so full of good- 
will of the RSVNPRG and the D.R.V.N. Govern- 
ment in the strict implementation of the Agree- 
ment and striking for the defence of the Paris 
Agreement on Viet Nam. 


We severely condemn the acts of violation 
against the Agreement committed by the United 
States and the Saigon administration which cause 
a more serious situation in South Viet Nam and 
threaten peace and security in Asia and the world 
over. 


We urge that the United States must respect 
its signature to the Paris Agreement as well as the 
Act of the International Conference on Viet Nam, 
put an end to its military involvement and inter- 
ference in the domestic affairs of South Viet Nam, 
promptly and totally withdraw the American mili- 
tary personnel camouflaged as civilians from South 
Viet Nam, stop its reconnaissance flights and acts 
of encroachment upon the territory of the Demo- 
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cratic Republic of Viet Nam. It must live up its 
obligation in the contribution to the work of heal- 
ing of wounds of war and post-war rehabilitation 
of the Democratic Republic of Viet Nam. 


We demand that the Saigon administration. 
must scrupulously respect the Paris Agreement on 
Viet Nam, first and foremost the provisions con- 
cerning the ceasefire, the return of civilian per- 
sonnel and guarantee the people’s democratic free- 
doms in its controlled areas. 


We warmly hail and completely approve the 
resolutions about the Viet Nam problem adopted. 
by the 4th Summit Conference of Non-aligned 
countries in Algeria from September 5 to 9, 1973. 


We expect the countries in Asia, Africa and 
the non-aligned countries to take the realistic meas- 
ures in material support and assistance to the 
Vietnamese people, establish and strengthen the 
diplomatic relations with the P.R.G. of the R.S.V.N., 
confirm the legal international position of the 
RSVNPRG — the only authentic representative of 
the South Vietnamese people. 


ON THE LAOS QUESTION : 


We are very satisfied at the great victories 
scored by the Lao people and army, which has 
brought to the signing of the “Agreement on Restor- 
ing Peace and Achieving National Concord in Laos” 
on February 21, 1973, reaffirming the national 
fundamental rights of the Lao people and outlin- 
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ing the general principles for a peaceful settlement 
of the Lao problem and the signing of the Protocol 
on September 14, 1973. 


We consider this as a historic victory of Lao 
people. It is also a victory recorded by the Indo- 
chinese peoples, peace-and-justice loving peoples in 
all over the world. 


Since the signing of the agreement, the Lao 
patriotic forces’ side has seriously observed the 
Agreement, done its utmost to rebuild and reha- 
bilitate the liberated zone, improve the people’s 
better living conditions and develop various fields 
in serving the people’s life. 


While, assisted and encouraged by the United 
States and the Thai reactionary complex, the ex- 
treme rightist group has left no stone unturned to 
sabotage the realisation of the mentioned agree- 
ment and protocol, conducted many land-grabbing 
operation against the areas under the Lao patriotic 
forces’ control. They also have sought all means 
and possible ways to cause obstacles and difficulties 
to the units of Lao patriotic forces who are carry- 
ing out their duty to neutralize Vientiane and 
Luang Prabang cities. 

Springing from this situation in Lao, we de- 
mand that the United States and the Thai adminis- 
tration must immediately end their military invol- 
vement and intervention in the international af- 
fairs of Lao, respect the independence, sovercignty 
and territorial integrity of Laos. We urge that the 
Vientiane side must seriously observe the mention- 
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ed agreement and the Protocol, stop without delay 
the land-grabbing operations against the liberated 
areas under the Lao patriotic forces’ control. The 
neutralization of Vientiane and Luang Prabang 
cities must be carried out in order to create the 
favourable conditions forwards for the formation of 
a Provisional National Coalition Government and a 
National Political Council. 


We wholeheartedly support the just struggle 
waged by the Lao people in a new stage in a bid 
to demand the Vientiane side to fully and gravely 
implement all the provisions of the Vientiane agree- 
ment and build a peaceful, independent, democra- 
tic, neutral, reunified and prosperous Laos. 


ON CAMBODIAN PROBLEM : 


The policy cf the U.S. imperialists constitutes 
a continuation of their aggression and interference 
in the domestic affairs of Cambodia with a view to 
imposing their neo-colonialism, flaring up the fire 
of war there ever more violence and fiercer. The 
United States has been beefing up its military and 
economic aids so as to bolster up the reactionary 
or Nol complex which is about to collapse. 


However, the people and the Liberation Arm- 
ed Forces of Cambodia. under the leadership of the 
National Front of Kampuchea and Royal Govern- 
ment of National Unity of Cambodia have carried 
out their heroic national liberation struggle and 
winning many glorious and brilliant successes. At 
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present, the liberated zone counts for over 90 per- 
cent of territory and 80 percent of population, 
where a new life is developing and consolidating 
with every passing day. The prestige of the Royal 
Government of National Unity of Cambodia — the 
sole and legal authentic representative of the Cam- 
bodian pecple — is raising higher at home and 
abroad. 

We warmly hail the great successes of the 
Cambodian people, which had to force the U.S. im- 
perialists to officially halt their unprecedented 
violent bombings against the Cambodian people on 
August 15, 1973 and fully back the Cambodian peo- 
ple’s determination to fight without compromise 
till total victory. 

We hold that a solution in Cambodia can only 
be achieved by the complete end of the U.S. ag- 
gressive policy there and discarding of the reac- 
tionary Lon Nol complex, let the Cambodian people 
under the leadership of NUFK and the NURGC to 
decide themselves their domestic affairs. 

We demand that the U.S. imperialists must im- 
mediately cease all their aggressive acts and their 
support of the traitorous Lon Nol complex, rapidly 
and completely pull out their advisors, military 
personnel and agents from Cambodia. We urge 
that the United States must respect the Cambodian 
people’s national fundamental rights in conformity 
with the five-point Declaration of Samdech Head 
of State Norodom Sihanouk and reaffirmed in the 
Declaration of the Royal Government of National 
Unity of Cambodia, which was adopted by the Na- 
tional Congress held from July 19 to 21, 1973. 
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We warmly acclaim and approve the resolution 
about the Cambodian issue adopted by the 4th Sum- 
mit Conference of Non-aligned countries in Algeria 
from September 5 to 9, 1973. 


We expect that the peace-and-justice loving 
countries in the world will sever relations with the 
reactionary Lon Nol administration and recognize 
the Royal Government of National Unity of Cam- 
bodia. 


KOREA 


The termination of the U.S. imperialist occu- 
pation of South Korea and the materialisation of 
the independent peaceful reunification of Korea are 
one of the important tasks facing the Afro-Asian 
solidarity movement. 


The basic line of the reunification of the coun- 
try that the Government of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea consistently adhere to is the 
withdrawal of ail foreign troops from South Korea 
and the country’s reunification by the Korean peo- 
ple themselves independently and peacefully cn the 
democratic basis without any foreign interferences. 


Thanks to the sincere efforts of the govern- 
ment of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, 
the contact and dialogue have been realized between 
the north and scuth in Korea and the historical 
joint statement of the north and south, three-prin- 
ciples of independence, peaceful reunification, and 
great national unity as its main contents issued. 
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Comrade Kim Il Sung, the great leader of the 
Korean people, newly advanced the five-point pro- 
gramme for the reunification of the country, the 
contents of which is to materialize the many-sided 
collaboration between the north and south and 
convene great national congress to be participated 
in by the representatives of all political parties and 
public organizations and personalities of all strata 
in the north and south, to form the north-south 
Confederation system under the single name of the 
Confederal Republic of Korea and join the United 
Nations under the single name of the Confederal 
Republic of Korea. 


The three-principles and the five-point pro- 
gramme for the reunification of the country enjoy 
unanimous support and approval of the entire 
Korean people and peace-loving peoples of the world. 


The Fourth Non-Aligned Summit Conference 
held in Algeria last year unanimously adopted a 
resolution entirely corresponding with the five-point 
programme for the reunification of the country ad- 
vanced by President Kim Il Sung. 


The 28th session of the United Nations General 
Assembly rejected the manoeuvres aiming at admit- 
ting “two Koreas” to the U.N., which were concert- 
ed by the U.S. imperialists and South Korean 
authorities in order to perpetuate the “United Na- 
tions Commission for the Unification and Rehabili- 
tation of Korea,” an aggressive tool of U.S, im- 
perialism. 
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The entire Korean people are unanimous in 
desiring the reunification of their country. 


The U.S. imperialists and the Japanese militar- 
ists seek the permanent division of Korea, yet 
Korea, one nation with five thousands Jong years 
of national culture and history, can never live divid- 
ed. 

Even after the publication of the north-south 
joint statement and the start of the dialogue be- 
tween the North and South, the U.S. imperialists 
continuously interfere in the internal affairs of 
Korea and intrude their high-speed high altitude 
reconnaissance planes into the northern half of the 
Republic to commit espionage acts, and openly cla- 


mour about reinforcing their military aid for South 
Korea. 


South Korean rulers intensify their fascist sup- 
pression cf the South Korean people, arrest, im- 
prison and kill at random the South Korean youths 
and students. They have committed military pro- 
vocations such as to send spy ships in the west sea 
of Korea, and clamour about “threat of southward 
aggression” thus deliberately increasing tensions 
between the north and the south. 

AAPSO resolutely denounces the criminal ma- 
chinations of U.S. imperialism and Pak Jung Hi 
puppet clique who are hampering peace in Korea 
and peaceful reunification. 


AAPSO demands that: 
— The United States should withdraw imme- 
diately from South Korea taking along their ag- 
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gressive troops and lethal weapons and _ stop its 
aggression on Korea. 


— The Japanese militarists should immediate- 
ly stop their reinvasion scheme on South Korea and 
should interfere no more in the internal affairs of 
Korea. 


— The South Korean authorities should stop 
the war preparations and suppression of the people 
and renounce their policy on relying upon outside 
forces and retract the “Special Statement” advocat- 
ing the membership of “two Koreas” for the United 
Nations and should immediately accept the five- 
point programme for the country’s reunification 
proposed by the government of the D.P.R.K. and 
the conclusion of peace agreement and the proposal 
for convening Great National Congress or north- 
south political consultative conference participated 
in by the representatives of all political parties, 
public organisations and personalities of all strata 
in the north and south. 


We appeal to all national committees and wor'd 
progressive peoples to extend positive support and 
firm solidarity to the struggle of the Korean people 
for the independent and peaceful reunification of 
the country. 


JAPAN 


The solidarity movement records its apprecia- 
tion of the constant struggle of the Japanese people 
against U.S. military treaties. 
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The opposition of the popular mass movements 
in Japan to the policies of cooperation with U.S. 
imperialism is on the ascendent. 


AAPSO firmly demands the liquidation of the 
U.S. military bases in Japan and vehemently op- 
poses the revival of Japanese militarism. 


INDIA 


The Indian Sub-Continent has been for long the 
scene of bitter conflicts and wars. Ever since the 
independence, twenty-six years ago, imperialist and 
neo-colonialist forces have endeavoured to embroil 
India and Pakistan in several conflicts and confron- 
tations. However, the signing of the Simla Agree- 
ment between India and Pakistan was a major poli- 
tical development that emphasized the exigence to 
put an end to the long confrontation between the 
two countries and to settle all their problems 
through peaceful means. 


The prospect of peaceful solution of the prob- 
lems of the Indian Sub-Continent and normalisa- 
tion of relations between India, Pakistan and Ban- 
gladesh has brightened with the proposed meeting 
of the foreign ministers of the three countries. It 
is a logical development though belated, of the pro- 
cess that started with the Simla Agreement and 
Indo-Bangladesh treaty. It is anticipated that the 
meeting would contribute to lasting peace in the 
sub-continent. Though we welcome this positive 
development, we strongly believe that the peoples 
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of the Sub-Continent should remain vigilant against 
potential U.S. conspiracies to prevent the normali- 
sation of relations and prospect of peace in the In- 
dian Sub-Continent. 


We earnestly hope that the pending problems 
between the countries of the Sub-Continent would 
soon be resolved peacefully and an era of peace and 
gocd neighbourliness would shortly begin. 


Most required is that the peoples of the three 
countries would bring their full weight to play a 
greater role in the common struggle against im- 
perialism. 


PAKISTAN 


A new trend is manifested in Pakistan’s poli- 
cies, a trend towards the recognition of the new 
realities in the Sub-Continent. Moves towards nor- 
malization of relations of the three countries of the 
Sub-Continent have been welcomed by President of 
Pakistan. 


We strongly hold that peace in the Sub-Con- 
tinent can be realized by the united struggle of the 
peoples of the three countries against the machina- 
tions of U.S. imperialism. 


AAPSO appeals to all its member organisations 
and the progressive forces the world over to or- 
ganise actions for ensuring peace in the Sub-Con- 
tinent on the basis of the Simla and Delhi Agree- 
ments signed between India and Pakistan. 
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BANGLADESH: 


The emergence of Bangladesh as an indepen- 
dent and sovereign state is a heavy blow to the U.S. 
strategy in the Indian Sub-Continent, in particuiar 
and South East Asia, in general. It is a remarkable 
victory of the forces of peace and national libera- 
tion against oppression and for self-determination 
and a heavy defeat to the notorious U.S. Seventh 
Fleet which entered the Bay cf Bengal to crush 
the Bangladesh liberation movement. The emer- 
gence of Bangladesh contributes profoundly to- 
wards strengthening the world anti-imperialist for- 
ces. By its opposition to any imperialist military 
alliance, Bangladesh ushered a new setback of im- 
perialism in the region. 


AAPSO demands that the People’s Democratic 
Republic of Bangladesh should be admitted to the 
United Nations. 


Collective Security in Asia : 


Ever since the Second World War, the con- 
tinent of Asia has been the scene of bitter conflicts 
and aggressions. 


Faced with the remarkable success of the revo- 
lutionary forces of Asia in overthrowing the age- 
Jong colonial rules and with the emergence cf in- 
dependent Asian government, imperialism has 
changed its tactics. The imperialists took recourse 
to new methods to retain their political and econo- 
mic domination over the countries of Asia. Neo- 
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colonialism and militarism, establishment of im- 
perialist military bases and embroiling Asian inde- 
pendent states in military pacts have been the im- 
perialists’ method of undermining the independence 
of the Asian countries. 


The chain of imperialist military bases on 
Asian soil and the creation of military pacts in- 
volving the Asian countries pose serious threat to 
the independence and sovereignty of the Asian 
countries and endanger peace and security in Asia. 
The arrogant decision of the U.S. administration to 
set up a nuclear base in the Diego Garcia island in 
the Indian ocean and to convert the island into 
a big naval and air force base in defiance of the 
protests of all the littoral countries and of the U.N. 
resolution ; is not only a threat to the peace and. 
sovereignty of the countries concerned, but is a 
calculated device to throttle the liberation move- 
ments of Africa and the Arab Gulf States. In point 
of fact, the militarisation of the Diego Garcia island 
comes as a culmination of imperialist conspiracies 
against the newly independent Afro-Asian countries 
designed to keep up military tensions in the Indian 
Ocean area. 


Furthermore, massive infiltration in various 
fields — political, economic, cultural, social — and 
direct and indirect help to the reactionary forces in 
order to subvert the progressive regimes from 
within have been intensified by the U.S. and other 
imperialists: in almost all the countries of Asia. 
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Under these conditions, the only alternative to 
military pacts and imperialist attempts at dividing 
Asia and setting Asian peoples at loggerheads, 
would be a system of collective security that would 
safeguard peace, sovereignty and independerice. 


The quest for peace has found expression in 
many notable initiatives taken by the Asian peoples 
and governments at various times during the last 
few decades. Starting with the Asian Conference 
held in New Delhi, the historic Panch Shcel and 
the Bandung principles opened up a new chapter 
in the history of relations among the Asian coun- 
tries. The Asian conference, held in New Delhi, dis- 
cussed the question of cooperation among Asian 
peoples. 

The recent Asian Peace Conference held in 
Dacca in 1973 and the World Congress of Peace 
Forces held in Moscow, October 1973, put forward 
before the Asian peoples the clear perspectives for 
peace and security in Asia. Further, the Indo-Soviet 
treaty for peace, friendship and cooperation, the 
treaty between U.S.S.R. and Iraq, the Simla and 
Delhi Agreements between India and Pakistan, the 
Indo-Bangladesh treaty, the joint declaration be- 
tween U.S.S.R. and Bangladesh, the Indo-Sri Lanka 
joint declaration are all attempts at developing 
bilateral relations on the basis of equality and res- 
pect for sovereignty of the states concerned. Thus, 
step by step, the concept of a collective security 
system in Asia gained popularity. In other words, 
the Asian states are increasingly realising that the 
peaceful future of the whole continent can be gua- 
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ranteed only, by their joint efforts and by working 
out their own strategy for peace. 


The aim of the collective security system is to 
prevent war and armed conflicts, imperialist ag- 
gression and elimination of all forms of colonial- 
ism, to end the policy of military pacts and blocs 
and to dismantle foreign military bases. Once se- 
curity is ensured, conditions will be created for 
economic development and social progress and mu- 
tual confidence will be restored. Collective security 
presupposes that relations among the countries of 
Asia will be based on certain principles namely : 
renunciation of the use of force in relations between 
states, respect for the sovereignty and inviolability 
of frontiers, non-interference in the internal affairs, 
expansion of economic, technical, cultural, scientific 
and other forms of cooperation on the basis of full 
equality and mutual benefit, inadmissibility of an- 
nexation of territories by way of aggression, set- 
tlement of all disputes between nations by peaceful 
means, the right of every people to their natural 
resources and to carry out social and economic 
transformation according to their wishes. 


Collective security in Asia corresponds to the 
aspirations and needs of the peoples of the con- 
tinent. It is a wholeheartedly supported by our 
Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation which 
calls on all its member organisations to promote 
the convening of an international conference of 
peace-loving forces for the dismantling of foreign 
military bases in the Indian Ocean with particular 
reference to Diego Garcia. 
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AFRICA 


In Africa, the period following the 12th Execu- 
tive Committee Session of our Organisation is char- 
acterized by an upsurge of the progressive forces, 
greater and more effective united anti-imperialist 
struggles of the independent African states at the 
levels of anti-neo-colonialism and for a non-capi- 
talist path of development, and by the intensifica- 
tion of the struggles in the still unliberated coun- 
tries of the continent, engulfing ever widening sec- 
tions of the people, and in those colonial areas 
where people have opted for armed struggle, widen- 
ing of areas under the control of the people and 
shrinking of occupied lands has become the law of 
the day. 


AAPSO takes pride in the fact that PAIGC, 
through its gallant and heroic struggle, has given 
birth to the new Republic of Guinea Bissau and 
Cape Verde Island, as a beacon and an inspiration 
for all those that have taken to arms in defence 
of their legitimate and national rights against im- 
perialism, colonialism, neo-colonialism, Zionism 
and racist apartheid. AAPSO hails the new Re- 
public and calls upon progressive mankind to mo- 
bilise and bring pressure to bear on Portugal and 
world imperialism to ensure speedy evacuation of 
all Portuguese aggression troops and the recogni- 
tion of the new republic. The new Republic is a 
living tribute to Amilcar Cabral, the remarkable 
leader of the people of Guinea Bissau, Cape Verde 
Island and the Afro-Asian World. 
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The lessening world tension and the consistent 
ascendency of the forces of freedom, peace and so- 
cial progress has had positive effects on the con- 
tinent, galvanising and uniting ever broadening 
layers of the continental forces into common action 
against common enemy. 


The historic non-alignment meeting held in 
Algiers attended by the overwhelming majority of 
the developing nations, including national lihera- 
tion movements, the extraordinary session of For- 
eign Ministers held in Addis Ababa, the Arah Sum- 
mit Meeting also held in Algiers, and the rooting 
out of imperialist supported Zionist occupationist 
army had dynamic effects on the anti-imperialist 
struggle of the African people, lifting it to new 
heights and new realisation of their strength. 


The breaking of diplomatic relations with 
Israel by almost all independent African states in 
support of the just cause of the Arab peoples for 
complete evacuation of Israeli army from cccupied 
Arab lands and for the recognition of the legitimate 
national rights of the Palestinian people was 
promptly hailed by AAPSO as a historic move 
against the common enemy Zionism and imperial- 
ism. This action played an important part in lift- 
ing up the African-Arab relations to a new level. 


When the Arab Summit Meeting in Algiers de- 
cided on the imposition of total oil embargo on the 
minority racist regimes of Southern Africa, it was 
an important step in recognition of the coremon 
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enemies of the African-Arab peoples, and the need 
for united action. This is a decision of great inter- 
national significance and in full accord with the 
wishes of the oppressed peoples of Southern Africa. 


Ways and means ought to be found to make the 
oil embargo leak-proof whilst ensuring that inde- 
pendent countries of Botswana, Lesotho and Swazi- 
land should not suffer because of the oil sanction 
against South Africa. We recognize that these 
countries of free Africa fall within the “war zone’ 
of Southern Africa and, therefore, cannot be com- 
pletely untouched by the intensity of the struggle 
of Southern Africa. We believe that steps are 
underwzy to ensure oil supply to independent Africa 
and discuss questions connected with the sale of 
oil. Imperialism is trying to distort the just use of 
oil weapon and other national resources of develop- 
ing countries and shift the blame of the economic 
situation of the third world from itself to some 
third world countries. 


As. a result of the mutually beneficial and pro- 
gressive moves by independent African and Arab 
countries new possibilities and new areas of ccope~- 
ration have come to the fore between Africa and the 
Arab world, in the spheres of politics, economics, 
trade, finance, banking and communication. In this 
context, the consolidation of African-Arab coopera- 
tion has developed by promotion and extension of 
African-Arab diplomatic representation in the two 
areas, and through the stepping up of political and 
material support to the struggle of African libera- 
tion movements. We believe that the strengthen- 
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ing of direct links between and amongst African 
and Arab countries will have the effect of stabilis- 
ing relations. AAPSO hails this phenomenon as a 
positive development which should be understood as 
an important chain link in the world anti-imperial- 
ist unity. The role of Egypt and Syria in the Oc- 
tober Arab victory and the shattered Zionist myth 
of invincibility resulting in utter chaos in Israel 
itself deserve praise. We cannot forget the role of 
the progressive forces, particularly that of the So- 
viet Union in this historic victory. 

AAPSO has carried out extensive activities in 
preparation for the XIth Council Session. Meetings 
have been held with representatives of African, 
Asian and Arab countries. A successful mecting' 
was held with socialist solidarity committees of 
Esstern Europe. 


A mission in fulfilment of the Programme of 
Action adopted by the 5th Conference (January 
1972) to establish direct contacts to promote the 
activities of AAPSO National Solidarity Commit- 
tees and to prepare for the Council Meeting visited 
Gambia, Sierra Leone, Liberia, Ghana, Nigeria, Ca- 
mercon, Equatorial Guinea and the Congo. It also 
held discussions with MPLA in the Congo and Sao- 
Tome and Principe Liberation Movement in Equa- 
torial Guinea. The delegation was met with enthu- 
siastic anticipation of the Council Meeting. Almost 
all Afro-Asian Solidarity Committees reported that 
new forces were coming to have joined or are in 
the process of joining. Where we had no member- 
ship, or where our membership had already ceased 
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to exist, new forces broader and more representa- 
tive have come forward seeking membership. An 
upsurge in the political activities of the mass of 
the people has become a phenomenon symptomatic 
of cur times. The positive role of the congress of 
World Peace Forces is evident everywhere. Africa 
has an important role to play in the implementa- 
tion of the various decisions taken. AAPSO dele- 
gation also visited East African countries and had 
useful discussions on the preparation for the Coun- 
cil Meeting and on points of common interest and 
concern. Here it met with liberation movements and 
heard on the spot accounts of problems confronting 
these gallant fighters. 


AAPSO has drawn a comprehensive action pro- 
gramme for the period after the Council Mecting. 
It will organise regional Afro-Asian Solidarity Con- 
ferences on issues directly affecting the regions con- 
cerned. The holding of seminars on social, cu!tural 
themes achieving and maintaining national inde 
pendence and cultural heritage and aspirations. To 
foster and establish relations with international 
governmental organisations as well as international 
democratic organisations by ways of exchanging 
information and participating on mutual basis in 
their meetings. The strengthening of good relations 
with the Organisation of African Unity and other 
continental and regional organisations in Africa is 
a primary concern of AAPSO. 


A regional seminar in Zambia on the dangers 
facing militant independent countries bordering 
white minority ruled colonies, a regional conference 
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on cooperative and collective farming possibly in 
Tanzania in view of this country’s experience in 
Ujamaa, an international seminar on Kwame 
Nkrumah in Ghana and also on Amilcar Cabral, 
and on various cther themes which are of regicnal, 
continental or international concern. 


National Liberation Struggle 


The struggle of the peoples still under foreign 
colonial domination and colonial racist oppression 
still remains the object of our greatest concern and 
consideration. 


Portuguese Colonies 


The struggle of the people in Portuguese colo- 
nies have achieved considerable result. Guinea 
Bissau and Cape Verde Island has emerged vic- 
torious and proclaimed a new republic. 


The past years since the 12th Executive Ses- 
sion, the people of Mozambique have scored nume- 
rous victories, extending their liberated country 
many fold. Comrade Samora Moises Machal, Pre- 
sident of FRELIMO, said “Each province, each re- 
gion has a major task which comes within the gen- 
eral situation and strategy of our struggle so as 
to achieve our purpose: freeing our land and peo- 
ple.” The struggle of Mozambique people led by 
FRELIMO is fast engulfing the whole of the coun- 
try and leaving the enemy in isolated islands within 
a sea of liberated areas. 
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In Angola, MPLA continues to make prcgress 
in spite of the enemies plots. The power of the 
people is consolidated in over a third of the country 
and there is no doubt at all that the coming years 
will see the completion of the revolutionary struggle. 


The peoples of Zimbabwe, Namibia and South 
Africa have stepped up their struggle for the com- 
plete overthrow of the white racist colonialist ‘re- 
gimes of Rhodesia and South Africa. 


In Zimbabwe, in the past year, after the Exe- 
cutive Committee Meeting, we have witnessed in- 
creased military and political activities in the coun- 
try. The enemy has suffered untold casualties forc- 
ing it to so-called primitive collective measures 
punishment against the population, and even out- 
side Rhodesia, in Mozambique. It has also resorted 
to the hanging of the peoples patriots. We have 
no doubt that these measures are symptoms of 
panic and defeat. Sooner than later, the criminals 
will be brought to account. ZAPU has made tre- 
mendous progress. We call upon the Council to do 
everything to ensure the success at the interna- 
tional conference on Zimbabwe in November 1974. 


In Namibia, SWAPO is now generally recog- 
nized as the spokesman of the people of Namibia. 
The enemies attempt to build puppets and hantus- 
tans has failed miserably because the people have 
seen through. The enemy has been forced to resort 
to public flogging of peoples leaders through the 
puppet chiefs, and to mass arrest of the leaders. 
In spite of all this, SWAPO has scored great success: 
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in both military and political fields against the 
occupationist forces. The struggle of the people of 
Namibia affords world progressive and justice lov- 
ing forces, ample opportunities for solidarity action 
and support. 


In South Africa, the political activisation of the 
whole population engulfing the workers, the stud- 
ents, the intellectuals and peasants has reached a 
new peak forcing the South African fascists to resort 
to brutal force, bannings, banishment and jailing 
of militants. ‘The underground ANC has tremen- 
dously increased its influence. The massacres of 
the workers in Carlton, the mass arrests of workers, 
contrary to earlier pretence of new approach, the 
enforced increase of wages though still miserable 
are all indication of the incapability of the racists 
to stabilise their position. AAPSO demands im- 
plementation of the various decisions taken. AAPSO 
demands the release of political prisoners in South- 
ern Africa, the treatment of captured guerrillas as 
war prisoners and the imposition of total oil em- 
bargo on the unholy alliance. 


AAPSO supports the growing movement of re- 
sistance led by the liberation front for Somali 
Coast. 

The peoples of the Comoro Islands, Seychelles, 
Eritrea, Reunion and Spanish Sahara will emerge 
victorious... 

AAPSO calls on all progressive forces to give 
all positive political, material, and all round sup- 
port to all authentic liberation movements. We de- 
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mand the release of all political prisoners, and the 
treatment of captured fighting militants eas war 
prisoners under the Geneva Convention. We demand 
the recognition of representatives of liberation 
niovements as authentic and sole representatives of 
their people with equal participation in all organs 
where their interest or problems are being dis- 
cussed. 


We call upon all member organisations to do 
everything to ensure no leakage of oil embargo on 
the racists of Southern Africa. 


SOCIAL-ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENTS 


Now that almost all the countries of the 
colonial world have acquired independence, they are 
facing a historical task of strengthening the sove- 
reignty won by them. The centre of the national 
liberation movement is now moving to the sphere 
of the social economic development. As a ccnse- 
quence, national liberation revolutions are gradually 
assuming a social trend, and in- some countries are 
developing into social-liberation revolutions. 


At the present stage, the social-economic life 
in the countries of Asia and Africa has become a 
field of the most fierce battles between the forces 
of progress and the forces of colonialism. 


The experience shows that the struggle for the 
economic independence includes two complex groups 
of problems. 
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Our first duty is the elimination of the direct 
interference of the international financial moncpolis- 
tic capital into the economics of new national! states. 
In any case, limitation and regulation of its acti- 
vities are in the interest of the national economy. 


Our second duty is the elimination of the basis 
that makes countries dependent on the system of 
the world capitalist division of labour. This requires 
the gradual liquidation of the economic backward- 
ness and the creation of such economic structure 
that national public needs are met, on a basis ap- 
proaching the average world level of the labour 
productivity. It is clear that the solution of this 
task is impossible without radical changes in the 
state of social-economic and social-political struc- 
ture. 


Since the key to the economic independence 
from imperialism is the establishment of the na- 
tional state control over the resources and econo- 
mice of the country, a number of States are broadly 
practising nationalisation of both foreign and lately 
national big capitalist property of means of produc- 
tion. To solve contradictions between peasants and 
land-lords, they carry out limitation or even liquida- 
ticn of the parasitic feudal landownership. All these 
measures create favourable conditions for the strug- 
gle for democratic reforms and economic indepen- 
dence. 


For most countries cf Asia and Africa, agricul- 
ture is the main field of material production and 
an important source of national income and accu- 
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mulation of means for the development of all the 
economics branches. The development of agriculture 
requires corresponding agricultural reforms : first 
of all, the elimination of all obsolete forms of pro- 
duction relations in the village. The agricultural 
reform is an inevitable preliminary condition for all 
arrangements directed at the rise and reconstruction 
cf the agricultural production. 


The rapid realisation of the urgent tasks of the 
social-economic construction, and strengthening the 
political independence impossible without it, re- 
quires, certainly, first of all-mobilization by new na- 
tional states of all their internal material and finan- 
cial resources and various foreign assistance free of 
unequal political and economic conditions. The pre- 
vious experience has shown that the Soviet Union 
and other Socialist states deeply interested in the 
accelerated social-economic and political progress 
of the developing countries, render various assist- 
ance on the basis of equal cooperation without any 
conditions infringing political sovereignty. 


The vivid example of such cooperation is re- 
flected in friendship treaties of the Soviet Union 
with Egypt, Iraq and India. 


In the present conditions, when peoples of the 
liberated countries have started to solve urgent 
problems of social economic reconstruction of society 
the safeguarding of stable peace in the world is 
assuming a paramount importance for these coun- 
tries. Liquidation of military bases on foreign ter- 
ritories, radical relaxation of international tension 
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prevent the enemies of peace from the means of 
military pressure on the peoples of developing coun- 
tries. Disarmament and stable peace would make it 
possible for the liberated countries to concentrate 
all their efforts on economic and cultural develop- 
ment and to step firmly on the road of social 
revival. 


One of the most burning problems of the pre- 
sent is the overcoming of economic and social back- 
wardness of the developing countries. 

Forms and methods used by the States to 
reach these ends are various. However, differences 
existing between separate countries of Asia and 
Africa consist in the different degrees of impor- 
tance accorded to various fields of the state econo- 
mic activities. In this connection a group of the 
countries who have proclaimed the course for the 
socialist orientation should be marked specially. 


More new Afro-Asian States are choosing the 
way of non-capitalist development giving a new 
content to the world revolutionary practice. In the 
hard struggle against the schemes of neo-colonial 
reactionary forces they are aiming at strengthen- 
ing their independence, and using their national 
resources for the benefit of the peoples. The coun- 
tries carrying out deep revolutionary democratic 
transformations have become an important factor 
of the social progress in the third world. 


The social basis of “power” in these countries 
is much broader than in others, and includes both 
lower strata of national bourgeoisie and representa- 
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tives of working masses of the town and country. 
Bere the decisive role of the state in the economic 
development appears as the main trend to the gra- 
dual enlargement of the scale and part of the State 
sector while limiting the activities of private na- 
tional and foreign capitals. 


The State sector by its nature has large pos- 
sibilities, not only for the mobilization of internal 
and outside resources, but for their purposeful use 
in the key fields creating the possibilities for speed- 
ing up the economical rise as a whole. At the same 
time, the development of the state sector prevents 
the concentration of income in hands of the ex- 
ploiting classes and it meets general national in- 
terests including the interest of the working masses. 


We think that the right political platform of 
the AAPSO helps Afro-Asian peoples to choose the 
way of social-economic development. The quest for 
the most proper ways of social development makes 
it necessary for the solidarity movement to study 
social processes more thoroughly and to use “he 
experience of the socialist countries on a wide scale. 


AAPSO have gained certain experience in or- 
ganizing Seminars, Symposiums, Conferences with 
the participation of the representatives of broad 
public circles, world-known scientists, statesmen, 
and others. Such conferences are the Conference 
in Delhi on imperialism, independences and social 
transformations in the modern world, the Sym- 
posium of Tashkent on the Significance of the USSR 
Experience in Building of Socialism for the Devel- 
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oping Countries, and the Conference in Baghdad 
on Oil as a Weapon of Arab Peoples against the 
US-Israeli aggressions. Seminars held by the AAPSO 
in the Socialist countries (German Democratic Re- 
public or Bulgaria), and others are of great political 
and public importance. 


The AAPSO Permanent Secretariat intends to 
continue convening meetings on social economic 
problems of the developing countries and studying 
the experience of the socialist countries in over- 
coming economic and cultural difficulties. 


At the same time, the development of the world 
economy put forward a number of problems which 
require working out counter-measures hy the young 
states of the Third World. For example, the present 
crisis of energy has changed, within a few months, 
the structure of relations between the industrial 
Western countries and the developing countries. It 
has destroyed the basis on which those Western 
countries have built their wealth, on non-equivalent 
exchange of expensive industrial goods for cheap 
raw materials. Capitalist countries are in deep «co- 
nomic depression and of course the monopolies will 
dc their best to adapt the crisis and shift its ex- 
penses upon the countries of the Third World. 


The AAPSO will pay proper attention to study- 
ing the present situation and work at the practical 
steps which could help the Afro-Asian peoples to 
frustrate these schemes of imperialism. 
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THE ACTIVITIES 
OF THE PERMANENT SECRETARIAT 
ON THE INTERNATIONAL PLANE 


The activities of the Permanent Secretariat on 
the international plane have stemmed from the prin- 
ciple of effective collaboration with the forces of 
democracy throughout the world, with the cbject 
of consolidating the ideals of peace, opposition to 
imperialism, and solidarity with peoples in their 
struggle for democracy and independence against 
colonialism and neo-colonialism. 


The Permanent Secretariat has exerted cease- 
less efforts to reinforce the role of the Afro-Asian 
Peoples’ Solidarity Organization internationally 
and bolster its contribution to the triumph of the 
principle of progress and peace. On the other hand, 
the increasing importance of the activities of the 
Permanent Secretariat, and the ever more promin- 
ent part played by our Organization in international 
conferences and meetings, are — in themselves --— a 
reflection of the ground being gained by the werid’s 
revolutionary forces embodied in the socialist com- 
munity, the forces of democracy within the capital- 
ist camp, and the national liberation movements, 
forces which are winning decisive victories against 
imperialism and, more particularly, against the ma- 
chinations of American imperialism aimed at abort- 
ing the struggle of the people and destroying the 
great achievements realized by the progressive and 
democratic movements in the world. 
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The Soviet: Union has played a significant role 
in influencing and emphasizing these developments. 
Its policy of peace, clearly reflected in the pro- 
gramme for peace adopted by the 24th Congress of 
the Soviet Communist Party, has triumphed ; and, 
in. consequence, the principles of peaceful co-exist- 
ence between nations differing in their social sys- 
tems, and the ideals of European security, have 
been strengthened ; the socialist community of 
Europe has successfully taken a new direction to- 
wards establishing security in Europe after a sharp 
conflict which, continuing since the end of the 
Second World War, lasted for some thirty years. 


The clouds of the Cold War have been dispers- 
ed from the sky over Europe. The two Germanies 
have been recognized, so have the post-World War 
II frontiers ; the Treaty of Munich, condemned even 
by Federal Germany, has been overthrown and irre- 
vocably eradicated from the pages of European his- 
tory ; trade and economic relations between the 
socialist and capitalist countries have multiplied, 
and world capitalism, faced with the swelling mili- 
tary, economic and political power of the socialist 
community, has been constrained to acknowledge 
the fait accompli and to turn to an open-door policy 
in its trade, economic and cultural dealings with the 
socialist camp, a policy which the capitalist coun- 
tries continued to reject throughout the Cold War 
years. 


In Asia, signal changes in favour of the forces 
of revolution and progress have taken place as a 
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result of the victory of the people of Vietnam over 
American imperialism, and the rising tide of re- 
sistance by the peoples of Asia to imperialist bases 
and alliances. This, in turn, has led to the emergence 
of a new trend among the Asian peoples, and in 
many of Asia’s independent nations, to draw up an 
Asian security scheme. 


In Africa, the forces of liberation fighting 
against Portuguese colonialism have been fortified; 
the peoples of Angola and Mozambique have re- 
ceived added support ; and a new stronghold of the 
liberation struggle has risen with the formaticn of 
the Republic of Guinea Bissau. The racist regimes 
in South Africa, Rhodesia and South West Africa 
have become largely isolated on the internaticnal 
stage, while in South Africa, Namibia and Zim- 
babwe the strength of the people grows. 


In Latin America, the socialist edifice erected 
by the Cuban Revolution has grown still more sqlid; 
and the struggle of liberating forces against im- 
perialist monopolies and reaction is gaining ground 
space. Despite the fact that the fascist coup plot- 
ted by American imperialism in collaboration with 
the forces of reaction against the progressive gov- 
ernment of Allende in Chile constitutes a severe 
blow to the liberation movements, not only on the 
American continent, but in the world ot large, the 
Chilean forces of liberation, aided by the world’s 
progressive forces, are capable, nevertheless, of 
toppling the fascist government, and of restoring 
the ideals of democracy and socialism which Presi- 
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dent Allende fought so gallantly and bravely, to his 
dying breath ; to defend, and which his comrades- 
in-arms, the fighters of the Popular Coalition par- 
ties, are continuing to champion. In this intcrna- 
tionally propitious political and social situation, the 
Conference of Peace-Loving Forces was held in 
Moscow from the 24th to the 31st of October, 1973. 
This was, indeed, the most resounding popular forum 
in history for the propagation of the principles of 
peace, resistance to imperialism, and defence of 
progress, for it was attended by international, na- 
tional, youth and workers’ organizations. 


Intensive preparations were made for the Con- 
ference in the different continents. After the Irter- 
national Preparatory Meeting held in Moscow in 
May, 1973, several more Preparatory Meetings con- 
vened : one in Reykjavik on Kuropean Security, a 
meeting for Intellectuals in Warsaw, another in 
Basle on Disarmament, the Tananarive Meeting, the 
Meeting for Agriculturalists in Leipzig, and others. 
The Second International Preparatory Meeting, held 
in Moscow in July, 1973 was followed by the Pre- 
paratory Meeting on the Middle East in Helsinki. 
Thus it was that the Moscow Conference assembled 
aS a culmination of these intensive preparations 
and with a clearly specified programme. Conse- 
quently, the deliberations in the various commit- 
tees were crowned with signal success: and the 
General Declaration issued at the end of the Con- 
ference was the expression of the new era emerging 
on the international horizon. The address delivered 
by Comrade Leonid Brezhnev, Secretary Gencral of 
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the Soviet Communist Party, was of paramount 
importance, both in its thought and practical ap- 
proach, a significant ideological document for all 
the militants of the world. 


After the Moscow Conference, the World Peace 
Council met in Sofia in February 1974 and intro- 
duced some organisational amendments in the werk 
of the Council. The meeting of the Council was, in 
itself, an important complementary event to the 
Moscow Congress. 


A delegation from the Permanent Secretariat 
participated in the Moscow Congress and the meet- 
ing of the Steering Committee held in Moscow early 
in February. 


The Secretariat was also represented at the 
meeting of the World Peace Council convened in 
Sofia in February 1974. 


The Permanent Secretariat carried out world- 
wide activities including the preparation for the 
Bologna Conference (Italy) on the Middle East 
which was successfully convened in May 1973 and 
the meeting of the Preparatory Committee in Rome 
in February 1974 which dealt with the same sub- 
ject following the important developments which 
took place in the Middle East, particularly after the 
war of October 6, 1973. 


The Bologna Conference was an important 
gathering of major forces in Europe, the Middle 
East, Asia and elsewhere. Its resolutions were sound 
and clear in diagnosing the causes of the crisis and 
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conflict in the area. The meeting of the Preparatory 
Committee recently held in Rome is considered a 
response to the recent developments and the Per- 
manent Secretariat shall contribute, with the same 
enthusiasm, to the success of the Conference sclhe- 
duied to be held in Italy before the end of this year 
to discuss the Middle East problem in the light of 
new developments. 


During the period which elapsed since the meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee in Aden, the Per- 
manent Secretariat organized two important scien- 
tific symposia, the Eisenstein Symposium held in 
Mey 1973 in collaboration with the Afro-Asian Soli- 
darity Committee in the German Democratic Re- 
public. The Symposium discussed neo-colonialist 
methods and was attended by scientists, intellec- 
tuals, politicians and leaders of liberation move- 
ments from Asia, Africa and socialist countries. The 
Permanent Secretariat presented a scientific report 
on the subject. | 


In November 1973, the Permanent Secretariat 
in collaboration with the Afro-Asian Solidarity Or- 
ganization in the Bulgarian People’s Republic, or- 
ganized an important scientific symposium on the 
relations between socialist countries and Arab pro- 
gressive countries. The Symposium was attended 
by scientists and intellectuals from Arab and so- 
cialist countries and the Permanent Secretariat sub- 
mitted an important study on the subject. 


During the period which elapsed since the mect- 
ing of the Executive Committee in Aden, the or- 
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ganic and militant relationship between the Per- 
raanent Secretariat and Solidarity Committees in 
the socialist countries of Europe developed as these 
committees extended valuable assistance to the Or- 
ganization and contributed effectively and positively 
to the implementation of its resolutions, activities 
and programmes. 


On February 3, the Afro-Asian Solidarity Com- 
mittees in the Soviet Union, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria and Democratic Ger- 
many held a meeting in Cairo with the Permanent 
Secretariat and approved an important working 
paper. This paper deepened the relations between 
the Permanent Secretariat and those committees 
and laid down guide-lines for consolidating these 
relations. In December 1973, a delegation from the 
Hungarian Solidarity Committee arrived at the Per- 
manent Secretariat for important talks. Agree- 
ment was reached to convene an important sympo- 
sium in Budapest from June 10 to 15, 1974 on the 
unity of anti-imperialist forces. Significant meet- 
ings also took place with representatives ef Soli- 
darity Committee in the Soviet Union and Democ- 
ratic Germany... etc. 


On November 27, a joint meeting of the Per- 
manent Secretariat and liberation movements was 
held with Mr. Alexander Zasokhov, Secretary Gen- 
eral of the Soviet Afro-Asian Solidarity Committee 
and Mr. Aziz Sherif, Secretary General of the Peace 
and Solidarity Council in the Iraqi Republic. The 
meeting determined the broadlines for the work of 
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our Council and consolidated the work of all na- 
tional committees. 


The Permanent Secretariat established close 
relations with the World Peace Council in view af 
the similarity of objectives and principles npheld 
by our two organizations. A delegation from the 
Permanent Secretariat visited the Headquarters of 
the World Peace Council in Helsinki. Similarly, a 
delegation representing the latter visited the Sccre- 
tariat’s premises in Cairo more than once. These 
meetings discussed ways and means of strengthen- 
ing the relationship between the two organizaticns 
and laid down a joint programme for hasic an 
effective action. 


It can be said that our relations with the World 
Peace Council are continuously being strengthencd. 
Our two organisations have jointly organized the 
Conference for Solidarity with-the Iraqi people on 
the occasion of the nationalization of oil in August 
1972 and the Symposium on oil as a weapon in 
November 1972. Although no other joint meetings 
were held since Baghdad gatherings, we belicve it 
is possible to undertake such joint action in future 
and an agreement has been reached with a delega- 
tion of the World Peace Council’s Secretariat to or- 
ganise a series of joint events. 


The Permanent Secretariat will participate in 
the Stockholm Conference on Indo-China in colia- 
boration with the World Peace Council. Earlier, we 
had participated in the Paris Meeting on Cambcdia 
in December 1973. 
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Cordial relations .are also being maintained 
with the Organization of African Unity and the 
liberation movements committee stemming frem «he 
Organization. A delegation from the Permanent 
Secretariat headed by the Secretary General took 
part in the celebrations marking the tenth anniver- 
sary of the establishment of the OAU which were 
held in Addis Ababa. The Soviet Afro-Asian Soli- 
darity Committee also held an important mecting 
in Moscow, late in May 1973, to celebrate the occa- 
sion. The Permanent Secretariat always sought to 
consolidate relations with the Organization of Af- 
rican Unity and had several meetings with respon- 
sible authorities there to promote ccoperetion. The 
most significant of these was the meeting cf the 
OAU Assistant Secretary General with the Secre- 
tary General of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity 
Organization at which all details of promoting 
joint action were discussed. 


The Permanent Secretariat attaches great im- 
portance to the activities of the United Nations, 
particularly the Decolonization Committee and the 
inter-governmental organizations affiliated to the 
world body as well as to the Conference cf Non- 
Governmental Organizations which are memhers of 
the Economic and Social Council. 


The Secretariat has contributed to the work of 
several committees stemming from the Conference 
of Non-Governmental Organisations, particularly 
the Commission on Human Rights, the Special Com- 
mittee on Disarmament, and the Decolonization, 
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Anti-Racist and Anti-Apartheid Committee. It also 
tceok part in the Non-Governmental Organisations’ 
Council. 


We have participated of late in the meeting of 
the Decolonisation Committee in preparation for 
the World Conference against Racial Discrimina- 
tion which will take place in 1974. The Permanent 
secretariat pledged to carry out wide-scale activi- 
ties to ensure success of this conference. 


Furthermore, the Permanent Secretariat has 
strengthened its relations with world demacratic 
rganizations, such as the World Federation of 
Trade Unions. The World Students Union, the World 
Federation of Democratic Youth and the World NDe- 
mocratic Woman’s Unien. A delegation from the 
Permanent Secretariat participated in the Sympo- 
sium of the World Democratic Youth Federation in 
Conakry. We also received an invitation from the 
secretariat of the World Students Union to attend 
their Symposium on the Democracy of Education 
scheduled to be held in Aden on the same date 
chated for our Council. We had to apologize for 
being unable to respond to their invitation and 
wished their Symposium every success. 


A delegation from the Permanent Secretariat 
also took part in the Tenth World Youth and Stud- 
ents Festival held in Berlin, Capital of Democratic 
Germany, in July-August 1973, which was one of 
the most significant events in the life of eur youth 
and contemporary generation. 
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The magnitude and diversity of these events 
have placed enormous responsibilities on the should- 
ers of our organisation. We have, thus, reorganized 
the international department in order to cope with, 
and absorb, these events. In future, we shall re- 
double our responsibilities and efforts to promote 
the Afro-Asian Solidarity movement on a world 
scale. 


WOMEN’S SECTION 


The Women’s Section participates in all the 
activities of the Secretariat in addition to publish- 
ing the Afro-Asian Women Magazine in collabora- 
tion with the African and Asian sisters. This sec- 
tion also plays host to ladies’ delegations from Asia 
and Africa which come to exchange views and to 
visit Cairo’s major landmarks. The last delegation 
we had the pleasure of having with us for three 
weeks came from South Vietnam. Furthermore, 
three delegates from the Section attended the Cun- 
ference of the Syrian Women Union last December, 
the Conference of the Arab Women Union in Feb- 
ruary as well as the Algeria Seminar which was 
held to make ready for the year 1975. The delega- 
tions of the Women’s Section will also meet with 
the women members of the various delegations in 
Baghdad, to make arrangements for the Seminar 
which the Women’s Section plans to hold in Cairo 
from May 1-3, to put forward and discuss the ar- 
rangements for 1975, the Interviational Women's 
Year which the U.N. has decided to observe. The 
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Women’s Section, moreover, proposes to convene 
the Third Afro-Asian Women Conference in 1975, 
and we hope that the Secretariat will be in a posi- 
tion to make arrangements for it. 


ORGANISATIONAL SECTION 


The Permanent Secretariat is working fcr 
developing its effectiveness and organisational ef- 
ficiency in the service of its noble political cbjec- 
tives. 


The Secretariat, no doubt, proved tc be vital 
and solid organ. Nevertheless, it needs more devel- 
opment and organisational consolidation. 


Therefore, the Permanent Secretariat is sub- 
mitting a draft amendment of the Organisation’s 
constitution in this session which we believe is 
suitable for presenting the proper organisational 
conditions to achieve these objectives. 


In this respect, we have to consolidate the ties 
between the Permanent secretariat and the ember 
committees and organs, on the one hand, and <o 
strengthen the links between the Organisation as 
a whole and its Permanent Secrecariat and the 
anti-colonialist international and democr@tic or- 
ganisations either governmental or non-govern- 
mental, regional or world wide. 


We also have to keep exerting efforts in 1m- 
plementing the programmes of propaganda and in- 
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formation adopted by the previous conferences and 
meetings of our Organisation. 


The Permanent Secretariat will develop its 
publications, magazines and bulletins, especially 
after the National.Council for Peace and Solidarity 
in Iraq — the host for this session of our Council — 
has shown a generous gesture in cooperating with 
the Permanent Secretariat for issuing a quarterly 
magazine of a high standard politically and tech- 
nically. 


At the same time, the question of establishing 
a research and documentation centre draws the at- 
tention of the Permanent Secretariat. The solidarity 
committees of the European Socialist countzies 
have shown their readiness to seriously study this 
question and to play an active role in achieving 
this ambitious plan. 


The Permanent Secretariat, after the mecting 
of Aden, has continued its propaganda and infor- 
mation activity, issued statements and participated 
in regional and international meetings and ccn- 
ferences with every possible effort and capability. 
It is noted actually that the activity cf the Per- 
manent Secretariat has greatly increased in the last. 
period, thus affirming its growing prestige in the 
African, Asian and international fields.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION : 


As for the financial situation of the Organisa- 
tion I repeat what came in my report to the 2th 
Session of the Executive Committee in Aden : 


The financial situation of the Organisation still 
cails for the greatest amount of attention from the 
countries and organisations which support AAPSO 
and its objectives. 


In this respect, I cannot but repeat what I have 
earlier stated in my report to the 10th session cf 
the Executive Committee, and to the 5th Congress 
of Afro-Asian Solidarity : 


‘I should affirm that the financial aspect of 
the Organisation suffers many shortcomings. One 
of the most important tasks of all member organ- 
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isations and committees is to contribute financial- 
ly in proportion with their revenues and potential- 
ities so that the AAPSO can continue to shoulder 
its responsibilities.” 


The Secretariat has undertaken continued and 
repeated efforts to obtain these contributions, but 
unfortunately it received only a limited response. 
It is my duty here to register my thanks to those 
countries and committees which offered financial 
contributions to the Organisation ; for we regard 
these contributions as a material support as well 
as a definite form of political and moral support. 


I may reiterate here the appeal which was 
made several times by the Secretariat to all com- 
mittees and organisations which can afford finan- 
cial contributions to lend this question all their 
attention.” 


In this report, I re-state the appeal which was 
launched by the Permanent Secretariat more than 
once to all the committees able to help with finan- 
cial contributions to give this matter due attention. 


‘In this report we turn to you once again with 
our insistent call to make the greatest effort pos- 
sihle to strengthen the Secretariat’s Budget Ly the 
subscription of every committee according to its 
means. Thus the Secretariat can fulfil its obliga- 
tions and achieve its forthcoming plan of action.” 


In this respect I am also interested to refer to 
the resolution of our Fifth Congress which stipu- 
lated : 
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“In order to overcome the financial difficulties 
of the Organisation, the Conference decides that 
every member committee and affiliated body, with 
the only exception of the liberation movements and 
mijitant parties who face financial problems of 
their own, should pay an annual subscription of a 
Minimum of 2,000 pounds. 


CONCLUSION 


Throughout its sixteen years of activities, the 
Permanent Secretariat, just like any organisation 
which throbs with life and vigour, encountered 
many obstacles and difficulties while confronting 
the challenges of the surrounding world. It never- 
theless adhered to the fulfilment of the historic 
tasks which devolved on it through the role it play- 
ed in the problems related to the struggle of cur 
peoples and to the pursuit of our objectives. 


The Permanent Secretariat has in fact seored 
great success, and played a valuable role in the 
realization of its objectives. 


All these experiences and victories have help- 
ed our Permanent Secretariat acquire maturity 
while they supplied it with renewed vigour and 
ability to shoulder its burdens. We pledge to pro- 
ceed ahead with the vanguard ranks of our peoples, 
pursuing our struggle with them so that they may 
score victory and so that freedom, justice and peace 
may prevail. 
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INAUGURAL SESSION 


ADDRESS 


by 
PRESIDENT AHMED HASSAN EL BAKR, 


President of the Iraqi Republic, 
at the Inaugural Session of the Xith 
Council of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity Organization 


Brothers and Friends, 
Honoured Guests, 


It is with pleasure that I extend to you the 
warmest of welcomes, and wish you a most agree- 
able sojourn in this militant country. I hope that 
your conference is characterized by progress and 
crowned with success in the service of the cause 
cf liberation and noble strife in the world. 


We set a high value on the tireless efforts of 
the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organization, 
whose conference, by being held in Baghdad, re- 
presents an expression of solidarity with the strug- 
gle of our people against exploitation, imperialism 
and Zionism. 

Dear Brothers — this is a happy chance to 
meet with you in Baghdad, and to talk with you 
about the political, social, and economically pro- 
gressive changes which we have been effecting in 
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our militant country since the triumph of the popu- 
Jar will in the Revolution of the 17th. of July, 1968, 
a will which then confronted, with courage and 
resolution, a burdensome legacy of inertia, disin- 
tegration and deterioration in all fields. 


It was incumbent upon the Revolution and 
upon the Party that led it — the Arab Socialist 
Baath — to undertake, in grappling with the for- 
midable tasks and responsibilities which presented 
themselves, reckonings based on scientific study 
and of minute accuracy, and to formulate a radic- 
ally new revolutionary programme to ensure the 
welfare of the society — a hope anticipated by the 
rank and file of our people and nation — and to 
catch up with the nations in the forefront of to- 
day’s world. 


Our country, brothers, before the light of the 
Revolution broke forth, was an open arena for the 
forces of reaction and their agents, while the forces 
and elements of nationalism and progress were sub- 
jected to persecution and torture, crowded in pri- 
sons and detention camps. In the face of this stran- 
ge, indeed perverted, state of affairs, the Revclu- 
ticn swore an oath to rid the country of the net- 
works of spies and agents operating in it, and im- 
pose the most rigorous punishment on those who 
had betrayed their people and nation, and sold 
themselves to the foreigner. 


The Revolution was able to fulfil its cath to 
the people, and succeeded in flushing out the dense 
of espionage and treason. On the other liand, the 
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Revolution gave free rein to democratic lhhberties 
to all the nationalist forces, and set about effacing 
all the manifestations of persecution and political 
oppression. 


Within the framework of accomplishing the 
urgent tasks facing the revolution, a new law for 
radical agrarian reform was promulgated and it 
reflected the keenness of the revolution to provide 
sound and correct bases for progressive transfor- 
mation in agricultural relations and the emanci- 
pation of the toiling masses of peasants from all 
aspects of under-development, exploitation and 
feudalism. The law also provided for the adoption 
of modern agricultural techniques through the in- 
troduction of large-scale mechanisation in the 
country and considered ‘collective, cooperative and 
state farms as the main framework for socialist 
agriculture. Other provisions of the law called for 
the ‘consolidation and encouragement of farmers 
and cooperative societies, the dissemination of so- 
cialist awareness in the country and deepening the 
sense of responsibility for the build up of the new 
society. 


Conscious of the prominent place occupied by 
the working class in accomplishing and speeding up 
the progressive transformations and building up the 
socialist society, the Revolution hastened to pro- 
mulgate a new labour law based. on progressive and 
socialist foundations whether in the domain of 
strengthening developing the militant role ployed 
by the working class and its contribution to jpoli- 
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tical, economic and social life or in the way of 
providing the best health and living conditions for 
the labouring masses. The law also laid cdcwn all 
the foundations for stepping up trade unionist 
action and consolidating its role in labour, produc- 
tion and defence of the interests of the working 
class. 


As regards the liberation of the oil wealth from 
imperialist domination and foreign monopolies, the 
revolution launched a decisive and relentless strug- 
gle to wrench our legitimate, just rights and ensure 
full national sovereignty over national resources. 
it devoted all potentialities for the consolidation of 
the Iraqi national oil company with a view to en- 
suring direct national investment of oil which ke- 
came a reality for the first time in the history of 
our country on the 7th. of April 1972 with the pro- 
duction of oil from “Remeila” fields in cooperation 
with our Soviet friends. 


In view of the Revolution’s keenness to com- 
plete all prerequisites for real economic indepen- 
dence, the first of June 1972 witnessed the nution- 
alisation of operations carried out by the Irag Petro- 
leum Company which was followed, in 1973, with 
the nationalisation of the shares of American, 
Dutch and Portuguese monopolies in the Basra Oil 
Company. 


The triumphant historical battle of oil nation- 
alisation demonstrated the ability of our people to 
hold out, confront challenges and wrench victory. 
The methods of pressure and containment practised 
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by imperialist and monopolist circles against the 
nationalisation measure were all futile and these 
circles had to submit to the will of the people on 
the first of March 1973 which marks the day of 
victory. 


We fully appreciate the wide-scale campaigns 
of consolidation andl support staged for the benefit 
of the revolution by all struggling peoples and 
popular progressive organizations all ovcr the 
world. The backing we received from yowr organi- 
zation, the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organiza- 
tion in our struggle against monopolies has deeply 
impressed our masses and their revolutionary lead- 
ership. It is opportune, on this occasion, to mention 
the active role played by the Peace and Solidarity 
Council in Iraq and the World Peace Ccuncil to 
gain the support of all peace-loving forces for the 
progressive accomplishments of the revolutionary 
drive. 


In order to build up a solid national economy 
and provide the requirements of socialist transfor- 
mation, the Revolution adopted a system of scien- 
tific planning with the aim of achieving compre- 
hensive national development in all fields. The Last 
few years witnessed bright accomplishments in the 
way of implementing extensive development pro- 
grammes in the agriculture, industry and cervices 
sectors, reinforcement of the leading role played by 
the public sector in economic life and the estaklish- 
ment of the material bases for the construction of 
a socialist society. 
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The achievements of the past few years in the 
field of development constitute a turning point in 
the history of the country, but we are confidently 
looking forward to the acceleration of progressive 
transformations and to higher levels of perform- 
ance within shorter time in order to make up for 
years of chaos, laxity and economic and social back- 
wardness. 


Dear Brothers, 


Among the urgent issues for which the Revolu- 
tion sought to provide a decisive solution in the 
interest of the progress and unity of our people, 
Arabs and Kurds, as well as all fraternal minorities, 
was the Kurdish problem through which imperialist 
and reactionary circles tried to practice all sorts 
of conspiracies and subversion against our people 
and homeland. The Manifesto of March i1, 1970, 
embodied the desired progressive formula for a 
peaceful and democratic solution to the Kurdish 
problem. It provided for respecting the legitimate 
rights of our Kurdish people including the right of 
self-rule within the framework of the Iraqi Re- 
public. 

The years which have followed the proclama- 
tion of this historic statement hitherto, witnessed 
consistent and sincere efforts for its full implemen- 
tation, the latest among which was the promulga- 
tion of the law on self-rule to Kurdistan, proposed 
by the Progressive National Front, approved by the 
Revolutionary Command Council and duly issued on 
the eleventh of March 1974.

The peaceful and. democratic settlement of the 
Kurdish problem has met with several difficulties 
and obstacles, in view of imperialist and reaction- 
ary methods of conspiracy and subversion and the 
influence of some dubious and rightist currents. The 
Revolution, however, remained strongly keen on 
providing the most favourable conditions and basis 
for the development of a peaceful and democratic 
settlement designed to grant self-rule to Kurdistan. 


We realize that the imperialists and lackeys 
are not content with the consolidation of militant 
relations among the sons of the Iraqi people. This 
explains their attempts to create difficulties and 
obstacles in order to break up the unity of the 
internal structure. We are confident, however, that 
the consciousness of our masses, whether Arabs, 
Kurds, or other homogeneous minorities, and the 
profound sense of historical responsibilities dictat- 
ed by common destiny are capable of confrcnting 
all imperialist and reactionary conspiracies and 
subversion, and consolidating peace throughcut our 
beloved homeland, and foiling all dubious and sinis- 
ter calls which seek to harm our country and people 
and the strong unity binding its sons. 


Dear Brothers, 


We have great pride in the world-wide support 
accorded to the March 11 Manifesto and the law on 
self-rule to Kurdistan, by various struggling peoples 
in the world. Once more, we affirm our determina- 
tion to continue our endeavours for reconstruction, 
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peace and national unity and to counter all cnau- 
vinistic tendencies, and suspicious and reactionary 
inclinations, having full faith in the consciousness 
of our Kurdish people and their support of the Ke- 
volution and its progressive achievements in favour 
of developing a successful peaceful and demccratic 
settlement of the issue and foiling imperialist and 
reactionary moves. 


Within the context of this unchanging ccncep- 
tion, our country will witness the practical applica- 
tion of the self-rule law, and the establishment of its 
legislative and executive constitutional institutions 
in Kurdistan. 


With a view to bringing about militant integra- 
tion between progressive forces, tremendous and 
genuine efforts throughout the past years have heen 
exerted for the establishment of a national and pro- 
gressive front. These efforts were crowned with the 
creation of this front last year on the eve of the 
fifth anniversary of the July 17th. Revolution as an 
embodiment of the militant formula serrying toge- 
ther the various progressive fronts in accordance 
with the Charter of National Action, and serving as 
a vivid and practical example of the forces of libera- 
tion in the area, and a beacon to the forces of libera- 
tion in the world. This was achieved with a view tc 
unifying the national ranks and deepening their in- 
tegration in the face of colonialist and reactionary 
challenges. 


The national and progressive front in our coun- 
try emerged with a view to transcending the stage 
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of hostility and fragmentation in the national ranks, 
to the stage of mobilising all the potentialities in our 
countries, building a new society and accelerating 
progressive transformations. 

Our front which at present includes the Social- 
ist Arab Baath Party and the Iraqi Communist 
Party as well as the national and progressive forces 
is open before the Kurdish Democratic Party whose 
inclusion would broaden the base of joint national 
work, and ensure total militant alignment with a 
view to facing the requirements of revolutionary 
construction and the vistas of a better future. 


Dear Brothers, 


This is a brief picture of some of the progressive 
transformations achieved by the Revolution under 
the leadership of its vanguard party, the Socialist 
Arab Baath Party, and the integration of the na- 
tional and progressive forces on the home front. 


On the Arab level, the Revolution adhered to the 
national and socialist path as well as to its belief 
in the unity of the Arab nation. It, therefore, strug- 
gled with determination to carry out a revolutionary 
experience which would constitute a vanguard out- 
post for the movement of Arab struggle and con- 
temporary Arab revolution. Moreover, it is firmly 
standing out against the colonialist, Zionist and reac- 
tionary schemes which are calculated to impose de- 
feat and surrender on the Arab nation as a means 
of serving the aggressive and expansionist interests 
of the Zionist entity. 
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Our country is an integral part of the Arab 
nation, and its revolutionary experience is Lcing led 
by a national, progressive, socialist party... the So- 
cialist Arab Baath Party. It was, therefore, natural 
that the revolutionary concept should take as its 
point of departure the national and strategic aspira- 
tions for unity, freedom and socialism. 


The Revolution of July 17 came as a practical 
response to the state of deterioration, disintegration 
and national setback of June 5, 1967. It furthermore 
came as a response to the economic and social back- 
wardness, while it laid before the Arab masses a 
militant programme to confront colonialist and Zion- 
ist challenges. In addition, it unmasked the defeatist 
and submissive schemes which sought to liquidate 
the Palestine cause and to surrender to the Zionist 
aggression which intended to usurp our Arab land. 


When last October witnessed the renewal of 
fighting against the Zionist enemy, the Revclution 
put all its potentialities in the service of the national 
battle and the common Arab destiny. Meanwhile, the 
valiant Iraqi army shouldered a vanguard and fro- 
minent role in standing fast against Zionist aggres- 
sion and usurpation, and in cooperating with the 
Arabs to pursue the fight until all the Arab terri- 
tories are liberated, and until the Arab people of 
Palestine have achieved self-determination on their 
national soil. We are, therefore, resolved to proceed 
along this path and to consolidate the struggle of 
the Arab people in foiling U.S., Zionist and reaction- 
ary schemes so that all the occupied Arab territories 
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may be liberated and the rights of the Arab people 
cf Palestine to return to their homeland and to exer- 
cise self-determination are restored. 


We believe in our just and legitimate right on 
the soil of Palestine usurped by the Zionists, and. we 
will firmly adhere to our just stand in the Arab- 
Zionist conflict. We will furthermore pursue our sup- 
port and our backing for the Palestinian revolution 
in its struggle against aggression and usurpation. 


The Revolution, furthermore, faced various colo- 
nialist machinations in the Arab Gulf but it firmly 
stood fast against the scandalous role played oy the 
reactionary regimes in the area which are in the pay 
of imperialist and aggressive policies. It thus became 
clear that the aggressive provocations on our herders 
constituted a link in the chain of colonialist conspi- 
racies as well as a desperate move to stem the tide 
of liberation and progress adhered to by the Revolu- 
tion. 


In the sphere of foreign policy, the Revoluticn 
adopted the path of mutual cooperation and common 
interests in its relations with the countries of the 
world. 


Filled with the belief in joint struggle, the Re- 
volution strengthened its relations with the liberat- 
ed countries while it entrenched its cooperation with 
the friendly socialist countries with the context of 
consolidating national independence and realizing 
joint interest on equal terms. The Cooperation and 
Friendship Agreement signed between Iraq and the 
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Soviet Union in April 1972, came to reaffirm the 
desire for firm strategic integration between the 
Arab and international revolutions. 


Our foreign policy adheres to effective solida- 
rity with the struggle of all the peoples against im- 
perialism, Zionism and racist regimes. 


Our Revolution, moreover, stood firmly by the 
struggle of the people of Vietnam, Laos and Cam- 
bodia against U.S. imperialist intervention, while it 
supported the struggle of the people of Latin Ame- 
rica for the sake of liberation and emancipation from 
colonialist domination, most particularly ithe strug- 
gle of the people of Chile against the agent fascist 
junta. 


We condemn and denounce the colonialist and 
racist policies practised against the militant peoples 
of Africa and stand by the side of the movements 
of liberation in the continent, particularly in Angola, 
Mozambique, Guinea Bissau, South Africa, and Zim- 
bhabwe, in short, wherever the banners of struggle 
and revolution and raised against exploitation and 
racism.

excuse. These may reflect on a limitation of our 
means or of our organizational ability, but detract. 
not at all from the warmth of our feelings towards 
you and our high regard for your noble mission. 
Welcome, then, and a thousand times welcome, to 
your own home, the home of peace, among your 
brother builders of peace. 


Friends, 


Allow me, in the name of all of us, to express 
thanks to Iragi President Ahmed Hassan E! Bzekr, 
under whose auspices this meeting is being held, and 
for his personally undertaking to provide everything 
necessary to ensure that it fulfil its historic mission 
and rise to the level which the peoples of the world 
expect of it. 


With the President’s permission, I wouid refer 
to his constant patronage of our Council, the Na- 
tional Council for Peace and Solidarity in the Re- 
public of Iraq ; for he has always been our mainstay, 
morally, politically and materially in all our acti- 
vities, both on the national and international levels. 
His support has facilitated for us our positive par- 
ticipation in the process of uniting the nationa! for- 
ces ; our Council now comprises prominent represen- 
tatives of the Arab Socialist Baath Party leadership, 
the Iraqi Communist Party, the Kurdish Democratic 
Party, of the State, and of the democratic, national- 
ist and progressive elements in our society ; ail of 
them work together with one will and towards a 
common national, Arab and international aim. This 
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unity has, in turn, made it possible for us to con- 
tribute our share in the strife to wrest our wealth 
from the grip of monopolisers and imperialists, and 
in the current process of liquidating all forms of 
foreign exploitation. A significant instance in point 
is the role played by our Council, in co-operation 
with the two international organizations (The World 
Peace Council, and the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Soli- 
darity Organization) in the widespread mobilization 
of world public opinion at the International Con- 
ference in Support of the Iragi People’s and Govern- 
ment’s Nationalization of the Iraqi Petroleum Com- 
pany, and at “The International Seminar on Oil as a 
Weapon against Imperialism and Zionism 2nd in the 
Service of Economic Liberation and Deve:opment for 
the Future.” We wish to seize this opportunity to 
express our appreciation of the efforts made by the 
World Peace Council and by AAPSO to aid and sup- 
port our activities, and to offer them both our deep 
thanks. We believe that the present circumstances 
require the holding of another Seminar on Oil 1n the 
light of current developments relating to the energy 
question, particularly since the October War. 


The Iraqi President’s support also made it pos- 
sible for us to participate, on the internationa) plane, 
in the movements of peace and solidarity, and to 
carry the voice of our Republic to the peoples of the 
Kar East, of Indo-China, of the Indian Subccntinent, 
of Asia, Africa and Latin America. We are proud 
of this participation which has helped project an 
image of the progressive developments in cur Re- 
public to the rest of the world. 
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Friends, 

The present session of the AAPSO Council is —- 
in many ways and for several reasons — of special 
significance. 

This conference is important in so far as it is 
being held at a time when the Zionist imperialist 
reactionary aggression persists, led by the imperial- 
ists in the United States of America against the 
rising tide of the Arab liberation movement, and for 
the express purpose of consecrating the Israeli ag- 
gression, liquidating the rights of the Palestinian 
people, and threatening the Iraqi Republic, and im- 
peding its evolution on the road to social progress 
in an attempt to weaken its progressive regime. 


The great significance of this session is the 
fact that it represents an international manifesta- 
tion on a high level to counter this onslaught and 
to escalate the liberation struggle in this region, 
and conduct it in accordance with the current. posi- 
tive developments on the international stage so 
that it caz surge forward towards the liquidation 
of imperialism and Israeli aggression. Also, among 
the reasons that stress the importance of this ses- 
sion, is the fact that it takes place at a moment 
when the world is witnessing a general, positive 
evolution in international relations and a new in- 
ternational atmosphere whose basic feature is the 
bankruptcy of the cold war policy, and the neces- 
sity to renounce it, as well as the victory of the 
principle of peaceful co-existence between countries 
with different social regimes, a victory which has 
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promoted the policy of detente and international 
co-cperation. 


This process represents the result of the long 
complex struggle which was waged and is still be- 
ing) waged by the peoples, and the change of the 
balance of power in the interest of the fcrces of 
peace, freedom and socialism. 


It is the result of the rising strength of the 
socialist community, headed by the Soviet Union, 
and the victory of its foreign policy, and that of 
the other members of this community, and the cul- 
mination of this policy in the peace programme 
adopted by the 24th Session of the Communist 
Party in the Soviet Union. 


This process is the result of the heroic strug- 
gle which was waged and is still being waged by 
the peopies of Asia, Africa and Latin America and 
the cohesion of the struggle of these people with 
the socialist community in a militant front against 
imperialism and its various lackeys. 


We particularly note here the glorious victory 
won by the Vietnamese people against the Ameri- 
can forces of aggression and their stooges, and the 
great victories won by the liberation movements in 
the African continent. 


We are also proud of the fact that our or- 
ganization — AAPSO — has contributed to the 
mobilization of world public opinion, for the con- 
solidation of the liberation struggle of these peoples 
and for the cohesion of the international front, 
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formed by the national liberation forces, the world 
socialist movement and the world democratic move- 
ment headed by the Soviet Union, the streng and 
loyal friend, who staunchly and sincerely supports 
the peoples’ struggle for liberation, independence 
and progress. 


This historical process represents the result of 
the struggle of the forces of peace and democracy 
in the whole world, including the peoples of the 
capitalist countries such as the peoples of Western 
Kurope working for the destruction of the pclicy 
of cold war imposed by the US imperialists, and for 
achieving European security and co-operation. 


We should particularly mention the great im- 
portance of holding this meeting after the Moscow 
Conference for the Forces of Peace and the impor- 
tance of our efforts to propagate its results and to 
implement its resolutions and programmes of 
action. 


Dear Friends, 


Our meeting acquires a special importance for 
it is convened after the realisation of national in- 
dependence by several countries of the two con- 
tinents, especially Africa, and their ability to con- 
tribute to the actions of our Council. Our Organi- 
sation includes, today the representatives of coun- 
tries and movements which have not been repre- 
sented before. Moreover, most of the peoples cf the 
two continents, after achieving political indepen- 
dence, face the tasks of liquidating the remnants 
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of imperialism and neo-colonialism, the tasks of 
liberating their national wealth, going forward cn 
the road of independent economic develcpment, 
raising the standard of living of the masses and 
propelling the wheel of social progress. As I pre- 
viously mentioned, this session faces new tasks of 
deepening and broadening the objectives of our 
Organisation and reforming its organs in a2 way 
that fits these tasks. 


Evidence of the special importance of this ses- 
sion is the contribution of these eminent personali- 
ties of the whole world, representatives of progres- 
sive public opinion and information organisations 
such as the representatives of the press, news agen- 
cies, radio and television. 


There is no doubt that this internationai atten- 
tion will give the work of this session further 
weight. 


One of the tasks of our meeting is to contri- 
bute to the enriching of the historical process of 
detente and international co-operation. But one of 
cur duties is to keep the peoples we represent aware 
of the fact that this process cannot wheel along a 
smooth and straight road. Imperialism has not 
changed, and will not change, its nature. It is, under 
the leadership of the US imperialists, fanatically 
working at scheming plots and hatching counter 
moves. Imperialism is undertaking all this actively 
in our area and could do that also in Chile at the 
hands of the military junta, the client of the CIA. 
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Dear Brothers and Friends, 


Our meeting will deal with the most erucial 
problems currently confronting the struggle of the 
peoples of Africa and Asia as well as solidarity. 
with the peoples of Latin America and the issues 
of world peace in general; issues which will be 
kindly reviewed by our dear friend, Mr. Youssef el 
Sebai, Secretary General of our Organization. But 
allow me first of all to speak briefly of the situa- 
tion in our area, more precisely of the issue of Arab 
struggle against imperialism, Zionism and reaction, 
and the actual facts about Israeli occupation an 
aggression. 


This struggle has entered a new stage with the 
war of October 1973, the results of which side by 
side with Arab drives have brought about a new 
internaticnal situation more favourable to thie cause 
of Arab liberation. This was achieved not only cn 
the level of world public opinion but on the level 
of governments as well, in Western Europe, Japan 
and particularly Africa ; a situation which increas- 
ed Israel’s isolation as well as that of its supperter 
in aggression, US imperialism. This new situation 
could have been exploited and developed in favour 
of the movement of Arab liberation against Israeli 
aggression and US imperialism, more particularly 
to ensure the rights of the people of Palestine. But 
by reason of US schemes which received the sup- 
port of Arab reaction, the situation was not only 
confined to continued Zionist aggression and Israeli 
occupation of Arab territories but went as far as 
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to allow both US imperialism and its ally Arab 
reaction to have the upper hand in what had come 
to be known as the Middle East crisis. Thus, there 
is no longer any room for doubt that US imperial- 
ism and Zionism have identical interests which are 
based on support for Israeli aggression and reac- 
tionary forces in this area. This imperialism which 
is even more reactionary and aggressive on the in- 
ternational scene has constituted the main threat 
to Arab liberation movements as a whole as well 
as to anti-imperialist Arab regimes and to the na- 
tional achievements of Arab struggle throughout 
half a century. The nature of US imperialism has 
not and will not change, though it may change its 
behaviour and tactics at every historic stage. For 
the danger of US imperialism has not only in the 
multifarious and decisive support which US im- 
perialism gives to Israel, thereby raising its aggres- 
sive capacity, nor does it lie in the support of reac- 
tionary forces in the area to and co-operation with 
it in hatching plots but it lies most particularly in 
their deceitful drives to fragment the Arab rnove- 
ment from within. Its efforts are furthermore aim- 
ed at isolating its militant forces from their strong, 
faithful and unswerving ally, the Soviet Union, as 
well as from all the socialist, liberal and democ- 
ratic forces in the word, in a bid to undermine 
and curb the role of the Arab anti-imperialist re- 
gimes. US imperialism, together with the reaction- 
ary forces supporting it, therefore, seek io isolate 
the Arab countries from each other and to handle 
each of them separately, with a view to imposing 
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a, settlement to the Middle East conflict in the 
absence of the Soviet Union. They furthermore 
seek to keep these countries away from the inter- 
national scene as well as from the forces which 
seek to solve the problem on the basis of liquidat- 
ing Israeli aggression and occupation while insur- 
ing the national and legitimate rights of the Arab 
people of Palestine. 


It is, therefore, imperative to vigorously affirm 
that the only solution to the Middle East conflict 
and the restoration of a just and lasting peace in 
the area lies in the total and unconditional with- 
drawal of the Israeli troops from all the occupied 
Arab territories and the guarantee of the national, 
legitimate rights of the Arab people of Palestine 
to return to their homeland, as well as their right 
to self-determination, and to struggle for the sake 
of these rights. 


Friends, 


You certainly know that imperialist conspira- 
cies against the Arab liberation movement extend 
to the Arab Gulf and the Arabian Peninsula, and 
are motivated by the same objectives for which the 
Israeli aggression is being consolidated, namely to 
maintain domination over this area and continue 
to exploit its resources (including petroleum). 


This activity aims at striking the escalating 
Arab liberation movement in this part of the world 
and menacing the stability of the progressive and 
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anti-imperialist regime in our country, Iraq and 
in the People’s Democratic Republic of Yemcn. It 
also aims at striking Arab liberation movements 
elsewhere, particularly in Oman and the Arab Gulf. 


Thus, Anglo-American imperialists are streng- 
thening their aggressive military bases in this area 
relying on local reactionary regimes especially in 
Iran and Saudi Arabia, where extensive armament 
programmes are initiated and enormous military 
forces are installed which are not compatible with 
the. requirements of the country. This explains the 
growing military provocations by Iran on the east- 
ern borders of Irag during recent months, including 
the violation of Iragi sovereignty over land, air and 
water, such provocations are aimed at undermining 
the multi-sided progressive transformations that 
have taken place in this country. His Excellency 
the President has dwelt on these transformations in 
detail, but I would like to stress some points briefly. 
I shall refer, in this context, to the consolidation 
of national unity through the democratic sclution 
of the Kurdish problem on the basis of the histori- 
eal statement of March 1970, and the matervialisa- 
tion of principles embodied in this statement, in the 
self-autonomy law for Kurdistan issued on March 
11. last. I am also citing the successful efforts 
exerted for the formation of a national progressive 
front on the basis of the Charter of National 
Action which was crowned with the agreement be- 
tween the Arab Socialist Baath-Party and the Iraqi 
Communist Party. Remarkable achievements were 
also made in the field of agrarian reform, the liqui- 
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dation of feudalist families in the country, the am- 
bitious programmes of socio-economic development 
and the restoration of our oil wealth from imperial- 
ist monopolies. The transformation. is alsc mani- 
fested in our progressive foreign policy based on 
solidarity with struggling peoples and co-operation 
with progressive liberated governments, particularly 
with the community of socialist countries headed 
by the Soviet Union. 


In view of this progressive policy and the 
steadfastness of Iraq vis-a-vis imperialist plans, the 
imperialists along with Israel and other reactionary 
forces are trying to strike the progressive regime 
in our Republic and undermine its stability. 


There is no doubt that the meeting of your con- 
ference, in Baghdad, is a source of encouragement 
to, and solidarity with, our Iraqi people and its 
national government under the leadership of its 
militant President Ahmed Hassan El Bakr, in these 
critical circumstances through which our country 
and the Arab area is passing on the national and 
pan-Arab levels. We pledge to continue, with 
honesty and integrity, our firm struggle within the 
framework of peoples’ march against imperialism, 
Zionism and the forces of reaction. 


In conclusion, dear Friends, 


I wish your noble efforts palpable success in 
developing the activities of the Organization, mob- 
ising public opinion, deepening and expanding 
the scope of solidarity between peoples of the two 
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continents and with the struggle of Latin American 
peoples and active co-operation with the forces of 
world peace and all forces hostile to imperialism 
and aggression. We also wish you success in set- 
ting up an international community, based on jus- 
tice, peace and co-operation.

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A REVIEW OF THE CABLES RECEIVED FROM HEADS 
OF STATE AND GOVERNMENT 


Numerous cables were sent to us by heads of state and 
government and leaders cf parties and political organisations 
all of which confirmed total solidarity with the participants in 
A.A.P.S.O.’s 11th Council Session and attached great importance 
to the results of that historic gathering. 


Guinean President Ahmed Sekou Toure sent us a cable 
in. which he expressed his warm wishes for the success of 
the work of A.A.P.S.O.’s 11th Council Session held in Baghdad. 


President Sekou Toure said he was convinced that the 
Third World’s vital problems would be under discussion and 
would find the most avprovriate solution. -He added that the 
Council’s work will contribute to the consolidation of the joint 
struggle of the Afro-Asian peoples against exploitation and 
domination by colonialism, neo-colonialism, imperialism, racial 
discrimination and Zionism. 


President Anwar el Sadat of the Arab Republic of Egypt 
addressed a message of greetings to the 11th Council Session 
in which he clarified that the meeting takes nlace in a de- 
cisive phase in human history in which the world was witness- 
ing ever-increasing victories of the peoples over all the forces 
of aggression. 


President Sadat stated that unity between the Arab peo- 
ples and solidarity between the African and Asian peoples 
were vividly illustrated during the Cctober War. 


President Sadat praised the close cooperation accorded to 
Egypt and Syria by the African brethren who offered the 
strongest support to the Arab struggle and the reassertion 
of our just demand, that is the withdrawal of Israeli forces 
from all land usurped on June 5th 1967, and the recognition 
of the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people. He stated 
that Egypt would never accent a unilateral solution or con- 
cede one inch of its territory or squander the rights of the 
Palestinian people. 
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Mr. Aziz Shereef, President of 

the Council, reading the cables 

and messages of support to the 
Council. 


President Sadat explained that the Egyptian army re- 
mains at a state of alert until the completion of Israeli with- 
drawal from all the Arab territories and until the realisation 
of the just and legitimate Arab demands. 


Mr. Leonid Breznev, Secretary General of the Central 
Committee of the Soviet Communist Party, addressed a cable 
to the Council in which he declared that the Soviet Uinon 
has and will always continue to extend total support to the 
national liberation movements. of the Afro-Asian peoples. 


Mr. Breznev reaffirmed the Soviet people’s resolute stand 
for a just and lasting peace in the Middle East on the basis 
of the withdrawal of Israeli trooos from all occupied Arab 
territories and the guarantee of the national legitimate rights 
of the Arab Palestinian people. 


Mr. Breznev expressed his country’s decisive suvport for 
the valiant struggle waged by the vneonle of Vietnam and Indo- 
china to attain their freedom and indenendence. He stressed 
Soviet support for the national struggle in Guinea-Bissau, Mo- 
zambique, Angola, South Africa, Namibia and Zimbabwe — 
whose peoples wage armed combat against the last stronghold 
of colonialism and racism in Africa. 


Mr. Breznev declared that the Soviet Union is aware that 
the solidarity movement of the Afro-Asian peoples will re- 
main a strong element in the struggle against colonialism and 
for national independence, social progress, durable peace and 
security of the peoples. 


Mr. Mohamed Ziad Barre, head of the Supreme Revolu- 
tionary Council of the Somali Renublic, sent a message to the 
Council stating that the Somali people and government ex- 
tend their greetings and the exvression of their appreciation 
for the work and activities of A.A.P.S.O. which represents the 
consciousness of the peoples of Africa and Asia in their just 
struggle to liquidate imperialism, colonialism, Zionism and 
racism. 


Mr. Mohamed Ziad Barre expressed his satisfaction at the 
special emphasis placed by this Council Session on the situa- 
tion in the Middle East. He said that support for rights and 
justice requires the reaffirmation of the position of the Afro- 
Asian peoples against Israeli imperialist aggression on the 
Arab and African peoples. 


Mr. Abdel Fattah Ismail, Secretary General of the Central 
Committee for Political Organisation — National Front of 
the Popular Democratic Republic of Yemen, addressed the 
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Council a messate in which he mentioned that the pecples 
and national liberation movements in both continents look 
forward with great interest to the results of this session — 
and that these exnectaticns arise from the current circum- 
stances in which imperialist nlots are hatched against the 
sovereignty of the peoples with view to perpetuating the plund- 
er of their national resources. 


Mr. Abdel Fattah Ismail added in his message that US 
imperialism and Portuguese colonialism played and ccntinue 
to play a vile role in the Middle East, in Guinea-Bissau, 
Angola, Mozambique, Vietnam and the Indian Ocean. He ex- 
pressed his faith that the solidarity conference of Baghdad will 
stand in support of the struggle of these peonles for national 
liberation and social progress, in the vanguard of which is the 
legitimate and just struggle of the Palestinian people for self- 
determination on their land. 


Mr. A. Honecker, First Secretary of the German United 
Socialist Party, sent a cable affirmine his confidence that the

He affirmed his trust that the Council’s resolutions 
will have great and effective imnact in consolidating the just 
Arab cause, and the declared his support for the peoples of 
Angola, Mozambique and Namibia. 


General Ramana Ntsoa, Head of the Malagasy Govern- 
ment, despatched a cable in which he declared the support 
of the Malagasy government and neople for the aims of the 
Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation and for the ef- 
forts displayed by the Organisation against all forms of im- 
perialism in assistance to the causes of world peace and na- 
tional liberation of the peoples still suffering under the yoke 
of oppression and exploitation. 


We received a message from Mr. Michael Micombero, Sec- 
retary General of the Uprona Party and President of Burundi, 
in which he states that the Organisation’s 11th Council Ses- 
sion convenes at a crucial moment in the history of man- 
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Kind. He went to say that the Organisation can count of the 
complete supvort of the Burundi people in its struggle which 
began since its inception in consolidation of the links of friend- 
ship between the peoples and for the sake of world peace. 


We received a message from Archbishop Makarios, Pre- 
sident of Cyprus, in which he says that the lofty principles 
of freedom, justice and peace in many parts of the world 
run across flagrant violations while there remain regimes 
which still practise racial discrimination. He said that the 
Afro-Asian peoples’ struggle in defense of these noble principles 
and for the eradication of racism meets with profound ap- 
preciation. President Makarios exnressed his total support 
for the efforts exerted by the Organisation and Said that 
the rising number of regional and international organisations 
participating in this Session indicates the extent of impor- 
tance achieved by the Afro-Asian Solidarity Movement. 


We received a message from Mr. William Tolbert, Pre- 
sident of Liberia, in which he extends sreetings to the re- 
presentatives of one hundred national, and international or- 
ganisations meeting in Baghdad. He stated his appreciation 
of this historic gathering and its meaning to the militant 
and progressive forces in Africa and Asia. He reaffirmed his 
full support for our meeting and his solidarity with us and 
with all progressive forces struggling for the liquidation of 
racism and reaction from Africa and Asia. 


Mr. Soliman Frangieh, President of the Republic of Le- 
banon, sent a cable of greetings and aupreciation of the ef- 
forts exerted by the representatives of the various organisa- 
tions participating in this Session in support of the causes 
of justice and peace in the world. 


Mr. Lee Kuan Yew, Prime Minister of Singapore, des- 
patched a cable in which he called uvon the Organisation 
for Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity to undertake effective initia- 
tives in support of solutions to old and new problems affect- 
ing humanity, and to orient the objectives of the Organisa- 
tion towards the realisation of freedom and economic and 
social justice for all peovles on both the national and inter- 
national level. 


Mr. Nicolai Ceasescu, Chairman of the Council of State 
of the Socialist Republic of Rumania, said in his cable that 
this was a stage that required, more than any other time, 
the unification of all anti-imperialist forces in order to lay 
down new principles for relations between countries to be 
based upon equality and mutual respect. He added that Ru- 
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mania considers it vital on the part of all peoples to exert. 
all efforts to reach a just and durable peace in the Middle 
East that would lead to the evacuation of Israeli forces from 
the occunvied Arab territories and the creation of circumstances 
propitious for the insurance of the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people according to their national aspirations. 


We received a cable from Mr. Mohamad Jaafar el Numeiry, 
President of the Democratic Republic of Sudan, expressing the 
Sudanese people’s solidarity with A.A.P.S.O. in facing plots 
hatched by the forces of subversion aimed at plucking the 
finest fruits of the struggle. 


We also received numerous cables from international and 
popular organisations expressing support, solidarity and apprecia- 
tion to the representatives of participating organisations in this 
Session. 


Mr. Romesh Chandra, Secretary General of the World 
Peace Council, cabled us to confirm his Council’s absolute co- 
operation in implementing the resolutions adopted by this 
Session and pointing to the fact that, as one of the found- 
ing fathers of the Organisation, he always swelled with pride 
whenever he dealt with it. 


We received a cable from Mr. Guido Fanti, of the Per- 
manent Committee for the Peace and Justice in the Middle 
East Conference, affirming his belief that the Organisation’s 
11th Council Session would contribute to the consolidation of 
the struggle for world peace and help the struggle of the 
peoples of Africa and Asia against colonialism, and imperial- 
ism in both continents. He also expressed his conviction that 
the Session would greatly contribute to the search for a just 
settlement of the Middle East problem and the recognition 
of the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people. 


Mr. Husak Jablonski, Chairman of the Council of State 
of the Popular Republic of Poland, despatched a cable in 
which he praised the Organisation’s role in strengthening the 
forces in Africa and Asia that are fighting imperialism, colon- 
jalism, neo-colonialism and racism in all their forms, and that 
this role has the appreciation of his country. The Organisa- 
tion’s cooperation with the Socialist group of nations and 
progressive democratic organisations all over the world as well 
as the unity of all anti-imperialist forces represent the effec- 
tive guarantee of your activities. He also expressed his con- 
fidence that the Council’s sessions will constitute a positive 
step on the path towards the realisation of the Organisation’s 
objectives. 
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We received a cable from Mr. Theodore Jhivkov, Chair- 
man of the Council of State of the Democratic Republic of 
Bulgaria, which read: «there is no doubt that the Organisa- 
tion will go forward in uniting and coordinating the struggle 
of the Afro-Asian peoples against imperialism, colonialism and 
neo-colonialism, and will continue to enhance the efforts of 
developing countries to achieve economic and social freedom 
and cultural development. He added that the Popular Repub- 
lic of Bulgaria — within the limits of its capacity — pre- 
sents sincere assistance to the Arab peoples in their fight 
for the liberation of the territories occupied by Israel. Bul- 
garia also supports the struggle of the Arab peonle of Pales- 
tine and demands the resolution of their legitimate rights 
since no durable and just peace can be achieved in the 
Middle East without a solution to this problem. 


We received a cable from President Hafez el Assad, Pre- 
Sident of the Arab Republic of Syria, which reads: «We, in 
the Arab Revublic of Syria, look unon your meeting with great 
interest and follow your work with much hove for success. 
We are for Afro-Asian solidarity from the start, We partici- 
pated in its foundation and development, we furthered it and 
offered all possible support as we have contributed in its ac- 
tivities.» The cable went on to say: «Solidarity is a source 
of true power for the peoples. This fact became evident 
during the October Liberation War which we waged, not only 
in defence of our clear right and just cause, but also in de- 
fence of all the peoples’ struggle represents throughout the 
ages as values and principles. Today, as representatives. of 
over one hundred national organisations, solidarity committees, 
national parties and friendly popular and international organi- 
sations all meet in the 11th Council Session of A.A.P.S.O. 
we view this venue as a new step forward by our peoples on 
the road of struggle. 


From Mr. Ngarta Tombalbaye, founding Secretary General 
of the National Movement for the Cultural and Social Revo- 
lution and President of Chad, we received a cable of support 
in which. he affirmed the importance of solidarity between 
the Afro-Asian peoples and the necessity of forming a united 
front to fight until victory against the enemies of liberation. 
He also confirmed that Chad, would exert all possible ef- 
forts to positively and effectively contribute in the success 
of this Copncil’s work. 


President Kenneth Kaunda, President of Zambia, address- 
ed us a message in which he praised the activities of the 
Organisation throughout the years and extolled its achieve- 
ments and stressed the dire need today to consolidate Afro- 
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Asian ties as the only way to realising the asnirations of 
the peoples of the Third World for political, economic and 
social progress. 


The President of the Cameroon cabled the Council his 
greetings and affirmed the necessity for further moves and 
struggle since the forces of evil were still menacing our peo- 
ples. He added that the Council meets at a time when in- 
ternational events dictate the necessity for continued struggle 
for national liberation and full political and economic eman- 
cipation. 


From Prince Norodom Sihanouk, President of Cambodia, 
we received a cable in which he affirmed that the Session 
was, capable of finding the necessary means to help the peo- 
ples struggling against imoerialism, Zionism and racism in order 
to realise national liberation. He also emphasized Cambodia’s 
total supvort for all Arab peoples, narticularly the Palestinian 
Arab people, in their strugele to attain their national rights. 
He also praised the Organisation’s continuous sunvort for the 
Cambodian neovle’s struggle against US imoverialist aggression 
and their lackeys and called for the continued supvort of 
his country’s just cause. 


We received a cable from Mr. Etienne Eyedema, President 
of Togo, saying that he wishes all the success to the Council 
Session and believes that its work will strensthen the links 
of solidarity between the veovles of both continents. He hop- 
ed that it will result in unity and determination to pursue 
the struggle for economic liberation of the Afro-Asian peoples. 


Mr. Marian Nguabi, President of the Republic of the Con- 
go, cabled us to say that «solidarity between fighting peoples 
is a strone weapon against American imperialism, colonialism 
and neo-colonialism. We call unon all struggling veoples to 
consolidate their solidarity in the common fight to smash 
the imperialist aggressive policy aimed at violating the peo- 
ple’s sacred right to independence, freedom, justice and peace ». 


Mrs. Siramavo Bandaranayke, Prime Minister of Sri Lanka, 
told us in her message of suvport: «with great pleasure I 
address this message to A.A.P.S.O.’s 11th Council Session. I 
would also like to express my best wishes for the success of 
this Session and to exnress my hove that the Organisation 
will continue its efforts to achieve a larger political and eco- 
nomic development of the Afro-Asian peoples. » 


In a message of support, Mrs. Nguyen Thai Binh, Foreign 
Minister of the Provisional Revolutionary Government of South 
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Vietnam, stressed that the power of nations is invincible and 
can defeat all the schemes and actions of imperialism, how- 
ever diabolic and terrible. This conviction became today more 
profound when the voice of the united Third World, a most 
important development in international life, forced the im- 
perialists and reactionaries to take it in consideration. 


Mrs. Hortensia Allende sent a cable thanking the Council 
for its profound solidarity with the Chilean people in their 
struggle against fascism and for the liauidation of the mili- 
tary regime that perpetrates its crimes against the Chilean 
people and their leaders. She called upon world public opi- 
nion and progressive forces to exert all efforts to force the 
military regime to nut an end to its terrorist. acts and repres- 
sion in Chile. She also annealed to the African and Asian 
peoples to intervene on behalf of the liberation of the mili- 
tants Louis Corvolan and Gustav Roz. 
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| GENERAL DECLARATION 
| AND RESOLUTIONS 


GENERAL DECLARATION 


The XIth Session of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity Organisation Council held in Baghdad, 
capital of the Republic of Iraq, from the 24th. to 
the 27th. of March, 1974, and which was attended 
by delegations from Asia, Africa and the Socialist 
States, as well as from regional and international 
democratic organisations, notes that, in the fifteen 
years since it came into being, the Afro-Asian soli- 
darity movement has become an important factor 
in the struggle of the peoples of the two zreat ccn- 
tinents against imperialism; it has demonstrated 
its increasing capacity to expand effectively and 
reinforce the liberation movements of the peoples 
in their common struggle against colonialism, rac- 
ism, and neo-colonialism, for freedom and social 
progress, and for the consolidation of peace and 
friendship amongst peoples. The Vth Congress of 
AAPSO, which was held in Cairo on the 5th of Jan- 
uary 1972, was a landmark in the history of the 
Afro-Asian solidarity movement. The Conference 
demonstrated increased cohesion, at organizational 
and political levels, between the national and solli- 
darity movements, thereby giving clear evidence 
that the solidarity movement and its Organisation 
enjoyed considerable potentialities for achieving 
their historic tasks of strengthening the naticnal 
liberation movement as a whole, the Organisation 
being in the vanguard of the anti-imperialist front. 
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The important contributions of the delegaticns 
of Asia and Africa when planning out the ideas 
and resolutions of the World Congress of the Peace 
forces held in Moscow, October last, reflect the vital 
interests of the peoples of the two continents to 
safeguard and consolidate peace throughout the 
world and bear witness to the strong ties binding 
the struggle for peace and the security of peoples 
with that of national and social progress. 


The Vietnamese people have gained a historical 
victory at a time when the struggle for universai 
peace was being waged on a, large scale. 


The last years have been marked by a new and 
powerful impetus of the peoples world liberation 
struggle who were striking back with a consider- 
able measure of success at the attempts of imperial- 
ism and its advocates to impede the normal course 
of history. 

Following the victory of the heroic Vietnamese 
people over the forces of aggression of US imperial- 
ism, a victory which took on a legitimate character 
as a result of the Paris Agreement on the cessation 
cf military hostilities and the return of peace in 
Vietnam, the patriotic forces of Laos have achiev- 
ed considerable success and forced the US to end 
its lengthy war of aggression in Laos. 


The victory of the Vietnamese and Lactian 
people have been made possible as a result of their 
heroism in the first place, and the enormous assist- 
ance provided by the Socialist States as well as all 
the forces of peace and progress which are striv- 
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ing energetically to put an end to imperialist ag- 
gression in Indochina. The international solidarity 
movement with the peoples of Indochina has played 
a significant role when facing the aggressive de- 
signs of US imperialism in that part of the world. 

The participants in the XIth Sessicn of the 
AAPSO Council note with satisfaction that the So- 
lidarity Organisation has greatly contributed to the 
suecess of this movement. 

The imperialist circles and the forces of local 
reaction, however, have not given up their provoca- 
tions against the peoples of Indochina : war is still 
being waged in Cambodia and the Saigon Adminis- 
tration and the reactionary forces of Laos enjoy the 
support of the USA, and striving by every means 
to sabotage the Paris and Vientiane Agreements 
and hinder the return to a normal atmosphere in 
that region. This situation rightly raises the con- 
cern of the peace-loving public opinion in Asia, 
Africa and throughout the world. 

The Council considers that the PRG’s proposals 
underlined in its Declaration of the 22nd. March, 
1974, constitute the only correct and realistic basis 
for the establishing of peace and concord in South 
Vietnam. 

The relentless struggle of the Arab peoples 
against the imperialist Israeli aggression designed 
to wipe out the consequences of this aggression and 
to restore the lawful national rights of the Arab 
people of Palestine with a view to ensuring a just 
and lasting peace in the Middle East has entered a 
decisive stage. 
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The historic achievements of Arab countries, 
above all Egypt and Syria, during the October war, 
have been made possible by the heroism of their 
peoples and armies leading the struggle and were 
supported by the peoples of other Arab countries 
behaving as a militant entity as a result of wise 
counsel which seeks a fair political settlement just. 
as it seeks to reinforce its war potential, thanks to 
the relentless and effective assistance provided by 
the Soviet Union and other Socialist countries to the 
just struggle of the Arab peoples for liberation. 


The Session hails the unyielding resistance of 
Syria in the face of imperialist, Zionist and reac- 
tionary intrigues and pressures and affirms its sup- 
pert and solidarity with her in opposing such in- 
trigues and in frustrating the imperialist-Zionist 
plan to force partial solutions, to reinstate imperial- 
ist Zionist influence in the area and to realize the 
Israeli expansionist policy. 

The Session also hails the People’s Democratic 
Republic of Yemen in her struggle against imperial- 
ist manoeuvres. 


The XIth Session of the AAPSO Council deems 
all measures taken with a view to the disengage-. 
ment of the troops of belligerent countries as part 
and parcel of the general issue of the withdrawal of 
Israeli troops from all the occupied Arab territories 
and the normalisation of the situation in the Middle 
East. 


The XIth Session of the AAPSO Council 
stresses the importance of intensifying the inter- 
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national Movement of solidarity with the just 
struggle of the Arab peoples with a view to mobilis- 
ing increasingly large sectors of world public opi- 
nion in favour of the just cause of the Arabs in 
order to isolate further the Israeli aggressive cir- 
cles at international level. In this context, the par- 
ticipants attending this session pay tribute to the 
peoples and governments who severed diplomatic 
relations with the ageressor State of Israel during 
the Octcber War in the Middle East. 

The Palestinian Resistance Movement in re- 
flecting the interests of the masses of the Arab 
Palestinian people and their legitimate aspirations 
for their return to their homeland and to self-deter- 
mination on their own soil in accordance with U.N. 
Charter is an important contribution to the common 
struggle of the Arab peoples against Zionism sup- 
ported by world imperialism headed by U.S.A. The 
P.L.O. has gained wide international recognition as 
the only legitimate representative of the Palestinian 
Arab people which has the sole right to determine 
their future. This recognition is the result of the 
courageous struggle of Palestinian patriots against 
aggression. 

Throughout the last few years the national 
liberation movement in the Arab Gulf which is 
piling up victories over the imperialist policy of ag- 
gression and neo-colonialism and which is foiling 
the anti-popular designs of reactionary regimes in 
that part has gained considerable momentum. 

Considerabie success in their struggle has been 
achieved by the patriots of Zofar struggling under 
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the National Front for the liberation of Oman and 
the Arab Gulf, struggling for revolutionary reform 
in their homeland and facing the forces of local 
reaction and its protectors abroad. The liberation 
struggle is growing in the other regions of the Arab 
Peninsula and the Arab Gulf. 

While Israel continues to pursue its aggres- 
sicn, and while imperialist and reactionary circles 
are attempting to divert the Arab liberation move- 
ment from its sorely-tested anti-imperialist path, 
the peoples of the Arab countries are closing their 
ranks under the guidance of the vanguard revolu- 
ticnaries and democrats, intensifying their energy 
and steeling their will by applying profound social 
and economic reforms, and striving earnestly to 
achieve their freedom, independence and social pro- 
gress, with the view of establishing durable peace 
and friendship among the people of that area. 

The participants attending this Session hail the 
progressive national fronts being formed in Syria 
and Iraq, which fronts are composed of the revo- 
lutionary and democratic forces in these countries ; 
and express their unshakable belief that their 
struggle will be recorded in the glorious annals of 
the national liberation movements of the peoples of 
Asia and Africa. 

Africa. is the arena of the implacable struggle 
heing waged by all peoples throughout the world 
for freedom and independence against imperialism, 
neo-colonialism and the colonialist and racist yoke. 

The XIth Session hails the young African coun- 
tries who are exerting considerable efforts to con- 
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solidate their political independence and to win 
genuine economic independence from the strangle- 
hold of international monopoly capital, and to over- 
come the painful legacy of their colonial past. 


Numerous African countries are effecting pro- 
found progressive reforms in the interest of the 
masses of their peoples. Economic, political and cul- 
tural cooperation among African countries have be- 
come more effective, and they have taken concerted 
actions against the imperialist attempts to impose 
on free Africa new forms of dependence. 


The struggle for national liberation by the peo- 
ples of Guinea, Mozambique, Angola, Zimbabwe, 
Namibia, South Africa, the Somali Coast, Eritrea, 
the Spanish Sahara, the Canary Islands, and Comoro 
islands, Seychelles, Sao Tome and Principe has as- 
sumed a broader scope and many victories have 
been recorded against the forces of colonialism. 


The XIth Session of the AAPSO Council warm- 
ly hails the birth of the Republic of Guinea Bissau 
as a sovereign African State, and proclaims its soli- 
darity with the struggle of the people of this coun- 
try and wishes the young republic great achieve- 
ments along the path of independence and progress. 
The continued occupations of parts of Guinea Bis- 
sau and Cape Verde by Portuguese troops constitute 
aggression against her people. 

Participants in the Session entertain no doubts 
that the day is not far when the last bastions of 
colonialism and racism in the African continent will 
collapse under the upsurge of African patriots. 
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Throughout the past few years the peoples of 
Asia have won outstanding victories in the struggle 
against the imperialist policy of aggression, for the 
sake of economic independence, democracy and so- 
cial progress. The policy of non-adherence to blocs, 
adopted by numerous Asian countries, constitutes a 
precious contribution to the consolidation of peace, 
security and cooperation. 


The foundation of the new sovereign state of 
Bangladesh has been a tremendous success for the 
forces of democracy, peace and liberty in Asia. The 
normalization of relations between all the countries 
cf South Asia, which is translating the growing 
realist tendencies in this area, is becoming an im- 
portant factor of peace and security in Asia. 


The 5-point programme for the independent 
and peaceful reunification of Korea, proposed by the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, has gained 
the wide support of the forces of peace in the 
world. 


The XIth Council Session strongly demands 
that the U.S. imperialists must withdraw at once 
from South Korea, to check Japanese militarist ma- 
noeuvres for the invasion of South Korea and reso- 
lutely condemns the “two Koreas” plot of United 
States and South Korean authorities. 

The Japanese people in the struggle for genuine 
independence are fighting against revival and rein- 
forcement of militarism, for abrogation of the U.S.- 
Japan Security Treaty and for withdrawal of US. 
inilitary bases.

At the same time, the imperialist powers which 
adopt a policy of division in the Asian countries, 
insist on hampering detente as well as the estab- 
lishment of a durable peace in this continent. They 
try to maintain the Asian countries within military 
pacts and blocs, retaining old pacts and creating 
new ones. To the utter disregard of the desire of 
the peoples and governments of the states over- 
looking the Indian Ocean to transform the latter 
into a zone of peace, imperialism has created a 
string of military bases in the Indian Ocean, parti- 
cularly the nuclear base in Diego Garcia. 

To these objectives corresponds perfectly the 
idea for an effective Asian security which is cur- 
rently under way through the collective effcrts of 
the States of the Continent. This will contribute to 
the settlement of important problems, such as the 
immediate elimination of trouble spots, the sequels 
of aggression and foreign intervention for the sake 
cf developing cooperation between the Asian coun- 
tries in the interest of their social progress. 

During the years that have elapsed since the 
Vth AAPSO Conference, the countries of Africa 
and Asia have won new victories for the elimina- 
tion of the heavy sequels of the colonial past, are 
striving for economic independence, industrial de- 
velopment, modernization of agriculture, social and 
cultural progress, and raising the standard of living 
of the masses of the people. 

The Afro-Asian peoples have strengthened their 
struggle against neo-colonialism, and against eco- 
nomic expansion of the imperialist states. The coun- 
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tries which adopted the non-capitalist path of de- 
velopment have scored considerable success. 

The participants in the XIth Session of the 
AAPSO Council emphasize the leading role of these 
countries which are engaged along this path of 
development in the struggle for national and social 
liberation, stress the significance of the experience 
of progressive socio-economic reforms in these 
countries, and declare their solidarity with their 
peoples. They call upon. the AAPSO to contribute 
to the development of economic cooperation he- 
tween the independent States of Asia and Africa, 
on the one hand and the Socialist countries, on the 
other. 

U.S. imperialism is the main pillar of all reac- 
tionary forces of the world and at the same time 
they are playing the role of gendarme in the world. 


The XIth AAPSO Council Session confirms 
that it further reinforces the struggle of the peo- 
ples of the two continents against U.S. imperialism. 


The participants in the XIth Session of AAPSO 
Council recommend the setting up of organs of in- 
vestigation and research into the problems of oil as 
it affects the Afro-Asian countries with a view to 
relieving them of the burden imposed by the present 
oil situation. 

The XIth Council Session of AAPSO calls upon 
all the Afro-Asian peoples and upon all the forces 
of peace to intensify their struggle against the ag- 
gressive acts of the imperialist and reactionary for- 
ces in all their forms and manifestations, and to 
repulse all the provocations of neo-colonialism. 
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The events of the last period have shown once 
more that as the movement of national liberation 
acquires further depth, imperialism seeks to ham- 
per its forces by all means at its disposal. 


The XIth Session of the AAPSO Council notes 
the significance of the expansion of the interna- 
tional campaign of solidarity with the Arab peoples, 
and calls upon all the peace-loving forces to exert 
pressure on the American imperialists and the Is- 
raeli government for the withdrawal of all Israeli 
troops from the occupied Arab territories, for the 
recuperation of the national legitimate rights of 
the Arab Palestinian people and for the establish- 
men of a durable and just peace in the Middle 
East. 


The XIth Session of the AAPSO Council notes 
that the struggle for the creation of genuine peace 
and security in Asia, is the most urgent task of the 
Afro-Asian solidarity movement, as well as that of 
all the progressive and democratic forces in the 
world. 


Participants in the XIth Session of the AAPSO 
Council declare themselves in favour of reinfcrcing 
support for the peoples of Vietnam and Laos, who 
are fighting for the defence of their legitimate 
rights, and for the strict implementation of the 
Paris and the Vientiane Agreements by all the 
parties concerned. 


Participants to the Session call for the support 
of the principles and objectives of the political pro- 
gramme of “National United Front of. Cambodia” 
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(FUNK), and vigorously demand the immediate 
cessation of all acts of aggression and interference 
in the internal affairs of Cambodia. 


The participants of the XIth Session declare 
their solidarity with the struggle of the African 
peoples against imperialism and neo-colonialism and 
for the liquidation of the colonial and racist re- 
gimes. They call upon all anti-imperialist forces in 
Asia, Africa and the whole world to take all neces- 
Sary measures for ensuring the success of this 
struggle. 


The participants of the XIth Session of the 
AAPSO Council express their fraternal solidarity 
with the struggle of the Chilean people against the 
terror and violence of the military junta, demand 
immediate release of all Chilean democrats and 
patriots, and call upon all progressive forces to 
undertake an active and immediate mobilization, on 
a wide scale, of the world public opinion to put an 
end to the crimes of the fascist junta and strength- 
en the support extended to the Chilean people in 
their struggle for national liberation. 


The XIth Session of the AAPSO Council under- 
lines the necessity of strengthening the unity of the 
Afro-Asian solidarity movements with all forces 
fighting against imperialism, for peace, social pro- 
gress, democracy and socialism. 

The participants of the Session have no doubt 
that the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisa- 
tion will continue to march forward in the fore 
ranks of the world anti-imperialist and national 
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liberation movement and to undertake all necessary 
measures to foil the aggressive machinations of im- 
perialism and to support the peoples defending their 
liberty and independence. | 
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RESOLUTIONS ON THE MIDDLE EAST

The AAPSO considers that the vital and funda- 
mental element in its policy and programme of 
action in the current stage is the reinforcement and 
consolidation of the struggle waged by the Arab 
peoples against imperialism and Zionism — led by 
the governmental circles in the United States of 
America which patronize Israel —, and in particular 
for the total and unconditional withdrawal of all 
Israeli forces from all the occupied Arab territories, 
and for securing the national legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people, especially the right to re- 
turn to its homeland and the right to self-deter- 
mination on its soil. 


On this basis, the XIth Council of AAPSO, 
held from 24-27 March 1974 in Baghdad, capital of 
the Iraqi Republic, calls upon the peoples of Africa 
and Asia to intensify their support and material, 
political and moral assistance to the just struggle 
waged by the peoples of the Arab nation for the 
liquidation of the Israeli imperialist aggression, and 
the elimination of its nefarious sequels on the Arab 
Palestinian people, and to reinforce the freedom of 
the Arab peoples and their progress. 


The Council asserts that the struggle of the 
Arab nation for the unconditional liberation of all 
its occupied territories, and the restoration of all 
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the rights of the Palestinian people, requires a re- 
lentless, courageous and firm fight against inter- 
national imperialism and Zionism, led by the Unit- 
ed States of America and their forward base, 
Israel. 

The Council affirms that this struggle depends, 
in the first place, on the peoples of the Arab nation, 
and on the assistance extended by their faithful 
friends, the forces of progress and liberation in the 
world, led by the Soviet Union. The Council also 
notes the importance of the unity of the militant 
national forces in all Arab countries in their fight 
against imperialism and Zionism, and the unity of 
all militant liberation forces against Zionist im- 
perialist aggression and the firm militant solidarity 
with the world liberation forces and anti-imperial- 
ist. forces. 

This importance was confirmed in all crises 
leading to military and political confrontation with 
the imperialist Zionist enemy, and in particular in. 
the glorious battles of the 6th October 1973. 

The Council stresses the significance of the 
consequences resulting from the unified stand of 
the Arabs and the effective collaboration of the 
Arab nation with the Egyptian and Syrian armies, 
the Palestinian resistance forces, the Iraqi armed 
forces and all other Arab forces who courageously 
and tenaciously fought, and who generously paid 
the price of enormous sacrifices, either on the bat- 
tlefield, or by the nationalization by the Iraqi Gov- 
ernment of the quotas of the oil companies, owned 
by the countries which supported the aggression. 
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Other Arab States have also deprived the states 
allied with Israel of petroleum. In addition to this, 
we should note the considerable support by the 
Soviet Union which provided massive supplies of 
modern weapons, and took a decisive political stand. 
The Council reaffirms the importance of these 
results. 

The glorious battles of October 1973 attested 
the combative superiority of the Arab soldier, and 
reinforced his self-confidence as well as his con- 
fidence in all the Arab people, and in his friends. 

These battles have also proved his determina- 
tion and his readiness for self-sacrifice, and de- 
monstrated the revolutionary potentialities and the 
creative ability of the Arab people, whenever its 
will has been unified to confront the forces imped- 
ing its liberty and progress, and when this people 
has been consolidated with the solidarity cf the 
great world liberation forces, and anti-imperialist 
and anti-Zionist forces, led by the Soviet Union, 
the faithful and loyal friend of the Arab countries 
fighting for their liberation. 

The Council in its session emphasizes the fact 
that American imperialism which constitutes the 
greatest force of aggression and reaction in the 
world arena, relentlessly directs its attacks and 
acts of aggression to the freedom and the security 
of the Arab people and their progress. American 
imperialism is the fundamental supporter of Israel 
and of its policy of aggression. The Council draws 
attention to the danger represented by the Ame- 
rican policy arid diplomacy and its pressure and 
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attempts to sow the seed of dissension among the 
Arab countries, and its scheme to separate them 
from their ally, the Soviet Union, and on its en- 
deavours for monopolizing the solution of the Mid- 
dle East crisis, and for freezing the United Nations 
and Security Council resolutions which assert the 
rights of the Arab peoples and for imposing on 
each Arab country separately, a partial and unila- 
teral solution to the issue, outside of the interna- 
tional context and of the forces supporting the Arab 
right, and in particular the Soviet Union. No doubt, 
the Arab people and the nationalist forces in all 
Arab countries and notably Egypt, Syria, Iraq and 
others who have waged hard and glorious battles 
will not give in to all those imperialist American 
and Israeli attempts, and will not renounce their 
demands concerning the total withdrawal of all 
Israeli forces from all occupied Arab territories, 
and the restoration of the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people, notably its right to return to 
its homeland and its right to self-determination. 


The Council stresses the necessity of convinc- 
ing the liberation forces of the justice of the Arab 
cause, in addition to the understanding and support 
extended to this cause by the Soviet Union and 
the Socialist and progressive countries. The Coun- 
cil also notes the stand taken by the Conferences 
of the African countries, of the non-aligned coun- 
tries, and other international meetings. The ma- 
jority of the African States have severed their rela- 
tions with Israel, and the majority of the Afro- 
Asian countries have condemned the imperialist Is- 
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raeli aggression, which increased Israel’s isolation, 
denounced and unmasked the American imperialist 
policy. 

The XIth Session of the AAPSO Council em- 
phasizes the importance of the adoption by the 
Arab countries, of a policy aiming at developing the 
relations of mutual cooperation with the African 
and Asian countries in all political levels, and to 
consolidating the cooperation in the economical 
field, and especially with the African States which 
reversed their diplomatic relations with Israel as 
a protest against its aggressive policy. 

Solidarity with the heroic struggle being wag- 
ed by the African liberation movements was the 
subject of a specific Resolution. All the same, the 
Council seizes this opportunity to emphasize the 
importance of Arab Solidarity with these peoples 
in their struggle, particularly with the peoples of 
Angola, Mozambique, Guinea Bissau, Namibia and 
Zimbabwe. 

A notorious fact is the colonialist link binding 
Israel — with its aggressive, fascist regime, and 
its policy of aggression against the Arab States — 
and the racist, reactionary regimes in Africa. This 
fact necessitates a co-ordination of Arab and Afri- 
can efforts in the fight against this co-ordinated 
political aggression. 

The safeguarding of gains, and the economic 
and social advances realized by the nationalist pro- 
gressive Arab countries, constitute a prime and 
fundamental element in the resistance of the Arab 
people, in their national liberation movement, in 
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their nationalist and progressive forces and regimes, 
in face of the imperialist Zionist offensive which 
the Arab countries must foil. 

The Council draws attention also to the fact 
that the imperialist reactionary offensive against 
the Arab countries extends to the Gulf area and 
the Arabian Peninsula. This is made obvious by the 
reinforcement and re-arming of the British and 
American military bases in the region, and the for- 
mation of an Iranian striking force and other such 
forces in other countries, in pursuance of the aims 
of imperialism which backs Israel and its aggres- 
Sive policy, and has designs of extending once more 
its influence in this region with its important stra- 
tegic situation and its immense riches, notahly oil. 

The basic target of this strategy is to strike 
at the Arab liberation movement in the region and, 
more particularly and directly, at the national, pro- 
gressive regime in Iraq in order to nullify the gains 
realized by the Iraqi people in different domains, both 
internal and external. Its other targets is to topple 
the national progressive regime in the Popular De- 
mocratic Republic of Yemen, crush the mounting 
tide of the liberation movements in the Arab Gulf 
and Oman, and the Zufar Revolution, the banner 
of which has been raised by the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Oman and the Arab Gulf. 

In implementation of this plan, the reactionary 
circles in Iran launched a series of armed aggres- 
sions on the eastern frontiers of Iraq, violating 
Iraq’s territorial integrity, territorial waters and 
air space. 
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The final object of the plan is to re-establish 
CENTO in a new form, more powerful and threaten- 
ing than the former. 


Consequently, AAPSO calls for the strengthen- 
ing of, and solidarity with, the national liberation 
movements in the region, and particularly with the 
Republic of Irag and the Popular Democratic. Re- 
public of Yemen for the purpose of foiling this im- 
perialist reactionary plan. 


RESOLUTION ON PALESTINE 


The XIth Council of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity Organization, convening in Baghdad 
from the 24th. to the 27th. March, 1974, taking into 
consideration... 


— that the essence, and the origin, of the 
Middle East problem is the deprivation of the Arab 
people of Palestine from exercising their legitimate, 
national rights on their own land since the Zionist 
attack on their country. This attack culminated in 
the establishment of the State of Israel on a part 
of Palestine in 1948, as a consequence of which the 
Palestinian people were rendered homeless, evicted 
from their homes and prevented by force of arms 
from exercising their legitimate national rights, 
and the attempts made to deface the Palestinian 
personality and deny its existence, 


— has resolved the following : 


1) That the Palestinian problem is not, and 
has never been, a refugee problem but is 
basically the plight of a people uprooted 
from its homeland by the aggressive al- 
liance between imperialism, Zionism and 
their offspring — that State of colonialist 
settlement — Israel, and deprived by force 
from exercising its basic rights.

The Council, at its XIth Session, reaf- 
firms these inalienable rights, and re-as- 
serts, at the same time, the right of this 
people to resort to every means of struggle 
— the most important being armed con- 
flict — to recover these inalienable rights, 
foremost among which is the right of return 
and self-determination on its own land. 


That the Palestine Liberation Organization 
is the only lawful representative of the Pa- 
lestine Arab people, the sole spokesman of 
its will and hopes. 


The Council denounces all liquidating solu- 
tions which impair the basic and historic 
rights of the Palestine Arab people and are 
in contradiction with its National Charter. 


That Israel constitutes a forward base of 
American imperialism in the heart of the 
Arab region, for the purpose of striking at 
the Arab liberation movement and hinder- 
ing the hopes and aspirations of the Arab 
Nations for unity and progress. Further, it 
constitutes a “colonialism by proxy” by 
means of which imperialism can infiltrate 
with the aim of dominating the peoples of 
Asia and Africa and plundering their 
wealth. 


That the Palestinian Revolution is an in- 
tegral part of the Arab and world libera- 
tion movement, and contributes, in a posi-

tive and effective manner, to the struggle 
of the Arab peoples against Zionism and 
world imperialism, and that providing it 
with effective material and moral support 
is the militant duty of all the Arab peoples 
and the forces of progress and liberation in 
the world. 


Calling upon all the Arab States to open 
their frontiers to the Palestinian Revolu- 
tion, and to consider the Arab territories 
as the natural bases for the Palestinian 
armed struggle against the Zionist enemy. 


That all honourable and progressive forces, 
led by the Afro-Asian Solidarity Commit- 
tee, call for and act for the release of nearly 
16,000 Palestinians detained in Israeli pri- 
sons who are being subjected to torture and 
physical liquidation. 


Calls upon world public opinion, and espe- 
cially on the forces of nationalism and pro- 
gress, to resist and expose the Zionist, 
racist, terrorist policy of Israel, and the 
policy of racial discrimination which it 
pursues against Arab nationals in the occu- 
pied territories. 


Denounces all the measures being taken by 
Israel for the Judaisation of the occupied 
territories and the altering of their features, 
by such acts as the demolition of houses, 
the erasing of whole quarters and villages, 
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the expulsion of Arab nationals, and the 
establishing of settlements. Further, the 
Council re-asserts the Arabism of Jerusa- 
lem and condemns the annexation of the 
city and the alteration of its features in 
defiance of international law, and denoun- 
ces the violation of resolutions passed by 
different international bodies. 


Re-asserts all the Resolutions previously 
passed by the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solida- 
rity Organisation. 


RESOLUTION ON IRAQ 


The XIth Session of AAPSO Council, held in 
Baghdad from the 24th to the 27th of March 1974, 
expresses its solidarity with the struggle of the 
Iraqi people inciuding Arabs, Kurds and national 
minorities. It also hails the national rule, national 
front and progressive nationalism and warmly sup- 
ports the progressive, political, economic and social 
transformations achieved by Iraq most important 
of which being the nationalisation of the Iraqi Pet- 
roleum Company and the American, Dutch and 
Portuguese shares in the Basra Oil Company, the 
passing of the autonomy law of Kurdistan area 
within the framework of the Iraqi Republic, pro- 
found achievements in the sphere of agrarian re- 
form and industry and raising the people’s standard 
of living. 

The Council highly appreciates the Iraqi for- 
eign policy based upon the struggle against im- 
perialism and Zionism, peaceful co-existence among 
states with different social systems and friendship 
and cooperation with progressive countries, espe- 
cially the Socialist countries community led by the 
Soviet Union where the Soviet-Iraqi treaty organ- 
ises the relations between the two countries. 


The XIth Session expresses its confidence and 
faith that Irag, with its people, parties, forces, na- 
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tional and progressive front and human and ma- 
terial resources, owns all capabilities and poten- 
tialities and continues its revolutionary march on 
the road of full economic liberation, economic de- 
velopment, social progress and solid contribution 
to the Arab struggle against imperialism and its 
front base, Israel. 


The participants of this Session hail these de- 
velopments and achievements, and firmly denounce 
imperialist and reactionist activities and manoeu- 
vres, notably the Iranian military provocations 
against Eastern Iraqi borders and demand its im- 
mediate stop and declare their full solidarity with 
Iraqi people and government against these provo- 
cations. 


AAPSO calls upon all member organisations, 
national and world progressive organisations, pro- 
gressive world public opinion and all the forces of 
progress and peace to consolidate the national pro- 
gressive rule in Iraq and its struggle for building 
a developed and flourishing society and for its na- 
tional and pan-Arab goals. 
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RESOLUTION OF SOLIDARITY AND 
SUPPORT FOR SYRIA 


The AAPSO is of the opinion that the situation 
on the Syrian front is highly precarious and pre- 
sages the resumption of the battle on a large scale, 
thus constituting a serious threat to peace in the 
Middle East. 


The existing military threat, together with the 
recurring declarations and statements by respon- 
sible Israelis on all levels, which affirm that the 
Golan Heights form a part of Israel, in addition to 
the establishment of Kibbutzim in the occupied 
land, reflect Israeli’s expansionist aggressive inten- 
tions, and its determination to undermine all efforts 
exerted for the establishment of a just peace in 
the area. This also shows that Israel resorts to 
manoeuvres, prevarications and pressure with a 
view to imposing its conditions, such as separat- 
ing any preliminary measure like disengagement 
from the final settlement which ensures the com- 
plete withdrawal of the occupied Arab lands, and 
the restoration of the national legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people. 


The AAPSO expresses its deep appreciation for 
the staunch militant stand of the Syrian Arab Re- 
public, and urges the peoples of Asia and Africa 
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to reinforce their consolidation and solidarity ex- 
tended to Syria, and to strengthen its pressure on 
the international scale by various means against 
American imperialism and Israel, to force it to im- 
plement the United Nations and Security Council 
Resolutions based on total withdrawal of all Israeli 
forces from all occupied Arab lands, and to gua- 
rantee the national legitimate rights of the Pales- 
tinian people, to create a just peace. 
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RESOLUTION ON OIL 


The XIth Session of AAPSO Council, held in 
Baghdad from the 24th to the 27th of March, 1974, 
noting with consideration the tasks of the national 
liberation movement in economic liberation, inde- 
pendent development and social progress, and the 
exceptional importance of oil in world economy as 
a source of accumulating capital and of energy, and 
as a raw material for a developed petro-dieso- 
chemical industry in the developing producing 
countries,... 


Since the imperialist oil monopolies have been, 
and are still, dominating the production, marketing 
and processing of oil in order to achieve their ob- 
jectives in maximum benefits at the expense of 
producers and consumers,... 


As the Arab Nation constitutes a major pro- 
ducer of oil and contains the largest oil reserves. 


The participants have decided upon the fol- 
lowing : 


— . right of the Arab peoples and the duty 
ot their Governments to control their oil 
wealth by every means, especially through 
nationalisation and establishing direct and 
just relations between producers and con- 
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sumers without the interference of impe- 
rialist oil monopolies. 


That national oil companies in Arab oil pro- 
ducing countries should work for the estab- 
lishment of an independent national oil 
sector and the building of a petro-dieso-che- 
mical industry, the incorporation of petro- 
leum into the national economy, and its ex- 
ploitation in economic development. 


The right of the Arab peoples to use oil as 
a weapon in the fight against imperialism 
and Zionism, and to deprive of it those 
States that are hostile to the Arab Nation 
and support the Israeli aggression, such as 
the United States, and those States that 
practise racial discrimination, and flout the 
principles and resolutions of the United Na- 
tions, such as Portugal. 


The right of the Arab peoples, and the 
peoples of all the oil-producing countries, to 
receive the real price of oil as compared 
with the prices of the other sources of 
energy and the commodities produced in 
the developed countries. 


That firm militant relations be established 
between the progressive forces in the devel- 
oped oil-consuming countries and the libe- 
rated oil producing countries, and that their 
common struggle aguinst imperialist mono- 
polies — which are exn!citing the so-called 
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energy crisis to swell their profits —- be co- 
ordinated. 


The importance of withdrawing the ac- 
counts deposited in the banks of Western 
countries and accruing from the revenues of 
oil, and investing these sums in develop- 
ment projects in the Arab countries and in 
the countries of Africa and Asia. 


The uniting of the Arab masses and pro- 
moting their awareness so that they can 
advance on the road of political, social, eco- 
nomic and cultural progress, and so that 
they can defend their natural resources.

The XIth Session of AAPSO Council, held in 
Baghdad from the 24th to the 27th of March, 1974..

The demand of the liquidation of all Ame- 
rican, British and Iranian military bases 
which threaten peace and the firm refusal 
of all colonialist and reactionary treaties 
and blocs either overt or covert. 


The denunciation of the Iranian invasion of 
liberated areas in Zufar and the demand 
of its immediate withdrawal with all other 
foreign and mercenary troops from Oman. 


The support of the popular armed revolu- 
tion led by the Popular Front for the Libe- 
ration of Oman and the Arab Gulf. 
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5) The presentation of full solidarity and sup- 


port to the People’s Democratic Republic 
of Yemen with a view to revealing all reac- 
tionary plots aiming at containing this pro- 
gressive regime.

The greeting of the victory of national for- 
ces in the National Council elections in Eah- 
rein and the support of its struggle for 
spreading democracy in the life of the 
people, achieving the demands of the masses 
and promoting democracy and national in- 
dependence. 


ARAB-AFRICAN SOLIDARITY 


AAPSO, while hailing and appreciating the 
stand of African States in severing their diplomatic 
relations with Israel, the act of which, has been 
greatly effective in isolating Israel politically dur- 
ing and after last October War, affirms that the 
unity of struggle among Arab and African peoples 
against imperialism, Zionism and racial regimes in 
Southern Africa and Israel requires more solidarity 
and cohesion against the machinations of imperial- 
ism and racist reactionary regimes. It also requires 
the offer of more assistance in all spheres by the 
Arab States to help African States in consolidat- 
ing their sovereignty, independence and liberation 
of their lands. Furthermore, it requires the African 
States to apply the same sanctions imposed upon 
the racist regimes in Africa by UN resolutions on 
Israel until the complete withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from all the occupied territories and the 
guarantee of the national rights of the Arab Pales- 
tinian people. 
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CYPRUS 


The Council meeting reconfirms all its previous 
resolutions on Cyprus. 


It expresses great concern for the neo-imperial- 
ist machinations which aim at multi-post-colonisa- 
tion of Cyprus. 


It expresses complete solidarity with the strug- 
gle of the people of Cyprus which should he left 
alone to determine their present and their future 
without any foreign intervention. 


It stresses that the existence of military bases 
and military presence in the island constitute a blow 
against the independence, the sovereignty and the 
territorial integrity of the island and a danger to 
the friendly neighbouring Arab countries and de- 
mands the abolition of the British military hases 
and the elimination of any foreign military presen- 
ce on the island. 
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RESOLUTION ON MOROCCO 


AAPSO notes with deep concern the escalation 
of oppression and terrorism directed against. the 
democratic forces in general and the National 


Union of Popular Forces in particular since March 
1973. 


The wave of detention which included about 
1,000 democratic patriots, the coilective trials of 
tens of militants and patriots, the execution of 15 
militants, the kidnapping of 72 democratic milit- 
ants from the prison after being discharged by the 
military trial in Qunaiira, August 30th, 1973, the 
sentence of death to 7 others, the increasing cam- 
paigns of torture to arrested militants and the con- 
fiscation of democratic fredoms in Morocco — all 
this crystallises the tragic situation of the cause 
of freedom and democracy in Morocco and impedes 
the ambitions of the Moroccan people in democracy, 
progress and peace. 


Therefore, the XIth Session of AAPSO Council 
while condemning the state of oppression and ter- 
rorism directed against the democratic forces in 
Morocco demands : 


— To save the life of the seven citizens threat- 
ened by execution. 
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— To release the 72 kidnapped militants dis- 
charged by the military trial in Qunaitra, 
August 30th, 1973. 


— To release all political detainees, respect the 
democratic freedoms in Morocco and allow 
the Moroccan people to continue its path 
towards democracy, progress and peace. 
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RESOLUTION ON 
DEMOCRACY IN SUDAN 


Referring to the political report of AAPSO 
Permanent Secretariat submitted to this Council 
and requesting the consolidation of democracy in 
Sudan, 


The Council demands the following : 


1. To release political detainees and stop ar- 
bitrary detention contradicting with juristic 
measures. 


2. To abolish all laws restricting rights. 


8. To ensure democratic freedoms and the 
liberty of political and syndical action to all 
national political forces. 


This would enable the Sudanese people to build 
the democratic society to which they strive and to 
assume their role in the Arab liberation Movement 
and the struggle against colonialism and imperial- 


ism. 
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RESOLUTION ON 
DEMOCRACY IN SAUDI ARABIA 


The XIth Session of AAPSO Council notes with 
concern the privation of national and progressive 
forces from their political freedoms. 


It demands the release of all political detainees 
and the guarantee of their freedoms in accordance 
with human rights of our age. 
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RESOLUTION ON 
THE PROGRESSIVE REGIME IN 
DEMOCRATIC YEMEN 


The XIth Session of AAPSO Council, held in 
Baghdad from the 24th to the 27th of March, 1974, 
affirms : 


That the toiling popular masses in the People’s 
Democratic Republic of Yemen are struggling for 
building their new life under the leadership of the 
political organisation, the National Front. The 
Revolution has made profound transformations in 
the economic, social and cultural life of the people. 
These transformations constitute the basic and 
solid front for building a revolutionary society free 
of exploitation and based upon the fundamentals 
and principles of scientific socialism. These revolu- 
tionary processes directed towards the new pro- 
gressive construction are faced on the other side 
by the attempts of retardation and sabotage under- 
taken by world imperialist forces led by the US, 
Iranian reactionism and Arab reactionism led by 
Saudi Arabia. These evil forces, enemies of life and 
human evolution, realise that the evolutionary pro- 
gress and the progressive regime in Democratic 
Yemen will be instrumental in fostering the unity 
of the nationalist and democratic forces in the re-

gion so that these too, will struggle for the building 
cf a new life for the masses in the region and, by 
so doing, will ignite the spark which will set ablaze 
the selfish interests of imperialism and the feorces 
of reaction in the area. 
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The XIth Council of AAPSO affirms :

Encouraging and urging all the dnti-im- 
perialist, peace-loving, democratic, socialist 
forces in the world to intensify their aid 
and support for the progressive regime in 
the Yemen, and expose all the plots and 
schemes being hatched by the forces of im- 
perialism and reaction against the security 
of the Yemen and the aspirations of its toil- 
ing masses. 

The evolution in Democratic Yemen towards 
the horizons of scientific socialism, has, 
of necessity, generated a lightly-knit and 
substantial development in the life of the 
people and the country, whose body of pro- 
gressive measures has already taken and 
the democratic five-year plan laid down for 
the coming five years.

of other countries and: peoples. 


We hail the progressive regime in DGemo- 
cratic Yemen, and its militant and honour- 
able stand with regard to the causes of 


liberation, peace, democracy and socialism, 
and its international position by the side of 
the socialist countries, the working class 
movement in capitalist countries, and the 
world’s national liberation movement. 
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RESOLUTION ON 
THE ARAB REPUBLIC OF YEMEN 


The XIth Session of AAPSO Council urges and 
demands the President of the Republican Council 
in the Arab Republic of Yemen to work for releas- 
ing political detainees and ensuring democratic 
freedoms and the freedom of syndical action for 
the national forces so that they can play their role 
in building a unified democratic Yemen. 


The Session urges the implementation of the 
unity agreement signed in Cairo in 1972 and the 
cooperation with the Democratic Yemen against the 
common enemy and for national sovereignty. The 
Session condemns the Saudi intervention against 
the national liberation movement in the Arab Re- 
public of Yemen. It also draws the attention to the 
serious Zionist Ethiopian invasion in the entrances 
of the Red Sea which threatens the sovereignty and 
independence of the Arab Republic of Yemen and 
the Democratic Yemen. 
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COMMISSION ON INDO-CHINA 


RESOLUTION ON VIETNAM, LAOS AND 
CAMBODIA 


The XIth Council of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity Organisation, convening in Baghdad from 
the 24th to the 27th of March, 1974, has, after re- 
viewing the situation in Vietnam, in Laos, and in 
Cambodia, particularly since the signing of the 
Paris Agreement on Vietnam, and the Vientiane 
Agreement of Laos, has unanimously approved the 
following : 


‘On Vietnam : 


— The AAPSO Council notes with pride the 
Paris Agreement as a great victory of the Viet- 
namese people in their fight against American ag- 
gression and as a significant contribution to the 
struggle of the peoples of the world for indepen- 
dence, freedom and peace. 


— The Council strongly condemns the system- 
atic violation by the United States and the Saigon 
Government, of the Paris Agreement, creating, by 
such violation, an increasingly serious situation in 
South Vietnam. 
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— The Council notes with satisfaction the 
responsible attitude of the Government of the Re- 
public of Vietnam and by the Provisional Revolu- 
tionary Government of the Republic of South Viet- 
nam in their strict and scrupulous application of the 
Paris Agreement. The Council also pays tribute to 
the goodwill of the Provisional Revolutionary Gov- 
ernment which repeatedly put forward logical and 
reasonable proposals for the realization of peace 
and national concord in South Vietnam; and 
warmly supports the six-point Declaration issued 
by the PRG on the 22nd of March, 1974, consider- 
ing the said Declaration to be the only realistic and 
reasonable solution for the re-establishment of 
peace and the settlement of the internal affairs in 
South Vietnam. 


The Council expresses its satisfaction and fully 
approves the resolutions adopted by the Fourth 
Summit of the Non-Aligned countries in Algiers 
and by the World Congress of Peace. 


The Council demands : 


— That the United States terminate wholly its 
military involvement in, and interference in the af- 
fairs of, South Vietnam ; withdraw all its military 
personnel disguised as civilians ; desist from smug- 
gling into the country arms, munitions and other 
implements of war. The United States must put an 
end to reconnaissanee flights over North Vietnam, 
and fulfil its obligations with regard to remedying 
the wounds of war in the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam. 
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— That the Saigon Administration reply, in a 
serious spirit, to the Declaration issued on the 22nd. 
f March, 1974, by the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government of the Republic of South Vietnam ; 
that above all, it observes strictly and immediately 
the cease-fire throughout the whole territory of 
South Vietnam ; that it release at once more than 
200,000 civilian and more than 15,000 military per- 
sonnel whom it continues to detain; and that it 
guarantee immediately to the population the exer- 
cise of their democratic liberties. 


— The Council calls on the progressive govern- 
ments in the world to lend their firm political sup- 
port to the Provisional Revolutionary Government 
of the Republic of South Vietnam, sole genuine re- 
presentative of the South Vietnamese population, 
as it calls upon them to announce their diplomatic 
recognition of the PRG ; the Council appeals to all 
progressive governments to intensify all forms of 
material aid to the Democratic Republic of Vietnam 
and to the regions under the control of the PRG 
in accordance with the resolutions passed by the 
IVth Summit Conference of Non-aligned nations. in 
Algiers. 


On Cambodia : 


— The Council hails warmly the great vic- 
tories of the Cambodian people, and gives its entire 
support to the just struggle of the Cambodian peo- 
ple until the final victory is won. 
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— The Council denounces and vigorously con- 
demns the pursuance of the war of aggression con- 
ducted by the American imperialists against Cam- 
bodia ; and demands that the United States end 
wholly all acts of aggression, intervention and in- 
terference against Cambodia, and stop all aid and 
support for their lackeys of Phnom Penh. 


— The Royal Government of National Union 
of Cambodia, the one and only legal and legitimate 
Government of Cambodia, must be restored to its 
legal rights as a member of the United Nations, 
and the clique of Phnom Penh expelled therefrom. 


— The Council calls upon al the governments 
of the world to re-establish diplomatic relations 
with the RGNUC and sever all relations with the 
clique of Phnom Penh. 


— The. Council gives its full support to the 
9-point Proclamation, issued on the 23rd. of March, 
1970, and the political programme of the National 
Union Front of Cambodia (FUNK), and ?s con- 
fident in their fight against American aggression 
for the achievement of national salvation, the suc- 
cessful building of an independent, peaceful, neu- 
tral, democratic Cambodia on their territorial in- 
tegrity. 


On Laos : 


The AAPSO Council, notes with pride the. sig- 
nature of the Vientiane accord and Protocol on the 
restoration of peace and the achievement of na- 
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tional concord in Laos, and considers the victory 
of the Lao People as a victory for the peoples of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America who struggle 
against imperialism, colonialism and neo-colonial- 
igm for the sake of peace, national independence, 
democracy and social progress. 


— Pays tribute to the goodwill and sincerity 
of the Lao patriotic forces which endeavour to 
strictly implement all the provisions of the Vien- 
tiane accord and protocol with a view to bringing 
about as soon as possible the neutrality of the two 
cities of Vientiane and Louang Prabang, the forma- 
tion of provisional government of national unity as 
well as the National Political Coalition Council and 
the consolidation of a durable peace in Laos. 


— Vigorously condemns the Lao rightist for- 
ces which, with the backing of US imperialism, con- 
tinues to sabotage and evade the application of the 
said accord and Protocol thereby delaying the for- 
mation of a Provisional Government of National 
Union. 


— Demands the United States and the Vien- 
tiane Government to immediately and definitively 
stop all the acts of sabotage which are directed 
against the said Accord and Protocol. 


— Invites the countries of Asia, Africa, Latin 
America and the other countries of the world who 
set their hearts on peace, independence, democracy, 
and social progress to firmly support the Lao pa- 
triotic forces in their relentless struggle for the 
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strict implementation of the Vientiane accord and 
its Protocol and the safeguard of a durable peace 
in Laos. It also invites them to help towards the 
reconstruction of the liberated zones which have 
suffered considerable devastation due to the US 
war of aggression. 
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RESOLUTION ON 
PEACE, SECURITY AND COOPERATION 
IN ASIA 


Having taken note of many new and favourable 
developments on the Asian scene since the Fifth 
Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Conference ; the XIth 
AAPSO Council Session hails the victories of the 
peoples of Asia who, in the recent period, have heen 
able to repel imperialist aggression and neo-colo- 
nialist offensives. Asian peoples are struggling hard 
to throw out imperialism and frustrate its new ma- 
chinations. 


As a result of the recent victories, the peoples 
of Indochina, Arab lands in the Middle East and 
Arab Gulf Region, South and South East Asia are 
making imperialists, puppet regimes and reaction- 
ary forces backed by US imperialism to retreat. Im- 
perialist military pacts like SEATO, CENTO, 
ANZUS and ASPAC are incurring increasing wrath 
of Asian people. The efforts of the people in South 
East Asia to make it a zone of peace and the people 
of Arab Gulf Region to get rid of imperialist mili- 
tary bases need to be supported by all progressive 
forces. 

On the other hand, international cooperation 
and solidarity among the peoples of Asia as well

as between states in developing through bilateral 
treaties such as Indo-Soviet ; Irag-Soviet and 
Egypt-Soviet Friendship Treaties ; like Simla and 
Delhi agreements between India and Pakistan, joint 
declaration between Bangladesh and India, the 
Mongol-Indian declaration, and mutual recognition 
by Pakistan and Bangladesh and other such positive 
actions. 


The Asian states are increasingly realising that 
the peaceful future of the whole continent can be 
guaranteed by their joint efforts only. The Asian 
countries have to work out their own strategies 
for peace in this continent and thus make essential 
contribution to consolidation of world peace. In the 
growing international climate of detente the peoples 
of Asia can also register decisive advances towards 
mutual understanding and cooperation. 


It is all the more necessary in order to defeat 
imperialist strategy and manoeuvres which are con- 
tinuing the policy of strength. It is also clearly re- 
flected in violating the Paris Peace Agreement on 
Vietnam and Vientiane Agreement on Laos, renew- 
ing aggressive acts against the people of Cambodia, 
in their persistent attempts to bring Japan into 
their own aggressive combination under Atlantic 
Charter, setting up a new military base — Diego 
Garcia in the Indian Ocean and bringing nuclear 
weapons in South Korea fostering reactionary for- 
ces as agents for neo-colonialist exploitation. 


The Council condemns the plots being carried 
by U.S. imperialism, reactionary forces in Iran and 
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other countries of the region against the progres- 
sive regime in Iraq and greets the efforts displayed 
by Iraqi National Front and government of Iraq to 
settle the Kurdish question peacefully and demo- 
cratically on the basis of the National Autonomy 
Law of March 11, 1974. 


Peace and security in Asia are continuously 
threatened by the imperialist policies of aggression, 
subversion and suppression of national liberation 
movements. The peoples of Asia who suffered under 
colonial regimes for centuries know too well the 
strategy of US imperialism and _neo-colonialism. 
Therefore, one of the main prerequisites for the 
creation of peaceful conditions in Asia is the deter- 
mined and resolute struggle of the Asian peoples 
for the withdrawal of all imperialist military forces 
and dismantling of aggressive military pacts. 


Ever since the first Asian Conference called 
by Jawaharlal Nehru in 1947, and the historic 
Bandung Declaration, the peoples: of Asia have 
heen aspiring for a collective and united way of 
defeating imperialism in all its forms. The move- 
ment of non-aligned countries strengthens this idea 
and the forces of national liberation in the same 
spirit. Therefore, the idea of a collective system of 
security is gaining more and more popular supoort. 


A collective security system is the way to pre- 
vent imperialist aggression and to eliminate all 
forms of colonialism — old and new — and to end 
the policy of military pacts and blocs, to dismantle 
foreign military bases. Once security is ensured, con- 
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ditions will be created for unfettered development 
and mutual confidence will be restored. 


The urgent necessity for security in Asia on a 
collective basis and establishment of good neigh- 
bourly relations among the countries of Asia is also 
conditioned by the needs for their economic develop- 
ment and progressive transformations in the in- 
terests of peoples. 


Collective security system presupposes that the 
relations among the countries of Asia will be on the 
basis of the following principles : 


1) Renunciation of the use of force in relations 
between States. 


2) Respect for the sovereignty and inviolability 
of frontiers. 


3) Non-interference in the internal affairs. 


4) Expansion of economic, technical, cultural, 
scientific and other forms of cooperation on 
the basis of full equality and mutual 
benefit. 


5) Inadmissibility of annexation of territories 
by way of aggression. 
6) Settlement of all disputes between nations 


by peaceful means. 


7) The right of every people to sovereign pos- 
session of natural resources and carrying 
out social and economic transformation ac- 
cording to their wishes. 
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These principles do not contradict the right 
of every people to use all measures at their dis- 
posal for the repulsion and iiquidation of aggres- 
sion — as is the case of the right of Arab States 
to liquidate the Israeli aggression by all means. 


The XIth Council Session of the AAPSO ap- 
peals to all peoples in Asia to double their efforts 
to defeat imperialism and _ neo-colonialism and 
promote collective measures in favour of security 
and genuine peace in Asia. 
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RESOLUTION ON KOREA 


The XIth Council session of the Afro-Asian 
Peoples’ Solidarity Organization held from March 
24 to March 27, 1974 in Baghdad directed deep 
attention to the present situation in Korea. 


The meeting fully supperted the policy of the 
Government of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea cn the independent and peaceful reunifica- 
tion of the country, in particular, the Three Prin- 
ciples and the Five-Point programme for the na- 
tional reunification, as the only just one for the 
realization of the reunification of Korea. 


The entire Korean people are unanimous in 
desiring the reunification of their country. But the 
U.S. imperialists and the Japanese militarists seek 
the permanent division of Korea, the former to 
reduce South Korea to their permanent colony and 
military base and the latter to take hold of South 
Korea as their permanent commodity market. 


Today, the South Korean rulers are intensify- 
ing their nation-splitting machinations and fascist 
suppression of the South Korean people as never 
before, and have committed such premeditated mili- 
tary provocations as spy ship infiltration in the 
West Sea of Korea and, capitalizing on it, are rais- 
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ing a wholesale clamour about ‘threat of south- 
ward aggression” and deliberately increasing tension 
between the north and the south. 


The United States, actively instigating the 
South Korean bellicose elements to provoke a new 
war, send one high-speed, high altitude reconnais- 
sance plane after another into the air above the 
northern half of the Republic to commit espionage 
acts and openly declare that they will further in- 
crease military aid to South Korea. 


The meeting scathingly condemns those cri- 
minal machinations of the U.S. and Japanese im- 
perialists and the South Korean authorities as the 
open provocations against the entire Korean people 
and the progressive peoples all over the world un- 
animously desirous of having peace and peaceful 
reunification achieved in Korea. 


The meeting strongly maintains that the South 
Kerean authorities should retract their “special 
statement” advocating the membership of two 
Koreas for the United Nations, approach the talks 
for reunification in conformity with the interests 
of the whole nation, accept without delay the just 
proposal for concluding a peace agreement between 
the north and the south. They should. not bring 
torward such things as a “non-aggression pact” 
devoid of any guarantee for: peace, but must accept 
the convening of a Great National Congress or a 
North-South Political Consultative Conference par- 
ticipated in by the representatives of all political

parties and public organizations and personalities 
of all strata in the north and the south. 


The meeting strongly demands the United 
States not to instigate the Pak Jung Hi puppet 
clique to nation-splitting and war clamours and to 
withdraw from South Korea at once, taking along 
its aggression army and lethal weapons. 


The meeting maintains that the Japanese mili- 
tarists should stop the machinations of their rein- 
vasion on South Korea and of hindering the reuni- 
fication of Korea. 


The meeting extends its firm solidarity to the 
South Korean people’s struggle against. fascism and 
for democratization, and considers this struggle to 
be the patriotic one for supporting the country and 
nation and for reunifying the fatherland, and the 
righteous struggle directly related to the social in- 
terests of the nation. 


The meeting ardently calls upon the world 
peace-loving people including member national com- 
mittees of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Or- 
ganization and the Afro-Asian Peoples to wage an 
international campaign to support the Korean peo- 
ple’s struggle for the withdrawal of the U.S. troops 
from South Korea and for the realization of the 
independent, peaceful reunification of the country 
on the occasion of the month of the anti-U.S. Joint 
struggle (June 25-July 27). 
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RESOLUTIONS ON AFRICA 


The XIth Session of the AAPSO Council held 
in Baghdad, the capital of Iraq, between March 24- 
27, 1974, notes with satisfaction the growing’ in- 
terest shown by the international community to the 
solution of African problems. This was clearly de- 
monstrated in the Oslo Conference, the Conference 
of ILO in Geneva as well as by the non-aligned. Con- 
ference of Algiers, and the World Congress of Peace 
Forces held in Moscow which have been charac- 
terized by the participation of new forces of the 
international community in the struggle against 
imperialism, colonialism, neo-colonialism, Zionism 
and racism. 


In Africa, the current period is characterized 
by an upsurge of progressive forces and by the in- 
tensification of anti-imperialist struggle strength- 
ened by a greater unity of thought and action. 
The vanguard of the independent countries of Af- 
rica has taken significant steps along the path of 
a radical socio-economic transformation. The con- 
solidation of the struggle for national liberation 
which is directed against colonialism and imperial- 
ism is becoming an imperative necessity. 


The XIth Session considers that the struggle 
for the liberation of the dependent territories of the 
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continent still remains the most pressing and most 
fundamental task of AAPSO today. 


The Council, therefore, takes pride in the fact 
that the PAIGC successfully leads a struggle in 
Guinea-Bissau and the Cape Verde islands, a heroic 
and valiant struggle which has given birth to the 
new Republic of Guinea-Bissau and which consti- 
tutes a beacon as well as a source of inspiration to 
all the peoples who struggle, arms in hand, for the 
defence of their legitimate right to live and to he 
free and independent. 

AAPSO pays hommage to the young Republic 
and appeals to progressive humanity to mobilize the 
masses of the people so as to bring pressure to bear 
on Portugal and on the imperialist powers which 
Support it, to compel the former to immediately 
withdraw its troops from Guinea-Bissau. AAPSO 
appeals to all the countries of the international 
community to support the admission of Guinea-Bis- 
sau to the United Nations. 'The Council considers 
that the birth of the new Republic constitutes a 
living tribute to the memory of the great son and 
hero of Africa, comrade Amilear Cabral. 


The AAPSO Council extends its total sup- 
port to the struggle of the Angolan people under 
the leadership of the Popular Movement for the 
independence of Angola (MPLA) as well as to the 
struggle of the people of Mozambique under the 
leadership of FRELIMO. 


The Council considers that the current neo- 
colonialist manoeuvres undertaken by the Portu- 
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guese government in the African territories under 
its domination constitutes no change to its colonial- 
ist policy. 


The Council vigorously condemns the crimes. 
of genocide and ecocide being perpetrated by Por- 
tuguese colonialists in their territories and consi-- 
ders them crimes against humanity. 


The Council hails the just struggle of the peo- 
ples of Zimbabwe, Namibia, South Africa under the 
leadership of ZAPU, SWAPO and the ANC, and 
wishes them full success in their political and arm- 
ed struggle. 


The Council supports. the International Confer- 
ence on Zimbabwe scheduled to be held in Moga- 
discio in November 1974. It appeals to all the organ- 
isations and governments of the African progres- 
sive countries and of the world, to ensure support 
for as well as broad participation in this Confer- 
ence. 

The Council appeals to the international com- 
munity to support the demand of SWAPO and of 
the people of Namibia for the withdrawal of the 
South African occupationist troops from Namibia. 


The Council condemns the policy of apartheid 
practised by South Africa, a policy which consti- 
tutes a threat to the security of the independent 
countries of Africa, and it considers these crimes 
as crimes against humanity. 


The Council supports the demand of the peo- 
ples of South Africa, Zimbabwe and Namibia for 
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the release of all political prisoners. The Council 
appeals to the committees of solidarity to organize 
campaigns for the release of these gallant prisoners. 


The Council should adopt practica! initiatives 
to ensure material support for all the genuine move- 
ments of national liberation, the sole and legitimate 
representatives of their people ; as well as parti- 
cular assistance for the realization of the national 
reconstruction programmes in the liberated zones. 


The Council urges the launching of campaigns 
so that public opinion in the Western countries may 
adopt measures to isolate Rhodesia, South Africa, 
and Portugal on the political, economic, cultural 
and diplomatic levels and to put an end to arms 
despatch to these countries. 


In these campaigns the formation of settlers’ 
recruitment centres in certain Western capitals for 
the benefit of Rhodesia and South Africa with a 
view to consolidating white minorities should be 
condemned. 


The Council supports the just struggle of the 
peoples of the Somali Coast (Djibouti) and of Eri- 
trea, of occupied Western Somalia, of the Seychelles 
and the Comoro Islands, of Sao Tome and Principe, 
of the Canary Islands and the so-called “Spanish” 
Sahara for the self-determination and independence 
cf their countries under the leadership of the FLCS, 
the ELF-PLF, of the ULFSWS, of the SPUPS, of 
MOLINACO and the MPAIAC. 


The Council condemns Spanish colonialist pre- 
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sence in the Moroccan enclaves of Ceuta, Melilla 
and the Chafarinas islands. 


The Council denounces the support extended by 
the NATO powers to Portuguese colonialism as well 
as to the racist and apartheid regimes of Africa. 


The Council condemns the fascist Franco gov- 
ernment for the facilities granted to the colonialist 
regimes of South Africa and Portugal who use the 
ports and airports of the Canary Islands of transit 
halts thus hampering the African boycott. 


The Council condemns. the cultural genocide 
practised by the Spanish colonialist administration 
through the destruction of the cultural vestiges of 
the gaunche people of the Canary islands. 


The XIth Council denounces and condemns the 
genocide and mass killings perpetrated against the 
people of Lesotho, the silencing of opposition and 
detentions practised in Swaziland and calls on all 
peace-loving people to support the people of 
Lesotho and Swaziland in their just struggle 
through their authentic vanguards, the Basutoland 
Congress Party in Lesotho and the Mgwane Na- 
tional Liberation Congress in Swaziland. 

The Council demands those countries which 
have not severed relations with Israel to do so as a 
step towards reinforcing cooperation and solidarity 
between the Arab and African peoples. 

The Council condemns the Israeli aggression 
against Egypt and calls for the immediate with- 
drawal of all tHe Israeli troops from this African 
country. 
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The Council hails the firm decision of the Arab 
Heads of State to impose an oil embargo on the 
white minority regime of South Africa, Rhodesia 
and Portugal and calls on the international com- 
munity to enforce this decision. 


The Council condemns all policies. of dialogue 
with South Africa. 

The Council also condemns the permanent 
existence on African territories of military bases 
which constitute a threat to the independence of 
these countries and the continent. 


The existence of foreign military bases in the 
Indian Ocean constitutes a permanent threat to the 
security of Africa. 

The Council firmly supports all the countries 
neighbouring the colonized territories which extend 
support to the movements of national liberation and 
appeals to them to grant facilities to all the genuine 
patriots struggling for the independence of their 
countries. The Council considers that aggression 
against any of the African countries constitutes an 
aggression against the whole of Africa. 

The Council condemns the activity of the multi- 
national companies which constitute an obstacle to 
the struggle for genuine political and economic in- 
dependence in the African countries. 

The Council condemns the disgraceful policy 
of exploitation practised against the African 
workers in South Africa, Namibia, Zimbabwe 3s 
well. as in the African territories under Portuguese 
colonialist domination. It denounces the tragic 
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plight of all African emigrants in Europe and else- 
where under the system of racism and exploitation. 
It launches an appeal to all the African govern- 
ments and liberation movements to ensure that our 
African compatriots may not be brutally exploited. 


Considering the ever-growing role of the OAU 
in the positive development of the continent. 


The Council takes pride in its efficiency in 
solving the pending problems amongst the African 
countries and encourages this policy of consolida- 
tion of peace, unity and dignity in Africa. 


The Council appreciates the importance of the 
ties of solidarity existing between the African and. 
socialist countries, as well as the assistance extend- 
ead by the Soviet Union and other Socialist coun- 
tries to the African movements of national libera- 
tion and to the developing countries. 


It furthermore appreciates the humanitarian 
assistance granted by the Scandinavian countries 
and the progress- and peace-loving forces in tne 
Western countries to these movements and coun- 
tries. 


In order to permit the enforcement of the pre- 
sent resolutions, the Council considers the necessity 
of creating committes for the support of the pecples 
in struggle. These committees have to extend their 
action on both the national and international levels, 
for only the unity of action and thought would 
enable us to fulfil our obligations towards the Afri- 
can continent. 
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RESOLUTION ON 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND SOCIAL 
TRANSFORMATION 


The Council confirms that at the present stage 
the centre of the national-liberation struggle of in- 
dependent Afro-Asian countries is more transfer- 
ring to the sphere of social-economic development. 
Strengthening of the political independence vf these 
countries has become closely connected with the 
realization of urgent tasks of the social-economic 
censtruction. As a consequence, national liberation 
revolutions are becoming more and more enriched 
by a progressive social and economic transfcrma- 
tion. 


Now that the peoples of liberated countries 
have started solving vital problems of the social- 
economic transformation of the society safeguard- 
ing of stable and durable peace is of paramount 
importance. Disarmament and stable peace would 
make it possible for the liberated countries to con- 
centrate all their efforts on the economic and 
culture construction, to stand firmly on the road 
of social revival. 


The struggle for economic independence rur- 
sues the following ends : 
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— Eliminating the direct interference of inter- 
national financial-monopolist capital into the eco- 
nomics of new national states, limitation and regu- 
lation of its activities for the benefit of the national 
economics ; 


— To nationalize foreign and big capital na- 
tional property ; 


— Elimination of the dependent situation of 
the developing countries in the system of world 
capitalist division of labour ; 


— Elimination of feudal and semi-feudal forms 
of production relations in village, use and recon- 
struction of agricultural production on the basis of 
corresponding agrarian transformations. 


The following conditions are necessary to 
achieve economic independence : 


— Liquidation of economic backwardness. 


— Creation of such social structures when na- 
tional public requirements are satisfied on the basis 
approaching the average world level of labour pro- 
ductivity. 


Solution of these problems is possible only after 
a radical change in social and public political. struc- 
ture of the state, and an increasing reliance on the 
activity and initiative of the masses. The econcmic 
independence of imperialism means establishment 
of national state control over the resources and 
economics. 
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The Council underlines that the most important 
success in achieving economic independence from 
neo-colonialism and imperialism and overcoming 
social and economic backwardness is gained by 
those countries which have proclaimed the course 
to socialist orientation. 


The Council marks in particular the experience 
of these countries in the economic construction 
where the decisive part of the State is the main 
trend to the constant enlargement of the scale and 
importance of the State sector while limiting the 
activities of private national and foreign capitals. 


To realize rapidly the tasks of the social-eco- 
nomic construction new national states should 
mobilize, first of all, their internal material and fi- 
nancial resources, and make use of various external 
assistance to be void of unequal political and eco- 
nomic conditions. It should be noted in this connec- 
tion the necessity of further strengthening of the 
cooperation with Socialist countries, and in the first 
turn with the U.S.S.R., which have rendered and 
are rendering various kinds of assistance on the 
basis of equal cooperation and mutual benefit. 


The Council underlines the particular impor- 
tance of the U.S.S.R. and other Socialist countries’ 
assistance in the social-economic construction on 
the path to the realization of the economic inde- 
pendence and growth. It is also necessary io point 
out the importance of the regional cooperation of 
the developing countries, especially in the fisld of 
using power and nature resources. 
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The Council draws attention to the constant 
necessity of carrying out common policy of develop- 
ing countries in the sphere of economic planning, 
utilising power resources and raw materials. 


The need of such policy is more evident in the 
light of the recent power crisis which has radically 
changed the structure of economic ties of indus- 
trially developed Western states with developing 
countries. Deep economic depression covering the 
present Western countries do not prevent imperialist 
monopolies from the attempts to transfer its ex- 
penses on the countries of the Third World. i: this 
connection, the Council considers it necessary to 
note the importance of using the experience of the 
socialist countries in the economic development and 
utilization of new resources. 


As a result of the new situation which has 
developed on the world scene, a new relationship 
of equality to serve the interests of all the peoples 
should replace the old unequal monopoly-controlled 
relationship. 


In this connexion, an alliance between the peo- 
ple and workers in the developing countries and the 
highly developed capitalist countries would be of 
great importance in the struggle for peace ai-d so- 
cial progress against imperialism. 


The Council expresses its confidence that. in the 
situation of the relaxation of international tension 
and important victories of the world national-libera- 
tion movement independent .Afro-Asian States. in 
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the unity with the world anti-imperialist front will 
gain more success in strengthening their political 
independence and progressive transformations. 


The Council recommends to the Permanent Sec- 
retariat to plan a programme to carry out a thorough 
study of the economic and social problems of the 
developing countries. 


In this connexion, particular attention shoula 
be directed towards the following issues : 


— The holding of regional and internaticnal 
seminars and conferences on the most burning eco- 
nomic problems, such as the power crisis, agrarian 
reforms, economic growth, etc. In this context, the 
Council appreciates and supports the initiative 
taken by the Iraqi National Council of Peace and 
Solidarity to hold, in co-operation with AAPSO and 
W.P.C., an international seminar on oil problems. 


— The Council recommends to the Permanent 
Secretariat to make the necessary efforts in order 
to ensure AAPSO participation ign all UN-organiz- 
ed conferences and meetings on the social] and eco- 
nomic problems of the Afro-Asian countries. 


— The Council calls upon all the patriotic, so- 
cial progress forces to do their best in defending 
women’s rights in view of the importance of women 
in the revolutionary struggle and in every s‘1ccess- 
ful revolution.

Third : On activating contacts between the Perman- 
ent Secretariat and Solidarity Committees 


A. The Council notes with satisfaction that these 
contacts have relatively increased in the last 
period. It also greets the efforts exerted by the 
Permanent Secretariat in this respect, especial- 
ly the visits of its delegations to West and 
East Africa before the convening of the Coun- 
cil, visits which have been very successful. The 
Council recommends that every possible effort 
should be exerted to expand such expeditions 
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in. various areas of Asia and Africa in 4 regular 
manner. 


The Council endorses the resolution passed by 
the 12th Session of the Executive Cominittee 
in this respect and urges the follow-up of its 
implementation. 


B. The Council recommends the Permanent Secre- 
tariat to establish ‘Liaison Centres’ in the 
various areas of Asia and Africa which would 
be entrusted to one of the member organisa- 
tions in the area. These Liaison Centres would 
coordinate and consolidate contacts hetwcen 
the Permanent Secretariat and member organ- 
isations as well as national, progressive and 
democratic organisation in the area. The Coun- 
cil decides that the National Council of Peace 
and Solidarity in Iraq would be a Liaiscn Cen- 
tre in this area of the Arab World. It also 
authorises the Secretariat to establish Liaison 
Centres after the necessary consultations in 
West Africa, East Africa, South-West Asia and 
South-East Asia. 


Yourth :.On Consolidating Contacts among AA?SO 
and governmental and non-governmental, 
anti-imperialist and anti-colonialist organisa- 
tions 

The Council notes with satisfaction the grow- 
ing consolidation of these contacts and considers 


this as a sound trend which should be strengthen- 
ed, especially in respect with the UN non-govern- 
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mental organisations, the OAU, the World Peace 
Council, the Arab League and the UN Special Com- 
mittees for liquidation of colonialism and racism. 


— The Council hails the role played by the 
Solidarity Committees in the Socialist 
countries for reinforcing their contacts with 
the Permanent Secretariat, on one hand, and 
with the affiliated organizations, on the 
other. 


— The Council endorses the resolution of the 
12th Executive Committee, concerning the 
consolidation of the relations between the 
AAPSO and the Tri-Continental Organiza- 
tion, and earnestly calls upon the Council 
to follow up its implementation. The Coun- 
cil also stresses the importance of consoli- 
dating the contacts between the Organisa- 
tion and the African Liberation Commit- 
tee, the World Peace Council, and all other 
world organizations which work for the 
same objectives, and urges the AAPSO to 
promote these contacts. 

fifth : Concerning the Unification and the Organi- 
sation of the Practical Measures for tlie As- 
sistance extended to Liberation Movements : 


The Council affirms that providing material 
assistance to the liberation movements is one of the 
major tasks of the AAPSO. 


— The Council recommends that the Perman- 
ent Secretariat should draw a joint detailed 
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plan for the unification and the conrdina- 
tion of the material assistance extended to 
liberation movements, and to set up the or- 
ganisational steps of this plan, in the light 
of the real needs of these movements, such 
as equipment, cadres, scholarships, etc. 


— The Council considers it necessary to hold 
a meeting in this respect, at the earliest 
possible time at the Permanent Secretariat 
premises with the participation of the Per- 
manent Secretariat, the affiliated organisa- 
tions in the independent Afro-Asian Coun- 
tries who are in a position to extend such 
assistance and solidarity committees in the 
Socialist countries. The Council charges the 
Permanent Secretariat to prepare the list 
of invitations to this meeting, as well as to 
take all the necessary measures for its ccn- 
vocation and the implementation of its re- 
solutions. 


Sixth : Concerning the Establishment of an Afro- 
Asian Centre for Research and Documenta- 
tion : 


The Council recommends the establishment of 
this centre, which will be responsible for the pre- 
paration of researches on various Afro-Asian coun- 
tries, the training of cadres, the release of special 
publications and of information services. 


— The Council recommends the formation of 
a working group, who would, by the end of 
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1974, complete a comprehensive project con- 
cerning the objectives of the Centre, its 
programme of action, the sources of its 
finance, its cadres, its scientific, financial, 
technical and administrative orientation, as 
well as all details relevant to the establish- 
ment and the running of the Centre . 


— The Council welcomes the initiative cf the 
Solidarity Committees in the Socialist coun- 
tries for their readiness to participate in a 
positive way in this respect. 


— The Council charges the Permanent Secre- 
tariat to proceed with the formation of the 
working group, as soon as possible and to 
fix the venue of the first meeting, after 
carrying out the necessary consultations. 


Seventh : Publications : 

The Council endorses the resolution of tke 
XlIth Executive Committee concerning the publi- 
cations, urges the Permanent Secretariat to follcw 
up its implementation, calls upon the member or- 
ganisations to contribute to the financing of pub- 
lications and to supply the Permanent Secretariat 
with the proper material for publication. The 
Council feels that special priority should be g:ven 
to this question. 

Eighth : Establishing a Solidarity School in Viet- 
nam : 

The Council hails and endorses the initiative 
of the Permanent Secretariat to set up a Solidarity 
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School in Vietnam, urges the follow up of its im- 
plementation, pays tribute to the member ccmmit- 
tees and organisations which contributed financial- 
ly to its establishment, earnestly calls upon all 
member committees and organisations to expedite 
offering their assistance, in cash and in kind, to 
carry out this project as soon as possible. 


Ninth : Women’s Section : 

— The Council pays tribute to the efforts exerted 
by the Women’s Section on the Permanent Sec- 
retariat and endorses the resolution passed by 
the representatives of various internaticnal 
and national women organisations of the coun- 
tries participating in the current session and 
which stipulates for the following : 


— “The representatives of the Women’s Section 
of AAPSO should participate in the consul- 
tative meeting to be held next April in Paris 
and should attend the Council of the World 
Democratic Women Federation to be he'd. 
in May of the current year in Warsaw. 
These meetings will serve for the discus- 
sion of the experiences of the nationa! and 
international organisations concerning the 
necessary preparation for the International 
Women Year and World Women Congress. 


— It is advisable that the women representa- 
tives of the Afro-Asian countries, should 
meet in Warsaw, immediately after the 
Council Session, to draw up a prograinme 
of action for the year 1975. 
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— It is proposed that regional meetings and 
symposiums take place for the preparation 
of the “International Women Year, 1975.” 


— Appeal to all men and women, participating 
in this meeting, to promote the activities of 
all national committees of AAPSO in colla- 
boration with the Democratic Women Or- 
ganisation in the Arab, African and Asian 
countries so as to make 1975, a year that 
would consolidate the women activities 
within the framework of the Afro-Asian 
Solidarity Movement and the peace move- 
ment.” 


Tenth : Membership cases :; 


Considering, that the present phase of the 
Afro-Asian Peoples’ struggle requires wider repre- 
sentation of the Afro-Asian countries in AAPSO 
and further endeavours for ensuring high represen- 
tation of the progressive, democratic and national 
forces in the Afro-Asian countries ;

Thirteenth : The Permanent Secretariat 

The Council elected Iraq, India and Guinea de- 
puties of the Secretary-General, in accordance with 
the new Constitution. 

The Council expressed its appreciation for the 
role played by the Permanent Secretariat and the 
intensive efforts it exerted and appreciates the nosi- 
tive development of its work. 


Fourteen : Financial Questions 

The Council records its appreciation for the 
member organisations which contributed, during 
tthe past period, to the budget of the Permanent 
Secretariat and for the Solidarity Organisations in 
the Socialist countries which offered assistance in 
cash and in kind to the Permanent Secretariat. 

The Council reaffirms the pressing need to im- 
plement the previous resolutions in respect of the 
financial situation, particularly the necessity for a 
regular annual subscription of no less than £ 2,009.- 
or its equivalent, to be offered by the member or- 
ganisations with the exception of the Liberation 
Movements and Member-organisations stiJl engaged 
in liberation struggle. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Preamble : 


The Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisa- 
tion is a movement of solidarity among the peoples 
and nations of the continents of Africa and Asia 
in their inevitable and common struggle for self- 
determination against imperialism, colonialism, neo- 
colonialism, racism, fascism, and Zionism, and 
against all forms of exploitation of man by man. 
It acts as an integral part of the world anti-im- 
perialist front, and it conducts its activities in a 
unity of struggle with all progressive forces in the 
world. 


Article 1: 

The name of the Organisation is : 

The Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisa- 
tion (AAPSO). 
Article 2: 

OBJECTIVES OF THE ORGANIZATION 


1. To unite, coordinate and accelerate the 
liberation struggle of the Afro-Asian Peo- 
ples against imperialism, colonialism, neo- 
colonialism, racism, Zionism, and fascism, 
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with a view to ensuring the economic, so- 
cial and cultural development of their peo- 
ples. 


. To strengthen and promote the activities of 


the liberation movement of Africa and Asia 
and Afro-Asian solidarity and to liaison it 
with other democratic organisations and 
progressive forces in their efforts to ensure 
independence to the struggling peoples still 
under colonial domination and racist re- 
gimes. 


. To actively support the independent policy 


of the Afro-Asian states and the crganisa- 
tions which seek to bring about radical pro- 
gressive socio-economic transformaticns in 
the interest of wide popular masses and for 
the promotion of national culture. 


To mobilize the peoples of both conti- 
nents and progressive peace forces in de- 
fence of these states from imperialist en- 
croachments, to contribute to the intensi- 
fication of struggle against neo-colionialist 
threat, exposing its aims and methods, dis- 
covering ways of overcoming economic 
backwardness and furthering international 
cohesion of all forces fighting against neo- 
colonialism. 


. To reinforce unified action and redouble 


assistance to the. movement of the masses 
for the liquidation of the last vestiges of 


colonialist subjugation exemplified in the 
racist regimes, and to provide all-out moral, 
political and material support. to those who 
struggle for the sake of self-determination, 
freedom and national independence. 


5. To consolidate and support the dernocratic 
and popular forces which struggle against 
the anti-democratic regimes which main- 
tain their countries tied to imperialist mili- 
tary pacts and blocs. 


6. To stand fast against and unmask all at- 
tempts at sowing dissension in the ranks 
of anti-imperialist militants. 


7. To work towards eliminating national and 
religious conflicts, and tc strengthen the 
spirit of militant solidarity among all peo- 
ples on an anti-imperialist basis. 


8. To make available a wide exchange of ex- 
perience in the spheres of anti-imperialist 
struggle, and economic and cultural con- 
struction as well as to deepen cooperation 
and mutual assistance among peoples. 


The execution of these tasks requires further 
activization on the part of the masses and the crea- 
tion of alliance of the patriotic and progressive for- 
ces in every country. 
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Article 3: 
MEMBERSHIP 


Accéss to the membership of the Afro-Asian 
Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation shall be granted 
to African and Asian movements, parties and Soli- 
darity Committees which unify the progressive for- 
ces in their countries.on the basis of militant soli- 
darity against imperialism and of support for the 
principles of the organisation, and which contribute 
to. the execution of its objectives. and purposes. 


Each country shall be represented in the Afro- 
Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation by one single 
body. The Organisation shall exert all efforts for 
the unification of the authentic liberation move- 
ments in their struggle against imperialism and 
colonialism. 


In the event of a membership application sub- 
mitted by an organisation of a country not repre- 
sented in the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organ- 
isation, or in which the member-organisation no 
longer exists or no longer carries out its activities, 
the Permanent Secretariat shall examine the appli- 
cation then submit it for final adoption to the 
‘Council. 


In the event of a membership application pre- 
sented to the Permanent Secretariat from a coun- 
try in which there is a member organisation, this ap- 
plication shall be submitted to the Permanent Sec- 
retariat for thorough examination and adoption of 
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adequate measures. The application shall, then, be 
referred to the Council of the Organisation which 
takes a relevant decision on the issue. 


In the event of the application being accepted, 
the nominee will participate in the various meet- 
ings and activities of the organisation until the Con- 
gress finally endorses the new affiliation. 


Admission or suspension of a member-organisa- 
tion shall be decided by the Congress upon recom- 
mendation by the Council, by a two-third majority 
vote. The Council may, upon a recommendation by 
the Secretariat and by a two-third majority vote, 
suspend an old one, pending the convening of the 
Conference. 


The status as “associate members” of the or- 
ganisation shall be granted to those solidarity com- 
mittees of the Socialist countries which do not be- 
long to the Afro-Asian world, whose activities con- 
form with and support the principles, objectives and 
purposes of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Or- 
ganisation, and who contribute in an outstanding 
manner to the consolidation of the Afro-Asian Solli- 
darity movement. 


Article 4: 
STRUCTURE OF THE ORGANISATION 
A. The Organisation shall comprise : 
1. The Congress of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ 


Solidarity Organisation. 
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2. The Council. 
3. The Presidium. 


4. 


The Permanent Secretariat. 


B. Member-organisations shall constitute the basic 
units of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Or- 
ganisation. 


Article 5: 


THE CONGRESS OF THE AFRO-ASIAN 
PEOPLES’ SOLIDARITY ORGANISATION 
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1. 


The Congress of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity Organisation is the supreme au- 
thority of the Organisation. It shall deter- 
mine its political programme and plan of 
action, and shall be empowered to introduce 
amendments to the Constitution. 


All resolutions and recommendations adopt- 
ed by the Congress shall be binding to con- 
stitutional bodies of AAPSO and shall serve 
as guidelines for the action of the member- 
organisation. 


Apart from the documents pertaining to 

political issues, the Congress shall ratify and 

if necessary amends the previously establish- 

ed documents on : 

a) the Constitution of the Organisation. 

b) the list of member-organisations. 

c) the list of associate members and ob- 
servers. 


d) the composition of the presidium. 
c) the composition of the Permanent Secre- 
tariat. 


. Each delegation of the Congress shall have 
one vote. Participants in the Congress shail 
seek unanimity in all issues, however all Con- 
gress documents shall be adopted by a ma- 
jority of votes. Questions related tc mem- 
bership and to Constitution amendment shall 
be resolved by two third majority vote. 


. To be valid, the Congress must be attended 
by the majority of the organisation’s mem- 
bers. 


. The report of the Secretary General of the 
Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation, 
which comprises political, organisational 
and financial sections as well as proposals 
for future programmes of action, shall be 
considered the basic working document of 
the Congress. 


% The Secretary General of the Afro-Asian 


Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation shall be 
from the country elected by the Congress as 
headquarters of the AAPSO Secretariat. The 
Congress elects three deputies of the Secre- 
tary General — one from Asia, one from 
Africa and one from the Arab countries and 
15 secretaries. 


. Heads of delegations shall convene before 
the inauguration of the Congress under the

chairmanship of the Secretary General. The 
Meeting of the Heads of Delegations shall : 


a) approve the Congress agenda. 


b) elect the Chairman and Vice-Chairmen of 
the Congress. 


ec) decide on the formation of the Congress 
Commissions in accordance with the 
themes of the Agenda. 


d) elect a drafting committee which shall be 
entrusted with formulating the draft of 


the final document of the Congress. 


es 


e) approve the time-table of the Congress. 


f) define the time required for both plenary 
sessions and commissions meetings. 


g) elect the Chairman, Vice-Chairmen and 
Rapporteur of each commission, who will 
constitute, ex-officio, the drafting com- 
mittees of these commissions. 


Meetings of the Heads of delegations, com- 
missions and drafting committees shall be 
held in camera. Associate members and ob- 
servers may attend the meeting of the heads 
of delegations, as well as participate in its 
discussions. 


Each delegation to the Congress shall enjoy 
the right to participate in the activities of 
all the commissions. 


While the Congress is in session, the meet- 
ings of the other constitutional bodics of the

Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation 
may also be held. 


. The Congress preparatory work shall be 


carried out by a Preparatory Committee 
which is composed of the Permanent Secre- 
tariat as well as the representatives of the 
National Committee of the host country. The 
tasks of the Preparatory Committee shall be 
directed by the Secretary General ; the Pre- 
paratory Committee shall prepare the draft 
agenda of the Congress, draft compositions 
of the Commission, the procedure uf work of 
the Congress, its time-table and any other 
proposals including the number of particip- 
ants in the Congress. 


The Preparatory Committee shall circulate 
the aforementioned documents among the 
national organisations, at least one month 
before the date of the Congress. 


Invitations to the Congress shall be extend- 
ed, on behalf of the Preparatory Committee, 
with the signature of the Secretary General 
of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Or- 
ganisation. 


The Permanent Secretariat shall assume the 
tasks of the ‘Credentials Committee’ at the 
Congress. 


The venue of Congress and all other con- 
stitutional meetings of the Organisation 
shall be selected by the Secretariat after 
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consulting the national committees and 
member-organisations. If no _ invitations 
have been received, the meeting shall be 
held at the Organisation headquarters. 


17. The Congress shall be convened every three 
years. 


Article 6: 
THE AAPSO COUNCIL 


— The AAPSO Council shall be composed of 
heads of member-organisations and heads of or- 
ganisations enjoying the status of observers, and 
associate members, or their representatives. 


— The participants of the Council meetings 
shall state the position regarding the most impor- 
tant political events in their countries in the pre- 
vious year, and inform the participants of the Ses- 
sion about the activity of their organisations. Be- 
sides oral statements, it is recommendable that 
they shall submit written reports about the activity 
of their organisation for the benefit and the in- 
terest of the solidarity movement, for distribution 
at the Session of the Council and for the archives 
of the Permanent Secretariat. 


— The Council meetings are the forum of direct 
exchange of experience and modalities of work. 


— In the light of the above, the Council may 
make amendments and supplements to the pro- 
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gramme of action of the organisation outlined by 
the previous Congress. 


— The Council has the right to decide by a 
2/3 majority vote the questions of membership in 
the AAPSO on the basis of recommendations sub- 
mitted by the Permanent Secretariat. In case the 
Council adopts a decision to annul the membership 
of an organisation, the Council may propose a new 
organization instead of the former one. 


— It approves the Report of the Permanent 
secretariat concerning the financial situation of the 
Organisation in the previous year and fixes a new 
AAPSO budget for the coming year. 


Apart from the political documents, the Coun- 
cil shall ratify : 


— The list of member organisations. 


— The list of associate members and observers 
which the Council has the right to modify. 


—- The formation of the Presidium. 


— The Session of the Council shall be held 
once a year. It may be held more than once a year 
at the request of heads of the majority cf merber- 
organisations. 


— The delegations participating in the Coun- 
cil shall seek by all means to achieve unanimity. 
However, all documents shall be adopted by a ma- 
jority, the quorum of the Council being 50% plus 
one. 
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— Associate members and observers shall par- 
ticipate in the work of the Council. 


— At the preliminary meeting of the Council, 
the agenda, the formation of commissions, the pro- 
cedure of work and the time-table of the session 
shall be adopted. The Chairman and Vice-Chairmen 
of the session as well as Chairman, vice-chairmen 
and rapporteurs of the commissions shall be elect- 
ed. The presidence of the commission, so elected, 
shall constitute its drafting committee. 


— Preparatory measures shall be carried out 
and documents shall be drafted by the Preparatory 
Committee constituted by the Permanent Secre- 
tariat and the representatives of the national com- 
mittee of the host country. 


— National member-organisations shall be in- 
formed of these documents and measures by the 
Preparatory Committee, one month, at least, before 
the opening of the Session of the Council. 


— Invitations to attend the Session of the 
Council shall be sent on behalf of the Preparatory 
Committee signed by the Secretary General of the 
AAPSO. 


— The duties of the Credential Committee 
shall be executed by the Permanent Secretariat. 
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Article 7: 
PRESIDIUM 


1. The Presidium is a highly representative 
coordinating organ of AAPSO to which are 
elected its prominent leaders. 


2. The Presidium : 


a) expresses a common view of the mem- 
bers of solidarity movement on the cur- 
rent important and urgent probiems ; 


b) fulfils important and high missions for 
strengthening support extended by the 
leaders of independent countries of Asia 
and Africa to the solidarity movement. 


c) contributes to the all-round expansion cf 
cooperation between the Solidarity Or- 
ganization and socialist countries and 
all progressive forces of the world ; 


d) takes necessary steps to a further de- 
velopment of cooperation between the 
AAPSO and other international govern- 
mental and non-governmental organisa- 
tions whose activities and tasks are in 
accord with the principles of the soli- 
darity movement of the peoples of Asia 
and Africa ; 


e) uses all opportunities for mobilizing in- 
ternational public opinion in view of 
strengthening moral, political and prac- 
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tical support of the national liberation 
movements ; 


f) coordinates, implements and makes 
supplements to the programme of action 
of the AAPSO, as a result of new devel- 
opments. 


. The Presidium is composed of the Chair- 


man, 3 Vice-Chairmen, and a number of per- 
sonalities ranging from 12 to 20 members 
from the member-organisations of Asian 
and African countries which support their 
nominations. The AAPSO Secretary Gen- 
eral is the Chairman of the Presidium. 


. With a view to realizing coordination with 


the World Peace Council, the African Libe- 
ration Committee, the World Federation of 
Trade Unions and other international or- 
ganisations, the leaders of these organisa- 
tions, whose objectives are in accord with 
those of AAPSO, shall be invited to the Pre- 
sidium meetings. 


. The members of the Presidium are elected 


by the Congress or the Council. 


. The Presidium is convened regularly twice 


a year on the invitation of the Permanent 
Secretariat or at the request of the majority 
of the Presidium members: The Permanent 
Secretariat participates, ex-officio, in the 
meetings of the Presidium, and undertakes 
the preparations for its meetings. 


Article 8: 
THE PERMANENT SECRETARIAT 


1. The Permanent Secretariat is the executive 
body which shal! directly implement all the 
resolutions passed by the Afro-Asian Peo- 
ples’ Solidarity Organisation, and hasically 
the Programme of action of the Organisa- 
tion. 


2. The Permanent Secretariat shall be fully 
accountable to both the Congress and the 
Council. The Secretary Genera! of the Or- 
ganisation shall be the head of the Perman- 
ent Secretariat. The Congress or the Coun- 
cil elects 3 deputies of the Secretary Gen- 
eral, one from Africa, one from Asia and 
one from the Arab countries and 15 Sec- 
retaries, whose mandate will be valid until 
the following Congress. 


3. The Permanent Secretariat is the Editorial 
Board of the Monthly Bulletin, quarterly 
and other publications issued by ‘ the 
AAPSO. 


4, Apart from the functions referred to in 
other Articles of the current Constitution, 
the Permanent Secretariat shall perform 
the following functions : 


a) In accordance with the principles of the 
Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organi- 
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sation, it shall actively work towards 
broadening and expanding the move- 
ment of solidarity through the mest ef- 
fective means including the publication 
of a quarterly magazine, information- 
bulletin, books, and research papers, 
etc. and the organisation of meetings, 
celebrations and other manifestations of 
political and information actions. 

b) It shall extend information services and 
supply administrative and _ technical 
bodies to the meetings of the Afro-Asian 
Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation. It shall 
keep record of these meetings of which 
written reports shall be kept. 


c) It shall collect documents and data on 
movements of solidarity as well as on 
the activities of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity Organisation. 


5. The Internal Rules of the Permanent Secre- 
tariat : 


1. The Secretary General shall coordinate all 
the activities of the Permanent Secretaries. In ac- 
cordance with the resolutions of the Congress, the 
Council, the Presidium and the Permanent Secre- 
tariat of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organ- 
isation ; he shall act as official spokesman respon- 
sible for the activities of the Permanent Secre- 
tariat. 


The Secretary General has a technical body 
which constituted his bureau. 
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2. All statements and documents to be pub- 
lished, shall be approved by the Secretary General 
on behalf of the Permanent Secretariat after their 
adoption at the Permanent Secretariat meeting. 
However, when necessary, any member of the Sec- 
retariat may voice his own opinions at his own 
responsibility ; he may, for instance, deliver a 
statement or speak in a meeting as one of the mem- 
bers of the Secretariat but in accordance with the 
cbjectives and purposes of the Organisation. 


3. In cases of emergency when immediate 
action is necessary and when delay may bring pre- 
judice to the solidarity movement, the Secretary 
General shall call for an emergency meeting which 
would gather whoever is available of the Secre- 
taries, so as to adopt whatever urgent measures 
are deemed necessary. These measures shall never- 
theless be submitted for approval to the next mzet- 
ing of the Secretariat. Meetings of the Permanent 
Secretariat shall be held periodically at Icast once 
a week. 

4. The Secretary General shall draw up a draft 
agenda for the meetings of the Permanent Secre- 
tariat including the subjects proposed by the Sec- 
retaries. The draft agenda despatched to the mem- 
bers of the Secretariat at least one day before the 
meeting. 

o. The Board of Secretaries shall seek unanim- 
ity, but when need arises, resolutions shall be 
adopted by the majority of votes of the members 
attending the meeting of the Permanent Secre- 
tariat. 


6. The technical secretariat shall take down the 
minutes of the meetings under the supervision of 
one Of the Secretaries and the minutes shall be 
submitted to the following meeting for approval. 


¢. The technical staff shall be composed of cf- 
ficials from the Afro-Asian countries and it shall 
carry out its activities in accordance with the re- 
gulations of the Permanent Secretariat. 


8. In case one of the members of the Board of 
Secretaries fails to perform his duties in the Per- 
manent Secretariat, the national organisation which 
appointed him shall replace him by another. The 
new Secretary shall serve for the remaining term 
of office of his predecessor. 


9. The Permanent Secretariat shall divide the 
work among its members according to the various 
spheres of activity of the Organisation. The work 
of the Permanent Secretariat shall be divided into 
sections. Various sections shall be formed within 
the framework of the Permanent Secretariat : the 
African Section, Asian Section, Arab Section, In- 
ternational Section, Section for Liaison with the 
Socialist countries. Representatives of the Afro- 
Asian Solidarity Committees in the Socialist Coun- 
tries would participate in the work of this Section. 
Documentation, Research and Publications Sections, 
Financial Section, Membership Section, Women Sec- 
tion, and Socio-economic Section. 


The Permanent Secretariat may establish spe- 
cialized sections on a temporary basis in case of 
need. 
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10. The meetings of the Permanent Secretariat 
may, at their request, be attended by the heads of 
member organisations, or their representatives “as 
well as by the members of the Presidium. 


11. The Financial Section shall submit to the 
Permanent Secretariat a detailed report on the fi- 
nancial position of the Permanent Secretariat and 
on the enforcement of its annual budget as soon as 
the financial year expires. The Financial Section 
shall, one month before the end of the financial 
year, submit a detailed draft of the next budget of 
the Permanent Secretariat, and its proposals for 
consolidating the financial position of the Perman- 
ent Secretariat. 

The aforementioned document shall be submit- 
ted to the Permanent Secretariat for approval, fol- 
lowing which the Permanent Secretariat sha!l refer 
them to the Conference or to the Council which are 
authorized to give their final approval to all the 
basic financial documents of the Organization. Sums 
of money may be drawn from the Organization’s 
account following decisions by the Permanent Sec- 
retariat and signed by the Secretary General and 
one of the members cof the Financial Section. 


12. The Organization shall publish all its docu- 
ments in the three official languages: Arabic, 
English and French. 


FINANCES 


The Organization shall be financed by a fund 
made up of the subscriptions of member-crganisa- 


tions and of the contributions offered by other 
friendly organisations or individuals that support 
the objectives and purposes of the Afro-Asian Peo- 
ples’ Solidarity Organisation. 


— Each member-organisation of the Afro- 
Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Organisation shail 
pay an annual subscription of no less than 
£2,000 or its equivalent. 


— The National Liberation Movements mem- 
bers of the Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity 
Organisation shall be exempted from pay- 
ment of annual subscriptions. 


Both the budget submitted by the Permanent 
Secretariat and the report related to it shall com- 
prise at least the following items : 


— A list of the total incoming contributions 
and subscriptions. 


— Expenses incurred by the Permanent Sec- 
retariat in the implementation of its pro- 
gramme of action. 


— Expenses incurred by the meetings of the 
Organisation. 


— Ordinary expenses of the Permanent Secre- 
tariat. 


— Proposals for consolidating the financial 
position of the Organisation and data on 
the implementation of previous proposals in 
this connection.
